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Message  from  the  Ck>vernor« 

Pbllow-citixbnb  op  the  Senate  and  Asbbmbly: 

The  people  of  this  State  having  recently  selected  me  to  dis* 
charge  the  duties  of  their  chief  magistrate  for  a  second  term,  I 
«Tail  myself  of  the  present  occasion  to  express  my  grateful  ac- 
knowledgments for  this  renewed  manifestation  of  their  confidence, 
and  to  assure  them  that  my  best  efforts  shall  be  devoted  to  their 
service. 

At  no  former  period  have  the  United  States  occupied  a  more 
elevated  position  than  at  present,  in  relation  to  foreign  powers. 
The  claims  for  depredations  formerly  committed  on  the  property 
of  our  merchants  have  been  sustained  by  ably  conducted  negocia- 
tioos,  and  admitted  in  almost  all  instances  by  solemn  treaties;  our 
commerce  is  extended  to  nearly  every  region  of  the  globe;  and 
our  flag  respected  by  all  nations. 

^  In  adverting  to  the  internal  affairs  of  our  country  we  find  few 
causes  for  discontent  and  many  for  congratulation.  The  general 
government  is  administered  with  wisdom,  and  with  a  special  re- 
gard to  the  principles  on  which  it  was  founded ;  our  national  debt 
is  now  extinguished;  our  public  revenues  exceed  our  wants;  the 
burden  of  taxation  has  been  within  a  few  years  greatly  diminish- 
ed; considerable  progress  has  been  lately  made  in  reconstructing 
the  barriers'  which  were  erected  to  resist  the  encroachments  of 
federal  power,  but  which  were  partially  overthrown  by  the  errors 
of  past  legislation;  and  there  is  now  good  reason  to  hope  that  the 
general  government,  in  relation  to  its  practical  operations,  will 
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ioon  become  in  all  respects  what  it  was  designed  to  be  l^  it»  wise 
and  patriotic  founders. 

But  your  attention  is  chiefly  to  be  directed  to  the  internal  affairs 
of  our  own  State;  it  is  to  them  yoar  powers  as  legislators  extend, 
and  to  them,  in  an  especial  manner,  your  dutios  relate. 

In  reviewing  the  events  of  the  past  year,  your  attention  will  be 
necessarily  arrested  by  the  extraordinary  state  of  things  which  ex* 
isted  at  its  commencement,  and  continued  some  time  ttiereafter. 
Shortly  before  this  period,  an  nnwonted  prosperity  prevailed 
throughout  the  State;  the  bounties  of  Providence  had  been  show- 
ered upon  us  with  a  liberal  hand  ;  we  had  been  favored  with  a 
fruitful  season;  labor  in  all  the  branches  of  industry  found  a  ready 
employment  and  received  a  fair  reward;  the  characteristic  enter- 
prize  of  the  people  was  stimulated  to  great  activity;  our  internal 
trade  exceeded  in  amount  and  extent  all  former  example;  and  our 
foreign  commerce  presented  sure  indications  of  being  in  a  sound 
and  healthful  state.  There  was  then  nothing  cither  in  our  inter- 
nal condition  or  external  relations  which,  did  not  presage,  to  the 
mind  of  ordinary  observers  at  least,  the  continuance  of  this  high 
state  of  prosperity;  but  it  suddenly  passed  away,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  a  period  of  groat  pecuniary  embarrassment.  It  is  not 
to  the  present  purpose  to  trace  minutely  the  operation  of  the 
causes  which  wrought  this  change;  but  all  will  concur,  I  think, 
in  ascribing  it  mainly  to  the  contest  relative  to  re-cbartering  the 
Bank  of  the  United  States. 

This  Bank,  since  its  first  establishment,  has  been  depreeated  by 
many,  as  an  institution  existing  without  constitutional  authority, 
and  by  still  more,  as  a  power  capable  of  resisting  the  public  will, 
and  of  spnrning  the  control  reserved  by  the  authority  which  crea- 
ted it — not  necessary  to  the  fiscal  operations  of  the  treasury' — ^per- 
nicious in  its  general  influence  upon  our  currency — and  dangerous, 
as  a  political  engine,  to  the  principles  of  our  government.  A  great 
majority  of  the  people,  viewing  it  with  disfavor,  had,  by  electing 
a  Chief  Magistrate  well  known  to  be  decidedly  opposed  to  a  re- 
newal of  its  charter,  indicated  their  unwillingness  to  prolong  its 
existence.  It  was  not  generally  anticipated,  though  by  many  it 
was  feared,  that  an  attempt  would  be  made  by  the  infliction  of  pub- 
lic distress,  to  reverse  this  condemnatory  sentence,  so  deliberately 
pronounced  by  the  sovereign  power  of  the  country.    Bat  it  did 
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not  comport  wifh  the  views  of  the  managers  of  the  Banlc^  nor  with 
the  designs  of  those  who  had  espoused  ks  cause,  to  submit  quietly 
to  this  decision.  The  Bank  commenced  a  rapid  curtailment  of  its 
issues,  and  withheld  from  the  public  its  usual  accommodations. 
Those  who  directed  its  operatftns,  as  well  as  those  who  acted  in 
sabserviencc  to  its  views,  loudly  proclaimed  its  ability  to  inflict  on 
the  cocintry  universal  distress,  and  announced  its  determination  to 
do  80,  if  the  government  did  not  act  in  conformity  to  its  wishes. 
It  was  represented  that  its  powers  of  annoyance  were  unexhausted, 
and  almost- inexhaustible;  that  the  country  was  only  in  the  beginning 
of  its  troubles;  and  that  a  dismal  period  was  fast  approaching  when 
oar  channels  of  internal  trade  would  be  solitudes — the  surplus  pro- 
ductions of  our  soil  would  find  no  market — ^labor  be  without  em- 
ployment—commerce destroyed— bankruptcy  become  the  inevita- 
ble lot  of  most  men  engaged  in  active  business: — when  in  short, 
all  classes  of  our  citizens  would  be  involved  in  a  common  ruin.  In 
furtherance  of  this  design  to  bring  the  government  to  the  feet  of 
this  great  monied  power,  the  banks  of  this  State  were  made  the 
special  objects  of  attack.  Their  condition  was  misrepresented; 
their  ability  derided;  and  their  solvency  questioned. 

By  these  exaggerated  representations  of  the  actual  difficulties  in 
which  we  were  involved;  by  these  bold  and  confident  predictions 
of  still  greater  embarrassments  about  to  follow;  and  by  the  as- 
saults made  upon  the  credit  and  solvency  of  our  local  banks,  a  ge- 
neral panic  was  created;  individual  credit  was  impaired,  public 
confidence  shaken,  and  the  resources  which  the  country  possessed, 
and  which  were  sufficient,  if  brought  into  use,  to  relieve  it,  were 
withheld. 

No  relief  was  to  be  expected  from  a  change  of  policy  on  the 
part  of  the  Bank,  without  a  submission  to  its  requirements; — a  sub- 
mission which  would  necessarily  concede  to  it  the  power,  not  only 
to  over-rule  the  public  will,  but  to  impose  its  commands  on  the 
govi^rtiment  by  its  ability  and  disposition  to  oppress  and  harrass 
the*  people  in  their  business  pursuits. 

The  advocates  of  this  institution  exercised  a  controlling  influ- 
ence over  one  branch  of  the  National  Legislature,  and  it  was  there- 
fore equally  vain  to  hope  for  relief  from  Congress,  without  the 
sune  degrading  submission.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  peo- 
ple of  this  Stat^  could  look  to  no  quarter  but  to  their  Sute  Go- 
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irernment,  for  tuch  relief  at  their  character  would  permit  them  to 
accept — a  relief  without  the  surrender  of  their  principles.  Acting: 
in  obedience  to  a  high  sense  of  duty  to  its  constituents,  the  last 
I^egislature  interposed  in  their  behalf  its  protecting  power,  by  au- 
thorising certain  commissioners  to  pledge  the  credit  of  the  State, 
if  the  condition  of  the  people  should  require  it,  to  the  amount  of 
six  millions  of  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  public  dis- 
tress. Provision  was  made  for  placing  the  money,  in  case  it  should 
become  necessary  to  raise  any,  where  it  would  be  most  available 
to  counteract  the  efforts  which  had  already  been  too  successful  in 
destroying  our  prosperity,  and  from  the  continuance  of  which  much 
future  injury  was  apprehended.  The  wisdom  of  this  measure  was 
rendered  most  manifest  by  the  good  effects  which  speedily  follow- 
ed its  adoption.  The  panic  began  immediately  thereafter  to  sub- 
side^ public  confidence  revived;  the  aggressive  operations  of  the 
Bank  of  the  U.  S.  and  its  partizans,  soon  became  ineffectual:  as 
the  spring  opened,  business  of  all  kinds  resumed  its  wonted  activi- 
ty; the  pecuniary  embarrassment  passed  away;  money  at  length 
became  unusually  abundant;  the  bold  and  confident  predictions  of 
general  ruin  were  falsified;  and  the  people  of  this  State  have  en- 
joyed, during  the  past  season,  a  high  degree  of  prosperity.  It  will 
not,  I  trust,  be  attributing  too  much  efficacy  to  the  Loan  Law^ 
passed  by  your  predecessors^  to  aaeribe  to  it  no  inconsiderable 
agency  in  producing  this  favorable  change  in  our  condition. 

It  is  worthy  of  particular  remark,  that  these  signal  benefits  have 
been  obtained  by  the  mere  preparation  to  meet  and  repel  the  evils 
which  the  people  then  suffered,  and  those  with  which  they  were 
menaced.  I  am  happy  to  announce  to  you,  that  the  Commission- 
ers have  not  been  under  the  necessity  of  exercising' the  powers 
confided  to  them  by  this  law.  The  credit  of  the  State  has  not 
been  pledged  for  any  amount  whatever,  nor  has  any  money  been 
borrowed  or  loaned  by  them.  The  country  has  entirely  recover- 
ed from  pecuniary  embarrassment,  and  no  unfavorable  change  in 
this  respect  can  be  anticipated  before  the  first  day  of  February, 
when  this  law  expires  by  its  own  limitation;  I  feel,  therefore,  au* 
thorized  to  give  the  most  positive  assurance  that  no  act  under  it 
will  be  done  by  the  Commissioners. 

It  is  conceded  that  this  measure  was  of  an  extraordinary  charac- 
ter, and  could  be  properly  resorted  to  only  under  a  strong  necessity 
arising  from  an  extraordinary  state  of  things.    Such  was  our  situ* 
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atioo  when  it  was  adopted.  The  well-being  of  the  whole  Statd 
waa  put  in  jeopardy  by  a  powerful  monied  institution,  acting  ap- 
parently on  the  consciousness  of  its  uncontrollable  power,  alien  to 
our  feelings  and  our  interests,  and  intent  on  accomplishing  its  self- 
ish objects  by  inflicting  injury  upon  the  public.  The  manner  of 
its  attack  and  the  means  used  to  compel  submission  to  its  demands 
were  not  to  be  regarded  otherwise  than  as  the  aggressions  of  a 
public  enemy,  and  as  such  were  to  be  repelled  by  resorting,  if  ne- 
oessary,  to  the  resources  of  the  State.  The  promptitude  and  ener- 
gy with  which  the  Legislature  prepared  to  resist  its  hostility,  ar- 
rested the  progress  of  its  measnresof  annoyance,  and  restored  pro- 
sperity to  the  State,  without  using  the  public  credit,  without  cre- 
ating any  debt,  or  imposing  any  burden  upon  the  people;  and  with- 
out encumbering  their  property  or  in  any  manner  impairing  their 
resources.  When  the  imperious  circumstances  which  called  for 
this  measure,  and  the  benefits  conferred  upon  all  classes  of  our  ci- 
tizens in  all  parts  of  the  State,  by  its  mere  adoption,  are  calmly 
and  candidly  considered,  I  am  persuaded  that  it  will  command  a 
still  more  decided  and  general  approbation  than  it  has  yet  received. 

Our  constituents  have  a  common  interest  in  the  prompt  and  ef- 
ficient administration  of  the  laws.  To  secure  to  them  the  full  be- 
nefit of  this  essential  requisite  of  a  good  government,  of  which, 
to  some  extent,  they  are  deprived  by  the  great  amount  of  business 
now  devolved  on  the  Court  of  Chancery  and  the  Supreme  Court, 
it  appears  to  me  that  some  modification  of  our  judiciary  has  be- 
come necessary.  My  views  on  this  subject  were  submitted  to  the 
last  Legislature.  I  take  the  liberty  to  refer  you  to  them,  and  to 
renew  the  recommendations  then  made,  as  well  in  relation  to  an 
amendment  of  the  system,  as  in  favor  of  the  justice  of  providing 
an  adequate  compensation  for  the  important  and  arduous  services 
performed  by  some  of  our  judicial  officers. 

In  the  whole  range  of  your  duties,  there  is  no  subject  in  which 
the  interests  of  the  people  are  more  deeply  involved,  or  which 
calls  for  higher  efforts  of  legislative  wisdom,  than  the  cause  of 
Education.  The  fund  already  provided  by  the  State  for  the  sup- 
port of  common  schools  is  large,  but  not  so  ample  as  the  exceed- 
ingly great  importance  of  the  object  demands. 

The  special  subjects  in  relation  to  common  schools,  to  which  I 
am  anxious  your  attention  should  be  particularly  directed,  are;  a 
provisioD  for  supplying  competent  teachers;  improvements  m  the 
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methods  df  instraction;  and  the  faithful  and  economical  application 
of  the  funds  to  such  objects,  and  in  such  a  manner,  as  will  insure 
the  best  results.  An  incipient  step  has  already  been  taken  in  re- 
gard  to  educating  teachers.  By  an  act  of  the  last  Legislature,  the 
surplus  income  of  the  Literature  fund,  over  twelve  thousand  dol- 
lars, is  put  at  the  disposal  of  the  Regents  of  the  University,  to  be 
by  them  distributed  to  such  academies,  subject  to  their  visitation, 
as  they  may  select;  and  to  be  devoted  exclusively  to  educating 
common  school  teachers.  The'sum  which  they  now  have,  applica- 
ble to  this  object,  is  about  ten  thousand  dollars;  and  the  condition 
of  the  Literature  fund  warrants  the  expectation  that  it  will  be  about 
three  thousand  dollars  annually  hereafter.  A  plan  will  probably 
be  adopted  at  the  approaching  session  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  for 
carrying  into  effect,  in  the  most  efficient  manner,  this  wholesome 
measure;  and  I  indulge  the  hope  that  it  will  have  an  auspicious 
influence  upon  our  system  of  common  school  education. 

Eight  hundred  and  thirty-five  towns  and  wards  (the  whole  num- 
ber in  the  State,)  have  made  reports  for  the  year  1633.  There 
were  nine  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five  school  districts; 
the  whole  number  of  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  sixteen 
years  in  the  State  was  five  hundred  and  thirty-four  thousand  and 
two,  and  the  number  instructed  in  the  common  schools  in  1888 
was  five  hundred  and  thirty-one  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty. 

The  public  money  distributed  to  the  common  schools  was  three 
hundred  and  sixteen  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  dollars 
and  ninety-three  cents.  Of  this  sum,  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars was  contributed  by  the  common  school  fund,  and  eighteen 
thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty-eight  dollars  and  fifty-six  cents 
by  local  funds  belonging  to  the  towns.  The  amount  contributed 
by  the  inhabitants  of  the  districts  was  three  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollars  and  four  cents. 
These  sums,  amounting  to  seven  hundred  and  fourteen  thousand 
two  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  and  ninety-seven  cents^  (excepting 
a  few  thousand  dollars  expended  in  the  city  of  New- York  on  school 
houses,)  have  been  paid  to  teachers  for  their  wages.  The  whole 
amount  expended  during  the  year  1883  on  the  common  schoois, 
cannot  fall  short  of  one  million  two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

The  number  of  academies  subject  to  the  visitation  of  the  Regents 
of  the  Univ6rsity^  which  made  reports  last  year,  was  stxty*seveii3' 
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and  the  number  of  students  in  them  at  the  time  their  reports  were 
made,  was  five  thousand  five  hundred  and  six. 

In  1827,  the  Literature  fund  was  greatly  augmented;  and  the 
Regents  were  thereby  enabled  to  increase  the  sum  distributed  an* 
nually  to  the  academies,  from  six  thousand  dollars  to  ten  thousand 
dollars.  The  number  of  academies  then  subject  to  the  visitation 
of  the  Regents,  which  reported,  was  thirty-three;  and  the  number 
of  students  in  them  was  two  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty. 
The  number  of  students  in  the  academies  who  had  studied  the  clas- 
sics and  higher  branches  of  English  education,  and  with  reference 
to  whom  the  distribution  of  the  Literature  fund  is  apportioned,  was 
last  year  three  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety.  In  1827,  the 
namber  of  such  students  was  only  seven  hundred  and  nine.  Thus 
it  appears  that  since  1827,  the  number  of  academies  has  doubled; 
the  number  of  students  much  more  than  doubled;  and  the  number 
of  those  who  have  pursued  the  classics  and  the  higher  branches  of 
English  studies,  has  increased  more  than  fourfold.  This  gratifying 
result  may  be  ascribed,  in  no  inconsiderable  degree,  to  the  enlarged 
and  liberal  patronage  extended  to  them  by  the  government. 

There  arc  seven  colleges  in  this  State,  including  the  University 
in  the  city  of  New-York;  two  of  which  are  exclusively  devoted  to 
medical  instruction.  According  to  the  returns  made  to  the  Regents 
of  the  University  last  year,  the  number  of  students  in  all  of  them 
i^as  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-five. 

Upon  the  whole  I  think  we  have  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the 
present  condition  of  our  higher  schools  and  seminaries.  In  regard 
to  the  common-  schools,  considering  their  great  importance  in 
a  political  and  moral  point  of  view,  the  efibrts  of  the  Legisla- 
ture should  not  be  intermitted  until  the  system  shall  be  so  irn- 
proved  as  to  secure  to  the  children  of  all  classes  and  conditions  of 
our  population  such  an  education  as  will  qualify  them  to  fulfil,  in 
a  proper  manner,  the  duties  appertaining  to  whatever  may  be 
their  respective  pursuits  an4  conditions  of  life. 

The  funds  dedicated  to  education  and  literature  are  securely  in- 
vested, productive  in  revenue,  and  effective  in  diffusing  among  the 
people  those  blessings  for  which  they  were  wisely  provided.  The 
capital  of  the  Common  School  fund  is  noMf  one  million  seven  hun- 
dred and  ninety-one  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty-one  dol- 
lars and  seventy-seven  cents,  and  the  revenue  from  it  last  year 
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was  one  hundred  and  four  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety  dol- 
lars and  seventy-five  cents,  which  somewhat  exceeds  the  sum  an- 
nually distributed  to  the  common  schools.

ThjB  capital  of  the  Literature  fund  is  two  hundred  and  sixty-two 
thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy-three  dollars  and  ten  cents,  and 
it  produced  last  year  a  revenue  of  fifteen  thousand  five  hundred 
and  ten  dollars  and  eight  cents.  Of  this  sum  twelve  thousand  dol- 
lars is  to  be  distributed  by  the  Regents  of  the  University  to  the 
academies  subject  to  their  visitation,  and  appropriated  exclusively 
to  paying  the  salaries  of  tutors.  The  remainder  is  put  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Regents,  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  teachers  of 
common  schools. 

The  income  from  all  the  canals  and  the  Canal  Fond  for  the  last 
fiscal  year,  was  one  million  eight  hundred  and  thirteen  thousand 
four  hundred  and  eighteen  dollars  and  seventy-three  cents.  The 
whole  canal  debt  on  the  80th  of  September  last,  was  seven  millions 
and  thirty-four  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety-nine  dollars  and 
sixty-eight  cents^  of  which  four  millions  nine  hundred  and  thirty 
four  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty-two  dollars  and  sixty-eight 
cents  is  the  unpaid  balance  of  the  debt  created  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Erie  and  Champlain  canals.  For  the  payment  of  this 
balance,  funds  had  accumulated  on  the  80th  September  last  to  the 
amount  of  three  millions  and  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  se- 
venty-six dollars  and  thirty  cents. 

The  Erie  and  Champlain  canal  fund  has  yielded  a  revenue  dur. 
ing  the  last  fiscal  year,  beyond  all  the  charges  upon  it,  of  one  mil- 
lion and  thirty-five  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-four  dollars  and 
ninety-two  cents:  the  tolls  alone  exceeded  these  charges  five  hun- 
dred and  eighty-seven  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  and 
sixty-one  cents. 

The  Bank  fund  is  two  hundred  and  eighty-nine  thousand  and 
forty-six  dollars  and  forty-three  cents.  It  has  increased  dur- 
ing the  last  year  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The 
extent  to  which  the  banks  are  required  to  contribute  to  this  fund 
is  half  of  one  per  cent  on  their  respective  capitals  for  six  years 
only,  unless  some  of  it  should  be  needed  for  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  created-«*an  event  scarcely  to  be  apprehended  con- 
sidering the  present  stability  of  these  institutions,  and  the  almost 
certain  assurance  the  public  has  for  their  prudent  management,  by 
reason  of  the  wise  supervision  to  which  they  are  subjected. 
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The  General  Fund  is  now  reduced  to  one  liundred  and  ninety 
thousa&d  £ve  hundred  and  ninety^ix  dollars  and  sixty-two  cents. 
It  was  not,  I  believe,  originally  intended  that  the  capital  of  this 
fund  should  be  used  to  ibrnish  the  means  <^  supporting  the  govern- 
ment The  inoome  from  it  was  never  adequate  to  that  object, 
though  it  might  have  been  so,  but  far  the  encroachments  made 
upon  it  to  establish  useful  Institutions,  and  to  promote  the  improve^ 
ment  of  the  State.  More  than  seven  millions  of  dollars  of  its  ca- 
pital, and  of  income  from  sources  which  belonged  to  it,  have  been 
taken  for  the  Canal  Fund,  and  the  Literature  and  Commoa  School 
Funds. 

From  the  ori^n  of  our  government  down  to  a  late  period,  taxes 
were  imposed  whenever  the  condition  of  the  treasury  required  it, 
to  raise  the  means  of  defraying  our  ordinary  expenses.  Taxation 
was  discontinued  in  1826,  not  because  the  income  of  the  General 
Fund  (the  capital  of  which  was  then  only  two  millions  thirty-seven 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty-six  dollars  and  thirty-five  cents) 
was  supposed  to  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  charges  on  the  treasury; 
but  with  the  delberate  intention  of  relieving  the  people  from  fiirther 
burdens,  until  the  capital  of  that  fund  should  be  exhausted.  The 
policy  of  this  course  was  questionable,  and  was  decidedly  opposed 
by  the  officer  who  then  had  the  charge  of  the  finances  of  the  State. 
What  was  then  foreseen  by  all  as  inevitable — the  exhaustion  of 
this  fund — ^has  happened;  but  not  so  soon  as  was  anticipated. 
Without  being  aided  by  the  avails  of  any  general  tax  upon  the  pro- 
perty of  our  citizens,  it  has,  for  the  last  eight  years,  supplied  the 
principal  means  not  only  of  supporting  the  government,  but  of  pay- 
ing the  numerous  and  liberal  appropriations  made  within  that  pe- 
riod for  other  objects.  These  appropriations  have  absorbed  a  large 
proportion  of  it.  Since  the  discontinuance  of  the  general  tax,  more 
than  five  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  dollars  have  been  paid  for 
deficiencies  in  the  revenues  of  lateral  canals;  for  Indian  annuities; 
for  draining  the  Cayuga  marshes,  and  for  the  support  of  the  deaf 
and  dumb;  and  three  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  and  three  dol- 
lars and  seventy-four  cents,  for  the  State  prisons,  which  have  now 
ceased  to  be  a  charge  upon  the  treasury.  The  sums  for  these  five 
objects  alone,  together  with  two  hundred  and  eighty-three  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  sixteen  dollars  and  sixteen  cents  of  the  capi- 
tal of  the  General  Fund,  transferred  to  the  Literature  and  Com- 
mon School  Funds  in  1827,  amount  to  nearly  three-fifths  as  much 
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ail  the  entire  General  Fund  at  the  time  the  State  tax  was  digcon-^ 
linuedr 

In  thif  way  the  treasury  has  at  length  become  ezhactsted,  and 
the  public  exigencies  will  admit  of  no  longer  delay  in  providing' 
funds  to  defray  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  gorernment,  and  i<r 
s'atisfy  appropriations  already  made,  and  such  as  may  be  nmde 
hereafter. 

I  do  not  indulge  the  eapectatioD  that  so  unwise  a  course  will  be 
taken  as  to  supply  the  means  required  for  these  purposes,  by  loans^ 
without  creating  some  special  fund  to  pay  the  debt  that  will  be 
thus  contracted.  Such  a  fund  can  only  be  raised  by  taxation^  or 
by  providing  at  this  time  for  the  restoration  (when  the  existing 
pledge  will  permit  it  to  be  done)  of  the  whole  or  some  part  of  the 
monies  which  have  been  diverted  from  the  General  Fund  to  con- 
stitute the  Canal  Fund* 

These  sources  have  contributed  to  the  Canal  Fund,  five  million* 
of  dollars;  and  you  ought  now  to  settle  the  question,  whether  any 
and  what  part  shall  be  returned  to  the  treasury.  If  it  shall  be  de- 
termined that  .none  of  it  shall  be  refunded,  then,  in  my  ophfiion,  the 
levying  of  a  general  tax  is  inevitable,  and  should  not  be  delayed. 

Proceedings  were  commenced  by  the  last  Legislature,  to* release 
the  auction  and  salt  duties  from  the  constitutional  pledge  by  which 
they  are  appropriated  to  the  Canal  Fund,  and  to  restore  them  to  the 
General  Fund.  As  this  can  be  efiected  only  by  an  amendment  of 
the  Constitution,  your  concurrence,  as  well  as  that  of  a  majority 
of  the  electors,  in  the  measure,  will  be  necessary  to  carry  it  into 
efiect.  If  it  should  be  adopted,  and  the  revenue  from  these  sources 
be  as  abundant  as  it  has  been  hitherto,  it  will  be  nearly  or  quite 
sufficient  to  defray  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  government:  But 
two  years  or  more  must  elapse  before  it  can  be  made  available  as 
the  means  of  replenishing  the  treasury. 

The  operations  of  the  canals  for  the  last  year  present  most  gra- 
tifying results:  The  business  done  on  them  has  exceeded  in  amount 
that  of  any  previous  season.  Notwithstanding  the  rate  of  tolls 
was  reduced  in  January  last,  twenty-five  percent  on  merchandize; 
ten  per  cent  on  wheat,  flour,  beef,  pork,  butter  and  cheese,  and 
considerably  on  many  other  articles,  the  income  of  the  Erie  and 
Champlain  canals,  from  this  source  alone,  during  the  last  fiscal 
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year  which  ended  cm  the  thirtieth  September,  was  one  nullion. 
three  kundred  and  thirteen  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty-five 
dollars  and  eighty-four  cents.  The  tolls  of  the  last  fiscal  year 
are  only  dereii  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty^five  dollars  and 
seventy-nine  cents  less  than  those  of  the  previous  year;  the  busi* 
■ess  on  the  Erie  and  Champlain  canals  has,  therefore,  increased 
Aeariy  in  the  ratio  of  the  reduction  of  the  tolls. 

Provision  was  made  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  for 
doubling  the  locks  on  the  Erie  canal,  between  Albany  and  Syra- 
cuse. I  regret  that  this  measure  was  not  accompanied  with  ano- 
ther, almost  equally  necessary,  providing  for  the  enlargement  of 
the  capacity  of  the  canal:  For  I  deem  it  important  that  the  new 
locks  should  be  made  with  reference  to  this  latter  improvement 
As  the  Commissioners  have  not  yet  begun  to  construct  them,  it  is 
worthy  of  your  consideration  whether  you  should  not  now  author- 
ize this  enlargement,  and  direct  the  new  locks  to  be  made  in  con- 
formity thereto. 

On  each  of  the  other  canals,  the  tolls  of  the  last  year,  although 
the  rates  were  reduced  as  above  stated,  have  exceeded  those  of  the 
preceding  year;  and  the  business  on  them  has  therefore  considera- 
bly increased.  Afthough  the  tolls  collected  on  these  minor  canals 
have  increased,  they  have  been  insufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on 
the  debt  created  for  their  construction,  and  to  defray  the  expenses 
for  repairs.  An  advance  from  the  treasury,  for  the  year  ending 
thirtieth  September,  has  been  required,  of  twelve  thousand  six 
hundred  and  forty-nine  dollars  and  eighty-three  cents,  for  the  Os- 
wego canal;  three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-one  dollars 
and  seventy-six  cents,  for  the  Cayuga  and  Seneca  canal;  forty 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars  and  fifty-five 
cents,  for  the  Chemung  canal;  and  twelve  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-nine  dollars  and  eighty-two  cents,  for  the  Crooked 
take  canal.  It  is  proper  to  observe  that  these  canah  receive  no 
credit  on  account  of  the  increase  of  business  on  the  Erie  canal,  to 
which  they  in  some  measure  contribute. 

The  whole  of  the  Chenango  canal,  together  with  all  the  works 
connected  with  it,  except  two  reservoirs,  (which  may  not  be  ne- 
cessary,) is  under  contract,  and  is  to  be  completed  before  the  first 
of  November,  1836.  The  circumstances  of  the  times  have  been 
▼ery  favorable  in  regard  to  the  expense  of  this  work,  and  it  is  be- 
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Heved  it  wiU  be  completed  for  a  sum  not  much  exceeding  one  mil- 
Son  seven  hundred  thousimd  dollars. 

Your  deKberationv  on  the  subject  of  internal  iinproyements  wilE 
be  regarded  by  the  whole  Sti^te  with  interest,  and  by  many  sec-^ 
lions  of  it  with  intense  anxiety.  It  is  important  to  the  general 
welfare,  that  our  system  should  be  carried  oa  progressively  in  the 
manner  best  calculated  to  diffuse  its  benefits  as  generally  and  equal* 
ly  as  practicable.  With  a  view  to  obtain  the  best  results  in  this 
respect,  your  particular  attention  should  be  turned  towards  set- 
tling a  system  of  finance  in  relation  to  this  branch  of  public  ex- 
penditure. Our  awn  experience  on  the  subject  of  internal  im- 
provements,^ as  well  as  that  of  other  States,  forbids  the  hope  that 
any  public  works  hereafter  to  be  constructed  by  the  State,  will 
yield  an  income,  for  a  considerable  time  after  they  are  completed^ 
i^uflicient  to  keep  them  in  repair  and  pay  the  interest  on  the  debt 
created  for  their  construction.  The  suggestion  now  made  in  rela- 
tion to  a  system  of  finance  is  not  new,  Bvery  State  which  has 
embarked  in  undertakings  involving  large  expenditures  has,  at  the 
same  time  it  authorized  them,  provided  the  means  for  paying 
the  interest  on  the  public  debt  to  be  thereby'  created.  Our  trea- 
sury was  deprived  of  the  revenue  from  some  of  its  most  prolific 
sources,  for  the  purpose  of  constituting  the  Canal  Fund,  by  the 
very  act  which  provided  for  the  construction  of  our  first  pub- 
lic worksr  The  States  of  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  laid  a  genera) 
tax  on  the  people  for  the  same  purpose,  when  they  commenced 
their  system  of  internal  improvements.  Such  a  measure  was  con- 
sidered necessary,  by  us  and  by  them,  to  sustain  the  public  credit ; 
and  public  credit  was  rightfully  regarded  as  necessary  to  insure 
success  to  these  undertakings*  We  have  omitted  this  important 
part  of  the  system  in  regard  to  our  lateral  canals,  and  the  conse** 
quence  has  been,  that  the  fund  for  the  general  support  of  the  go- 
vernment, has  had  to  sustain  them  for  the  last  five  years,  and  has 
advanced  for  that  purpose,  two  hundred  and  forty-nine  thousand* 
six  hundred  and  forty-six  dollars  and  twenty-nine  cents;  of  which 
the  sum  of  ninety-three  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one 
dollars  and  sixteen  cents  was  paid  during  the  last  year. 

The  burden  of  supplying  the  deficiency  in  the  revenues  of  these 
canals,  which  is  estimated  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Canal 
Fund  al  sixty  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  and  fifty^three 
cents  for  this  year,  (and  it  will  not  probably  be  much  less  for  se- 
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veral  years  to  come,)  still  rests  upon  the  treasury;  and  the  trea- 
sury will  not  have  the  means,  unless  you  provide  them,  to  discharge 
it,  or  even  to  pay  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  government  with- 
out resorting  to  loans.     The  effect  of  a  departure,  in  this  particu- 
1^^  from  our  original  system  in  regard  to  internal  improvements^ 
shows  the  wisdom  of  that  system,  and  admonishes  us  of  the  neces- 
^^ty  of  returning  to  it.     No  government  that  had  a  proper  regard 
'Or  its  public  credit  or  its  permanent  prosperity,  ever  contracted  a 
public  debt  without  providing  a  revenue  for  the  payment  of  the 
interest  at  least,  if  not  for  its  final  extinguishment;  and  none  that 
'^^glects  to   make   such  a  provision,  but  supplies   its  necessities, 
^^Je^her  ordinary  or  extraordinary,  by  loans,  and  provides  for  the 
interest  on  them  by  new  loans,  can  long  prosecute  successfully 
Public  enterprizes  requiring  large  expenditures.     I  therefore  deem 
'  ^^sential  to  the  success  of  the  system  of  internal  improvements, 
"^t  you  should  in  some  way  provide  adequate  means  for  paying 
®  interest  on  the  public  debt  that  must  be  incurred  by  its  further 
Prosecution. 

i>efox.e  you  authorize  the  construction  of  any  public  work,  it 
will     l>^  proper  for  you  to  compare  the  expenditure  it  will  require 
witl^   tHe  benefits  it  will  confer.     In  relation  to  the  former  it  should 
b®  ^^^^'ne  in  mind  that  every  public  work  which  we  have  executed 
b^  ^ost  nearly  double,  and  in  some  instances  more  than  double, 
t\i6  Estimate  at  the  time  it  was  authorized.     In  relation  to  the  bene- 
fits* your  views  should  be  liberal  and  extended.     They  should  not 
V6  ^^nfined  to  the  state  of  things  that  will  exist  immediately  on 
iVvC  Completion  of  the  work,  but  should  have  regard  to  the  pro- 
gressive advancement  of  the  region  of  the  State  to  be  laid  open 
^y  ^^  to  the  probable  development  of  new  resources;  to  the  ex- 
tension and  increase  of  internal  trade;  and  even  to  the  local  ad- 
vantages it  will  confer.     Having  in  my  first  message  stated  my 
views  of  what  should  be  the  character,  productiveness  and  other 
attendant  advantages  of  any  proposed  work  which  it  would  be 
proper,  in  my  opinion,  for  the  State  to  execute,  I  take  the  liberty 
of  referring  you  to  them,  as  substantially  those  I  now  entertain  on 
the  same  subject. 

The  projects  for  improvements  of  considerable  magnitude,  which 
will  probably  be  presented  to  your  consideration  at  the  present 
session,  are;  a  rail-road  from  the  city  of  New- York  to  Lake  Erie, 
through  the  southern  tier  of  counties;   the  Black  River  canal; 
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the  Rochester  and  Olean  canal;  a  Ship  canal  from  the  Hudson 
river  to  Lake  Ontario;  and  another  around  the  Niagara  Falls, 
The  line  of  the  proposed  rail-road  passes  through  an  interesting 
and  rapidly  improving  section  of  the  State,  and  in  addition  to  the 
common  advantages  of  such  a  work,  one  of  a  more  general  charac- 
ter and  affecting  more  immediately  the  commercial  interests  of  the 
State,  is  urged  in  its  favor.  It  is  anticipated  that  by  this  improve- 
ment an  intercourse,  for  commercial  pu«'poses,  with  the  extensive 
and  flourishing  regions  of  the  West,  would  be  opened  earlier  in  the 
spring,  and  continued  later  in  the  autumn,  than  it  now  is  or  can 
be  by  the  Erie  canaL 

A  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  directed  the 
Executive  to  appoint  a  competent  and  experienced  engineer  to  sur- 
vey a  route  for  this  rail-road.  Such  an  appointment  was  made, 
and  the  survey  has  been  executed.  I  am  informed  by  Mr.  Benja- 
min Wright,  the  engineer  selected  for  this  purpose,  that  the  map 
and  profile  required  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
'State,  will  be  completed  about  the  fifteenth  instant.  These, 
when  executed  in  the  manner  required  by  law,  will  assist  you  in 
coming  to  a  correct  conclusion  on  the  subject  of  this  improve- 
ment. 

In  relation  to  two  of  the  projects  I  have  mentioned — the  Black 
River  canal  and  the  Rochester  and  Olean  canal — I  will  only  ob- 
serve, that  they  are  improvements  in  which*a  large  and  enterprising 
portion  of  our  constituents  feel  a  deep  interest,  and  which  they 
believe  to  be  of  great  public  importance.  The  Legislature  at  the 
last  session  directed  surveys  of  the  routes  for  them  to  be  made, 
and  reports  to  be  laid  before  you.  When  they  are  received,  you 
will  possess  autheniic  information  to  guide  your  action  in  relation 
to  these  improvements. 

The  Government  of  the  Canadas  is  making  vigorous  efforts  to 
render  safe  and  easy  the  navigation  of  the  St  Lawrence,  with  a 
view  to  direct  the  business  on  Lake  Ontario  and  the  region  above 
and  around  it,  to  Montreal  and  Quebec.  One  of  the  principal  ob- 
jects of  the  proposed  ship  canal,  is  to  countervail  these  efforts,  and 
draw  this  business  to  the  city  of  New- York.  The  enlargement  of 
the  Erie  canal,  will,  to  some  extent,  contribute  to  this  object.  It 
will  be  for  you  to  determine,  whether  the  additional  advantages  of 
a  ship  navigation  are  of  sufficient  importance  to  call  for  the  con- 
struction of  saeh  a  work. 
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The  attention  of  t&e  last  Legislature  was  directed  to  the  impor- 
tance of  removing  the  obstructions  to  the  navigation  of  the  Hudson 
river;  but  as  this  work  has  been  since  undertaken  by  the  General 
Government,  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  you  to  act  on  this  subject* 

Other  prqjects  of  internal  improvement  than  those  I  have  men- 
tionedy  have  occupied  the  attention  of  the  people  in  different  sec- 
tions of  the  State*  Should  any  of  them  be  presented  to  the  Legis- 
lature, I  ti*ust  they  will  receive  the  consideration  which  they 
merit. 

As  contributing  in  some  measure  to  the  same  ends  for  which 
works  of  public  improvement  are  undertaken,  I  would  bring  to 
your  notice  the  subject  of  common  highways:  I  refer  you  to  the 
suggestions  in  my  message  of  last  year  on  this  subject,  and  desire 
that  it  may  receive  your  favorable  consideration. 

Our  penitentiaries  have  been  properly  regarded  as  objects  of 
great  public  concemi  and  have  occupied  for  several  years  th^ 
anxious  attention  of  the  Legislature.  Its  views  have  been  direct- 
ed to  them  as  the  means  of  diminishing  crimes,  reforming  oflfenders, 
and  relieving  the  State  from  the  burden  of  supporting  convicts. 
Our  first  efforts  on  this  subject  were  experiments,  made  without 
the  light  of  much  experience;  and  the  results  were  quite  as  favor- 
able as  could  have  been  reasonably  anticipated.  Though  our  sys- 
tem has  been  progressively  improved,  it  has  not  yet  been  brought 
to  that  degree  of  perfection  of  which  it  is  susceptible.  The  facts 
disclosed  by  the  officers  who  have  had  the  immediate  supervision 
of  our  prisons,  and  by  the  reports  of  the  several  committees  ap- 
pointed by  the  Legislature  to  examine  them,  will  direct  your  at- 
tention to  existing  defects,  and  aid  you  in  applying  proper  reme- 
dies, and  adopting  such  further  improvements  as  have  been  sug- 
gested by  our  own  experience  or  by  that  of  other  States. 

One  of  the  desirable  objects,  which  we  have  aimed  at,  has  been 
to  make  the  avails  of  the  labor  of  convicts  defray  all  the  expenses 
of  these  establishments.  In  order  to  produce  such  a  result,  various 
kinds  of  mechanical  business  have  been  introduced  into  them. 
The  earnings  of  the  eonvicts  during  the  two  last  years  have  been 
more  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  prisons, 
and  to  furnish  the  means  of  enlarging  them  and  adding  to  their  ac- 
commodations; and  if  a  regard  to  the  interests  of  a  numerous 
portion  of  our  fellow  citizens  should  not  require  a  diffiirent  direc- 
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tlon  to  be  given  to  this  labor,  the  prisons  would  cease  to  be  a 
charge  upon  the  treasury,  and  probably  become  a  source  of  reve- 
nue to  the  State:  but  it  never  can  comport  vrith  just  and  fair  legis- 
lation to  produce  such  a  result  by  directing  this  labor  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  cause  it  to  operate  oppressively  upon  any  particular 
branches  of  industry.  It  is  an  essential  principle  of  our  govern- 
ment, that  burdens  and  benefits  are  to  be  shared  equally  by  all; 
and  I  do  not  doubt  that  you  will  consider  it  your  solemn  duty  as 
legislators,  to  give  practical  effect  to  this  principle.  The  mecha* 
nics  in  almost  every  section  of  the  State  have  considered  their  in- 
terests injuriously  affected  by  the  manner  in  which  the  labor  per- 
formed in  the  prisons  is  brought  into  competition  with  theirs,  and 
they  appealed  to  the  last  Legislature  for  relief.  The  complaint  of 
so  large  and  respectable  a  portion  of  our  citizens  commanded 
its  prompt  attention,  and  it  directed  commisioners  to  be  ap- 
pointed to  examine  into  the  government,  economy  and  discipline 
of  the  prisons,  and  particularly  into  all  the  matters  which  consti- 
tuted the  grounds  of  this  complaint.  The  report  of  these  com* 
missioners,  which,  I  presume,  will  be  made  at  an  early  day  in  this 
session,  will  bring  the  whole  subject  in  all  its  relations  and  bear- 
ings before  you,  accompanied  with  such  suggestions  and  authentic 
information  as  will  enable  you  to  appreciate  the  extent  of  the 
evils  complained  of,  and  to  apply  to  them  an  efiectual  remedy. 
Our  fellow  citizens  engaged  in  mechanical  pursuits  confidently  re- 
ly upon  the  Legislature  to  remove  any  partial  burden  resulting  in- 
cidentally from  the  present  mode  of  employing  convicts,  and  I 
trust  you  will  readily  grant  them  such  protection  in  this  respect 
as  they  may  properly  claim  from  a  governroent  founded  on  the 
principle  of  equal  rights  and  common  privileges.  No  considera- 
tions connected  merely  with  the  income  of  the  prisons  should  be 
permitted  to  interpose  any  obstacle  to  removing  all  just  grounds 
of  complaint*  This  object,  I  am  persuaded,  may  be  attained 
without  abandoning  the  present  system  of  discipline,  or  defeating 
the  main  ends  for  which  our  penitentiaries  were  established. 

Another  effect  resulting  from  the  introduction  of  numerous  me- 
chanical branches  of  business  into  our  State  prisons  is  also  a  subject 
of  grievance  to  the  mechanics,  and  is  worthy  of  your  considerate 
attention.  The  necessary  consequence  of  instructing  convicts  in 
mechanical  trades  is  to  'bring  them,  when  discharged,  into  more 
frequent  association  with  mechanics  than  with  any  other  class  of 
citizens.    Those  employed  in  such  pursuits  are,  in  this  manner, 
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more  exposed  than  others  to  the  demoralizing  effects  of  this  vi- 
cious companionship.  While  those  who  have  been  subjected  to 
the  discipline  of  our  penitentiaries  should  be  strengthened  in  their 
resolutions  to  reform  theiV  conduct,  and  all  the  avenues  should  be 
opened  to  facilitate  their  return  to  a  correct  course  of  life,  and  to 
encourage  them  to  becoroo  useful  members  of  society,  great  care 
should  be  taken  to  do  this  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  impair  the 
moral  condition  of  any  deseription  of  citizens,  or  even  to  expose 
tliem,  eitlier  in  their  own  or  the  public  estimation,  to  any  dimi- 
Dution  of  the  respect  and  consideration  .due  alike  to  all- 

The  number  of  prisoners  in  the  Auburn  prison  on  the  twenty- 
iburth  day  of  December  was  six  hundred  and  fifty,  and  in  the 
Mount-Pleasant  prison,  on  the  first  day  of  that  month,  eight  hun- 
dred and  twenty-eight 

The  number  received  into  the  two  prisons  during  the  last  year, 
is  about  the  same  as  that  of  the  preceding  year:  being  in  the  Au- 
burn prison  five  less,  and  in  that  at  Mount-Pleasant,  nine  more. 
The  number  remaining  in  the  Mount-Pleasant  prison  on  the  first 
of  December  last  was  one  less  than  it  was  af  that  time  in  the  year 
1833,  and  in  the  Auburn  prison  thirty-seven  less  than  in  1883. 

The  earnings  and  profits  of  the  Auburn  prison  from  all  sources 
during  the  year  ending  thirtieth  of  September  last  were  forty-se* 
▼en  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars  and  twenty- 
seven  cents;  and  the  expenses  for  general  support  and  ordinary 
repairs  were  forty-two  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
dollars  and  ninety-four  cents.  The  income  of  the  Mount-Pleasant 
prison  for  the  same  period  was  seventy-six  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  ninety  dollars  and  eighty-four  cents.  The  expenditure  for 
the  general  support  during  that  time  was  fifty-five  thousand  five 
hundred  and  ninety-three  dollars  and  eighty-five  cents;  nine  thou* 
sand  three  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  and  four  cents  of  the  balance 
was  paid  to  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  New- York,  .to  satisfy  a 
demand  due  to  it  for  supporting  the  female  convicts.  There  lias 
been  expended  at  the  Auburn  prison  eight  thousand  three  hundred 
and  eighteen  dollars  and  seventy-two  cents,  for  additions  and  im- 
provements, and  at  the  Mount-Pleasant  prison  for  improvements, 
two  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars  and  thirty-four 
cents. 
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The  ^acome  of  the  two  prisons  over  their  ordinary  expensesy. 
exclusive  of  the  support  of  the  female  convicts,  was  twepty-sis 
thousand  eight  hondred  and  ninefjr-one  doHars  and  fifcy-two  eentsr, 
for  the  last  fiscal  year;  and  over  all  expenses,  ordinary  and  ex* 
traordrnary,  six  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixteen  dollars  and 
forty-one  centSr 

In  my  annual  message  of  hst  year  several  subjects,  fn  my  jndg* 
menty  worthy  of  the  attchtron  of  the  Legislature'  were  lh6n  pre- 
sented for  eonsideratibri,  accompanied ' vHth  snc&  remarks  as  were 
deemed  appropriater  I  sha))' merely  allude  to  them  again,,  without 
however,  detaining  you  by  repeating  "wha^  was  then  said,  or  en- 
larging upon  the  reasons  which  induced  roe  to  commen4  them  ta 
the  favor  of  the  Legislature.     These  subjects  were; 

The  erection  of  a  separate  prison  for  female  convicts; 

The  exceptionabfc  condition  of  most  of  the  county  ptiFs,  as  pla- 
ces of  punishment  for  persons  convicted  of  minor  oflfences; 

The  improvements  recjuired  in  the  police  of  most  of  the  county 
poor-houses; 

The  claims  of  tho  blind  for  assistance  in  obtaining  the  means  of 
instruction;  and. 

The  establishment  of  an  asylum  for  the  insane  poor.  The 
founding  of  such  an  asylum  was  then,  and  still  is  regarded  by  me 
as  an  object  deeply  interesting  to  humanity;  and  it  was  urged 
upon  the  last  Legislature,  not  merely  for  the  purpose  of  furnish- 
ing this  class  of  forlorn  fellow-beings  with  a  comfortable  subsis- 
tence, (for  this  is  now  done  in  an  imperfect  manner  by  the  general 
provision  for  the  support  of  paupers,)  but  as  the  necessary,  and 
to  many  of  them,  the  only  means  of  restoring  them  to  mental 
soundness.  Their  claim  to  legislative  aid  is  certainly  not  impair- 
ed by  delay;  anci  I  sincerely  hope  it  will  recefve  your  favorable 
consideration. 

Recent  events,  and  particularly  the  discussions  relative  to  the 
renewal  of  the  charter  of  the  Bank  of  the 'United  States,  have 
turned  the  thoughts  of  the  people  towards  the  character  of  our  cir- 
culating medium,  and  the  tendency  of  banking  institutions  and  other 
corporations.  Public  opinion  has  every  where  accorded  a  full 
measure  of  approbation  to  the  general  views  of  the  national  ex- 
ecutive on  the  subject  of  a  metallic  currency;  and  the  people  of 
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this  State  now  call  m  no^equivocai  voice  upon  their  Legislature 
to  aid  in  accomplishing  this  ol^ect,  by  withdrawing  from  circula* 
tion  a  portion  of  the  notes  of  our  banks,  with  a  view  to  facilitate 
the  introduction  and  ciroulaiion  of  gold  and  silver  coin«  For  this 
purpose  it  IS  recommended  that  provision  should  be  made  for  pro* 
fiibitinc:  the  issue  and  circulation  of  all  bank  notes  under  the  de* 
tiomination  of  five  dollars.  The  beiiei^ts  of  «ttch  a  nieasure  would 
be  manifold;  it  would  give  the  public  a  better  curreocy,  composed 
ill  part  ef  the  precious  metals^  it  would  jrelieve,  partially  at  least, 
the  laboring  classe?  from  the  Josses  and  incenvenieiice  to  whick 
they  are  exposed  from  uncurrei^  and  spurious  bills;  it  wouldy  ia 
«oaic  measure,  prevent  the  rulqous  consequences  not  only  to  indi* 
▼iduala^  but  to  the  public,  resulting  from  the  sudden  expaosiens  and 
contractions  to  which  a  paper  currency  is  constantly  liaUe;  and 
it  would  give  greater  stabili^  to  the  buawess  transactions  of  the 
country.  Attempts  havie  heretofore  been  made  to  adopt  this  mea^ 
sure,  but  were  proba,bIy  defeated  by  the  apprehension  that  the 
«matl  bills  issued  by  the  banks  of  adjoining  Slates,  although  their 
circttlatioii  in  this  State  was  prohibited  by  Jaw,  would  be  substitu- 
ted  for  those  ef  ^ur  own  institutions,  and  that  the  evil  would  be 
thereby  coiitinued,  while  the  advantage  of  the  circqlution  wpuld  be 
transferred  from  our  own  banks  to  those  of  other  States*  To  re- 
vnove  this  objection,  and  to  render  the  measure  efieetive,  the  £x* 
eeutive  was  directed  by  a  re^plutien  of  the  last  Legislature,  to  open 
M  correspoBdeiMe  with,  the  Qoveroovs  of  the  adjoining  States,  with 
a  ^iew  of  obtaining  the  adoption  cf  a  timtUr  tMasure  in  each 
of  them.  This  duty  h%%  been  performedi  and  there  ie  roMon  to 
believe  that  the  aubject  is  viewed  by  the  peopie  of  those  States,  as 
i^  is  here,  in  a  favorable  ligtit,  and  that  they  will  co-operate  vdth 
us  in  this  movement  for  remedying  the  evils  of  a  paper  circulating 
u^edtom,  and  procuring  a  sound' currency! 

Though  I  do  not  anficiptte  any  serious  objection  to  the  measure 
of  suppressing  the  circolation  of  small  bills,  there  may  be  some  di- 
yersiqr  of  opinion  Us  to  the  time  and  manoer  of  .efibeting.it.  In 
determining  upon  tkese^  particular  regard  iffioiild  be  paid  to  the 
state  of  things  as  it  now  is,  and  is  likely  to  be  for  some  time  to 
come.  Within  a  short  period,  the  concerns  of  an  enormous  ihoni* 
ed  institution,  te  which  the  people  of  this  State  t>we  several  mit- 
Kons  of  dollars,  wili  probably  be  closed,  and  it  would  not  be  pru« 
dent  to  assume  that  this  will  be  done  with  any  special  regard  to 
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public  convenience.  A  considerable  portion  of  this  debt,  and  of  the 
business  which  has  been  done  by  this  institution^  will  be  necessarily 
and  gradually  transferred  to  the  local  banks.  Such  a  transfer,  un- 
der  the  most  favorable  circumstances,  would  cause  some  incoii' 
venicnce,  and  it  might  become  very  serious,  if  the  ability  of  these 
banks  should  be  greatly  impaired,  or  our  present  extended  system 
of  credit  rudely  shaken  by  any  ill-timed  measures  in  regard  to 
them* 

By  a  resolution  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  each 
bank  in  this  State  is  required  to  report  to  you  this  day,  the  amount 
of  the  several  denominations  of  bills  under  that  of  five  dollani, 
which  it  had  put  in  circulation,  as  money,  and  which  were  out« 
standing  on  the  first  day  of  December  last.  These  are  the  bills 
which  are  proposed  to  be  withdrawn;  and  the  amount  of  them  bow 
in  circulation  is  estimated  at  about  four  millions  of  dollars.  The 
object  in  withdrawing  them,  is  not  to  diminish  the  amount  of  the 
circulating  medium,  for  that  would  operate  injuriously,  by  reducing 
the  wages  of  labor  and  the  price  of  property,  but  to  introduce  in* 
stead  of  this  paper  money,  a  like  amount  of  gold  and  silver  coio. 
There  should  be  no  hesitation  in  providing  at  the  present  session 
of  the  Legislature,  not  only  against  the  further  issues  of  each  de- 
nomination of  these  small  bills,  but  also  for  the  withdrawal  of 
tho^e  now  m  circulation,  at  a  proper  time.  The  withdrawal 
should  be  made  at  a  successive  period  for  each  denomination, 
with  the  view  to  secure  ati  effectual  substitution  of  the  coins  for 
the  paper  money  withdrawn,  and  to  prevent  a  sudden  and  injuri* 
eos  contraction  of  the  circulating  medium. 

In  relation  to  fixing  these  periods,  it  ahould  be  borne  in  mind  that 
we  have  now  an  unusual  quantity  of  the  precious  metals.  This  cir* 
cumstance  will  facilitate  the  operation  of  substituting  coin  for  the 
paper  to  be  called  in,  and  allow  it  to  be  conveniently  done  at  an 
earlier  period  than  that  which  could  be  prudently  selected  for  exe- 
cuting  this  measure  if  thisrc  was  a  scarcity,  or  no  more  than  the 
oitlinary  quantity  of  specie  in  the  country.  It  is  also  proper  that 
you  should  consider  the  inconvenience  which  might  result  from  a 
too  sudden  withdrawal  of  the  small  bills  frpm  circulation,  in  oonoeo* 
tion  with  the  unfavorable  effects  which  the  continuance  of  their 
circulation  has  upon  our  currency  and  business,  and  the  advantages 
which  their  withdrawal  will  secure  to  the  public  at  lai^.    To  en- 
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sore  success  to  the  mensure  proposed,  it  will  be  indispensably  ne* 
cessary  to  make  effectual  provision  for  preventing  the  circulation, 
in  this  State, '  of  the  small  bills  issued  by  the  banks  of  other 
States. 

I  conceive  it  to  be  my  duty  to  repeat  the  recommendation  which 
was  made  to  your  predecessors  in  relation  to  reducing  the  amount 
of  circulation  now  allowed  to  the  banks.  It  should  not,  in  my 
judgment,  be  permitted,  in  any  case,  to  exceed  the  amount  of  their 
respective  capitals,  nor  should  their  credits  be  allowed  to  exceed 
twice  that  amount. 

Charters  of  banks  are  applied  for,  and  granted  ^i^n  the  alledg^ 
ed  ground  that  they  are  required  for  the  public  good;  but  it  is  the 
nature  of  such  institutions  to  be  less  regardful  of  this  considera* 
tion  than  of  their  own  pecuniary  interests:  tHeir  conduct  is  there* 
fore  very  properly  an  object  of  constant  scrutiny.  Any  contri- 
vances which  they  may  resort  to,  with  a  design  to  enhance  jtheir 
profits,  should  be  promptly  suppressed.  I  have  reason  to  believe 
that  in  this  respect,  the  public  have  had  just  grounds  of  complaint 
against  some  of  our  banks. 

Instead  of  discounting  notes  according  to  the  iisual  course  of 
business,  they  have  required  drafts  of  their  customers  payable  at 
some  distant  place,  knowing  that  the  drawers  had  not  and  did  not 
expect  to  have  funds  at  such  place  to  pay  them.  When  these 
drafts  arrived  at  maturity,  others  were  oi&red  to  the  same  banks, 
and  taken  in  payment  of  the  former.  A  discount  of  o.Qe  per  cent 
beyond  the  legal  rate  of  intere;it  has  been  exacted  on  these  sue* 
cessive  drafts;  and  by  this  Inode  of  doing  business,  those  who  have 
been  under  the  necessity  of  applying  for  accommodations  to  the 
banks  which  have  resorted  to  this  practice,  have  been  subjected  to 
pay  an  exorbitant  sum  for  the  use  of  the  money  thus  obtained.^ — 
Such  a  mode  of  oppressive  extortion  did  not  long  escape  the  vigi- 
lance of  the  Bank  Commissioners,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  they 
exerted,  to  good  effect,  all  the  authority  they  possessed  to  cause  it  to 
be  discontinued;  but  I  doubt  whether  their  powers  are  sufficient  to 
enable  them  to  check  thia  praeiiee,  and  prevent  a  recurrence  to  it. 
YoQ  have  the  power  to  correct  not  only  this  but  all  other  practi- 
ces inconsistent  with  fair  dealings  on  the  part  of  these  institutions 
towards  the  pubKc,  and  I  presume  yon  will  consider  it  your  duty 
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to  etercise  it  promptly,  by  applying  it  directly  yourselves,  or 
through  the  agency  of  the  Bank  Commissioners.  The  practice  to 
which  I  have  alluded  is  distinct  from  the  fair  business  of  discount- 
ing drafts,  and  the  remedy  to  be  applied  to  it  should  leave  the  right 
to  discount  them,  in  the  regular  course  of  business,  unimpaired, — • 
To  give  to  the  ordinary  business  of  loanUiff  money  the  form  of 
buying  or  selling  drafts,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  usury  with  im- 
punity, or  as  a  pretext  for  extortion,  is  the  practice  reprehended. 
I  have  no  reason  to  believe  it  has  prevailed  in  many  institutions, 
and*  it  should  not  be  tolerated  in  any. 

While  on  the  one  hand  you  should  act  with  promptness  and  rigor 
in  keeping  all  banks  within  the  sphere  of  action  allowed  to  them, 
and  in  guarding  the  public  against  the  mischievous  perversion  or 
misapplication  of  their  powers  and  privileges,  by  restraints^  and, 
if  necessary,  by  annulling  their  charters;  good  faith  requires,  on 
the  other,  that  such  as  use  their  powers  and  privileges  in  strict 
subservience  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  bestowed,  should 
be  protected  in  the  enjoyment  of  them,  without  any  diminution  or 
modification  other  than  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  mea- 
sures of  general  policy  for  the  public  good. 

I  ought  not  to  pass  from  this  subject  without  alluding  to  the  con- 
duct of  the  State  banks  during  the  late  period  of  panic  and  dis- 
tress. That  they,  in  most  instances,  exerted  their  best  abilities  to 
administer  to  the  necessities  of  a  suffering  community  will  not,  I 
presume,  be  questioned;  and  as  little  can  it  bo  questioned  that  they 
would  have  done  this  effectually,  in  spite  of  the  assaults  made  up- 
on them  and  upon  public  credit,  with  a  view  to  subserve  the  inte- 
rests of  a  great  monied  monopoly,  and  to  efiectuate  the  purposes 
of  a  political  part}%  had  not  a  large  portion  of  that  class  of  our 
citizens,  most  interested  in  sustaining  public  confidence  in  our  cur- 
rency, and  most  exposed  to  losses  by  its  derangement,  been  led, 
by  a  strange  infatuation,  to  concur  in  these  mischievous  designs, 
and  to  lend  their  active  efibrts  to  increase  the  panic,  and  spread 
far  and  wide  its  ruinous  effects. 

It  is  exoeediQgly  difficult  to  conferparticular  priviiegm  on  a  lew 
without  diDrogatiog  from  the  equal  rights  of  all  others.  Public 
opinion  requires  of  you  more  caution  in  relation  to  granting  cor* 
poratc  privileges  than  has  been  heretofore-  observed.     The  right

of  the  Legislature  to  create  corporations  is  recognized  by  the  cp.n- 
stitution,  and  it  may  be  exercised  in  many  instances  harmlessly 
and  even  beneficially  in  regard  to  the  people  at  large;  but  in  no 
inconsiderable  number  of  cases,  corporate  powers  apd  privileges 
are  sought  for  as  furnishing  means  not  allowed  to  all  for  acquir- 
ing property,  or  for  managing  it  in  a  profitable  manner  without  the 
liazai4a  to  which  it  is  exposed  in  individual  hands. 

Among  the  various  applications  usually  presented  to  the  Legisla- 
ture for  acts  of  iocorporation,  those  for  banks  have  been  urged 
with  the  greatest  earnestness,  and  it  is  highly  probable  several 
of  this  kind  wiU  be  made  to  you  at  the  present  session.  One  of 
the  strongest  arguments  that  will  be  ofiered  to  you  in  behalf 
of  them,  will  be,  that  banks  are  attended  with  many  local  ad- 
vantages; tliat  the  sections  of  the  State  whiqh  have  none,  or  not 
so  many  as  there  are  in  others,  and  which  present  better  conside- 
rations in  favor  of  their  particular  applications  than  those  that  have 
been  successfully  urged  in  other  cases,  are  entitled,  on  the  princi- 
ple of  equality  of  rights,  to  a  participation  in  these  advantages; 
and  that  a  departure  from  the  course  heretofore  pursued  on  this 
subject,  will  be  an  act  of  partial  legislation  and  unjust  towards 
them.  This  argument,  which  is  alike  opposed  to  any  temporary 
suspension  and  to  a  permanent  change  of  the  course  heretofore 
pursued  on  this  subject,  will  not  be  less  cogent  at  any  time  hereal^ 
tcr  than  it  is  now,  and,  if  it  is  permitted  to  prevail,  the  Legislature 
will  still  go  on  as  heretofore,  multiplying  banking  institutions, 
whatever  may  be  the  efiects  upon  our  present  aystem,  or  upoa  our 
currency.  It  must  be  conceded,  I  think,  that  banks  have  been 
heretofore  too  freely  granted,  and  that  we  have  enough  of  them 
for  all  the  legitimate  uses  for  which  they  are  noiv  wanted;  you 
will,  therefore,  in  my  opinion,  best  proipote  the  public  good  by 
refusiog  to  ^d  to  their  nuip^r. 

Recent  occurrences  have  tended  to  restore  the  militia  system  to 
the  public  estimation  which  it  justly  deserves  in  our  governmeuL 
It  has  been  necessary  to  resort,  more  than  once  within  the  last 
year,  to  the  military  force  to  aid  the  civil  magistrates  in  the  city 
of  New-York,  in  protecting  the  persons  and  properly  of  our  cili- 
lens,  and  in  preserving  the  public  peace.  The  alacrity  with  which 
the  several  corps  performed  tivs  duty  required  of  tben^  on  tbeaf 
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occasions,  and  the  efficient  support  they  afforded  the  civil  autho- 
rity,  in  arresting  the  progress  of  lawless  violence,  and  maintaining 
the  supremacy  of  the  laws,  reflects  credit  on  them,  and  vindicates 
the  wisdom  which  regarded  and  provided  for  a  well-organized  mi- 
litia as  an  essential  part  of  our  political  system. 

I  have  heretofore  adverted  to  some  changes  in  the  orgagjAtion 
of  the  militia,  which,  in  our  present  condition,  might  be  made  with- 
out diminishing  its  practical  benefits,  and  by  which  the  burdens 
consequent  upon  the  performance  of  militia  service  might  be  great- 
ly alleviated.  These  changes  can  be  made  only  by  the  General 
Government;  and  whatever  the  Legislature  could  do  to  impress 
on  Congress  the  importance  of  acting  on  this  subject,  has,  I  believe,' 
been  done  already  by  your  predecessors.  There  are,  however, 
some  evils  resulting  from  the  present  system,  which  it  is  believed 
the  Legislature  is  fully  competent  to  remedy.  The  present  mode 
of  punishing  delinquents  operates  oppressively  and  unjustly  in 
many  cases.  The  number  of  regimental  and  battalion  courts  mar- 
tial annually  organised  in  the  State,  is  nearly  four  hundred;  and 
they  have  cognizance  of  all  delinquencies  for  the  non-performance 
of  duty,  and  for  deficiencies  in  equipments.  From  the  sentence  of 
any  such  court,  an  appeal,  if  made  within  twenty  days,  is  allowed 
to  the  officer  organizing  the  court;  but  no  other  or  further  means 
of  redress  are  prescribed  or  allowed,  however  great  may  be  the 
injustice  or  error  of  the  decision.  Notices  to  delinquents  to  appear 
before  these  tribunals,  may,  in  case  of  absence,  be  served  by  leav- 
ing copies  thereof  at  their  usual  place  of  abode;  and  it  often  hap- 
pens, that  those  who  have  good  excuses  for  not  performing  military 
duty,  are  sentenced  to  pay  fines  and  penalties  without  any  actual 
knowledge  of  the  proceedings  against  them.  Before  the  parties 
aggrieved  are  apprised  of  the  decisions  of  the  courts,  the  right  of 
appeal  is  frequently  lost  by  the  lapse  of  time.  There  are  also  some 
obvious  objections  to  confining  the  appeal  exclusively  to  the  of- 
ficers appointing  the  courts.  Relief  in  cases  of  manifest  hardship, 
has  been  formerly  sought  by  applications  to  the  commander-in- 
chief;  but  I  have  denied  them,  from  a  conviction  that  the  law 
does  not  confer  upon  him  the  power  to  reverse  or  modify  the 
judgment  of  these  courts.  I  recommend  that  the  time  allowed  for 
an  appeal  should  be  extended  to  twenty  days  after  actual  notice 
that  a  fine  or  penalty  has  been  imposed,  in  every  case  where  the 
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summons  to  attend  .the  court  had  not  been  personally  served  on  the 
delinquent;  and  that  a  further  appeal  in  all  eases  should  be  allowed 
from  the  decision  of  the  officer  ordering  the  court,  to  the  brigadier- 
general.  To  authorize  an  appeal  in  such  cases  to  be  carried  to  an 
officer  higher  in  rank  than  a  commandant  of  a  brigade,  might  not 
be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  justice,  and  would  be  attended 
with  much  inconvenience. 

During  the  last  charter  election  in  the  city  of  New- York,  the 
State  arsenal  was  broken  open,  and  forcible  possession  taken  of  the 
public  arms  by  a  mob.  An  act  so  flagitious  in  its  character,  and 
tending  so  directly  to  bloodshed,  called  public  attention  to  the  ex- 
posed situation  and  Insecure  condition  of  this  establishment.  The 
Executive  was  directed,  by  a  resolution  of  the  last  Legislature,  to 
enter  into  a  correspondence  or  negotiation  with  the  common  coun- 
cil of  that  city  for  an  exchange  of  the  present  site  of  the  arsenal, 
together  with  the  buildings  thereon,  for  a  more  eligible  one  in  the 
upper  part  of  the  city.  Such  a  correspondence  has  been  opened; 
and  it  is  ascertained  that  the  corporation  have  several  pieces  of 
land  eligibly  situated  for  the  proposed  object,  any  of  which  they 
would  very  willingly  exchange,  on  terms  advantageous  to  the 
State,  for  the  site  of  the  present  arsenal.  With  reference  to  some 
measures  regarding  the  police  of  the  city,  they  desire  that  the  ex- 
change should  be  made  as  soon  as  practicable;  I  therefore  recom- 
mend that  you  should  consider  this  subject  at  an  early  period  in  the 
session. 

I  conceive  it  to  be  of  the  utmost  importance  that  you  should 
provide  effi^ctual  means  for  executing  with  rigor  the  act  passed  in 
1829,  ^^  to  preserve  the  purity  of  our  elections."  The  expenditure 
of  money  allowed  by  this  act  is  confined  to  a  few  objects,  and 
under  no  conceivable  circumstances  could  it  amount  to  but  a  small 
part  of  the  sums  which  there  is  reason  to  believe  have  been  ex- 
pended in  the  recent  elections.  The  elective  franchise  is  the 
source  of  all  power  in  our  political  system;  and  next  in  im- 
portance to  its  enjoyment  is  the  preservation  of  its  purity. 
Power  corrupted  in  its  source  disorders  the  whole  government. 
The  moral  and  political  condition  of  the  electors  has  hitherto 
been  sufficiently  healthful  to  counteract  the  corrupting  influence  of 
money,  and  I  hope  it  may  long  continue  so;  but  they  ought  to  be 
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shielded,  as  far  as  legislation  can  do  it,  from  all  assaults  upon  their 
purity.  I  am  disposed  to  ascribe  the  increased  elforts  that  appear 
of  late  to  have  been  made  to  influence  the  elections,  by  the  lavish 
use  of  money,  to  the  nature  of  some  of  the  questions  involved  ia 
our  political  contests,  rather  than  to  any  encouragements  such  a 
practice  has  derived  from  a  supposed  decrease  of  virtue  in  the 
electors:  but  from  whatever  cause  it  has  arisen,  it  is  dangerous  to 
civil  liberty,  and  ought  to  be  repressed  by  the  Legislature. 

The  constitution  imposes  on  the  Legislature  the  duty  of  pre* 
venting  the  sale  of  lottery  tickets  within  this  State.  In  defiance 
of  the  existing  law  on  this  subject,  the  buying  and  selling  of  these 
tickets  is  extensively  carried  on  in  various  places*  Not  only  the 
obligation  created  by  the  constitution,  but  the  duty  you  owe  to 
your  constituents,  to  suppress  public  evils,,  requires  you  to  provide 
more  effectually  for  putting  an  end  to  this  traffic. 

An  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  is  to  be  taken 
this  year,  and  If  it  should  be  deemed  expedient  to  procure  statisti- 
cal information  in  relation  to  other  matters  than  such  «ls  are  now 
required  by  law,  It  will  be  necessary  to  provide  therefor  immedi- 
ately, in  order  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  State  to  prepare  and  dis- 
tribute proper  blanks  within  the  period  allowed  for  that  purpose. 

The  recent  and  lamented  death  of  our  distinguished  feUow  citi- 
zen, Simeon  De  Witt,  will  devolve  upon  you  the  duty  of  electing 
a  successor  in  the  office  of  Surveyor-General,  which  he  filled  with 
great  credit  to  himself  and  eminent  usefulness  to  the  State,  for  the 
long  and  uninterrupted  period  of  fifty  years.  I  deem  it  not  inap- 
propriate to  avail  myself  of  this  occasion  to  pay  a  tribute  of  re- 
spect to  the  memory  of  a  most  faithful  public  servant,  who  devoted 
almost  the  whole  of  a  long  and  active  life  to  the  service  of  this 
State.  In  the  dawn  of  manhood  he  espoused  the  cause  of  liberty, 
and  became  eminent  among  our  revolutionary  patriots.  He  en- 
tered into  the  service  of  this  State  in  the  infancy  of  its  govern- 
menf,  and  regarded  its  advancement  with  parental  solicitude.  He 
aided  in  founding  and  in  building  up  most  of  our  public  institur 
tions,  and  has  left  more,  if  not  more  enduring,  memorials  of  his 
useful  services,  than  any  other  of  our  numerous  public  benefactors. 
His  many  private  virtues  shed  lustre  upon  his  public  character. 
A  life  thus  commenced  by  services  and  sacrifices  in  the  ckuse  of 
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civil  liberty,  and  well  sustained  to  its  end  by  unremitting  la- 
bore  directed  with  singleness  of  purpose  to  the  public  good, 
should  be  held  in  just  remembrance  by  those  among  whom  it 
^aa  spent,  and  presented  as  an  encouraging  example  to  pos- 
tcrily.

Since  the  last  Annual  Report,  the  Trustees  have  received  the 
second  voIunM  of  Audubon^s  Ornithology,  for  :i;vhich  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  has  been  paid  from  the  Treasury, 
pursuant  to  the  15th  section  of  the  act,  chapter  820  of  the  laws  of 
1833.  (Laws  of  1883,  p.  510.)

The  librarian  has  managed  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Li* 
brary  with  great  economy;  and  all  his  other  duties  have  been  dis- 
charged with  a  proper  regard  to  the  public  interests,  and  the  con- 
venience of  those  who  have  had  occasion  to  visit  the  Library. 

The  Trustees  submit  herewith  a  Catalogue  of  all  the  books, 
maps  and  charts  in  the  Library. 

The  Catalogue  has  been  improved,  by  adding  to  the  alphabetical 
list,  a  catalogue  of  the  law  books  arranged  according  to  the  various 
subjects.  This  arrangement  brings  into  one  view  all  the  works 
upon  each  branch  of  the  law;  and  while  it  will  be  convenient  for 
all,  it  will  be  particularly  so  to  those  who  are  not  of  the  legal  pro- 
fession. 
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The  taUeJMrlMd  JL  eotttaiM  a  litft  of  dl  the  books  added  to  tiie 
library  nnce  the  laat  AniHiai  Report,  ezeept  those  received  from 
ihe  Britifli  Govonunent,  which  are  mentioiied  in  another  place* 

The  rules  and  regulationa  for  the  government  of  the  Libraryi 
wre  mailed  B.    They  Itave  not  been  altered  for  several  years. 

The  number  of  law  books  now  belonging  to  the  Library, 
WDoonts  to  two  tbousaad  seven  hundred  and  forty-nine  volumes. 
The  law  library,  so  far  as  relates  to  American  reports  and  element 
tary  treatises,  is  nearly  complete,  and  will  be  made  entirely  so,  as 
^oon  as  the  works  published  In  dietant  States  can  be  procured.— 
Althoogh  less  perfect  in  the  English  Reports  and  legal  treatises,  the 
library  contains  nearly  all  of  those  publications,  except  such  as  are 
of  a  very  early  or  a  v.ery  recent  period.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
Trostees  to  supply  the  latter  dcfeet  in  the  course  of  die  ensuing 
year,  and  to  do  as  much  as  may  be*  practicable  towards  procuring 
ahd  old  bodw  which  are  now  wanting.  This  must  necessarily  be  a 
WROfkof  tine,  fer  the  reason  that  most  of  the  1aw%ooks  of  an  early 
period  are  out  'Of  print,  -and  oannot  be  proeored  with  the  same  fii* 
'cility  as  aaodem  pobKcationsi 

The  xnisoeUaneous  works  in  the  library  amoimt  to  two  thousand 
three  hundred  and  six  volumes*  Taking  into  consideration  the  n^ 
'ceot  period  at  which  the  collection  was  oommeneed,  and  the  Umu 
ted  amount  of  the  annual  appropriation,  this  department  of  the  li* 
Inary  is  as  extensive  as  could  reasonably  have  been  expected***** 
Without  the  means  of  making  It  as  large  as  many  other  libraries  in 
this  eemtry,  the  Trustees  ham,  lor  the  most  part,  seleeled  eland* 
aid  woiks  on  AnericaB  history^  polities  and  legiidation,  with  sudh 
fiseeign  paUio^os  of  general  interest  as  are  net  vsually  t^nad  la 
oar  eoeiety  and  indmdhial  fibraries. 

The  collection  in  both  its  legs)  and  misceBoneous  departments  is 
already  very  seq^ectable*  and  the  juresent  standing  appropriation 
will  enable  the  Trustees  to  render  it  still  mof^e  nsefu)  to  the  mem* 
hers  of  the  Legislature^  the  Judiciary^  and  aN  others  who  may 
wish  to  resort  to  the  library. 

The  Trostees  respeotfully  invite  the  attention  of  the  L(sg>slatum 
to  the  rooms  in  which  the  library  is  kept,  which  are  too  small  £>r 
the  convenient  arrangement  of  the  books,  mnps  and  ohlMrtP»  nnd  Hm 
accommodation  of  those  who  use  them.    There  are  no  other  va- 
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cut  i^>oins  on  the  second  floor  of  the  capital,  except  those  on  the 
south  side  of  the  boildii^;.  As  these  do  not  adjoin  the  present  li- 
brary  rooms,  they  cannot  be  used  without  an  increased  expense  for 
fuel,  light  and  attendance;  and  the  Trustees  have  suspended  any 
new  arrangement  for  the  accommodation  of  the  library  ontit  they 
could  receive  the  direction  of  the  Legislature. 

Should  it  be  deemed  expedient  to  separate  the  law  and  miscella* 
neons  books,  and  not  keep  open  the  miscellaneous  department,  ex- 
cept during  the  session  of  the  Legislature  and  the  sittings  of  the 
Court  for  the  Correction  of  Errors,  the  whole  addition  to  the  pre- 
sent contingent  expenses  of  the  library,  including  attendance,  would 
not  probably  exceed  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  per  an- 
num. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  there  have  been  added  to  the  libra*' 
ry  seventy-five  f<rfio  volumes,  as  a  present  from  the  British  Go- 
vernment. These  books  contain,  among  other  things,  a  grtot 
number  of  ancient  records  and  public  documents,  connected  with 
the  history,  politics  and  jurisprudence  of  that  country,  which  have 
been  collected  and  published  under  the  authority  of  the  King,  for 
their  better  preservation,  and  for  the  purpose  of  diffusing  more 
widely  the  information  which  they  contain.  The  Trustees  have 
caused  a  descriptive  catalogue  to  be  made  of  these  volumes,  giving 
a  pretty  full  analysis  of  their  contents.  This  was  rendered  the 
more  necessary,  firom  the  fact  that  several  of  the  volumes  are 
without  an  index. 


The  Trustees  submit  herewith,  marked  C,  a  correspondence  be* 
tween  O.  Rich,  esq.,  an  American  gentleman  who  is  an  extensive 
bookseller  in  London,  and  C.  P.  Cooper,  esq.,  Secretary  of  the 
Record  Commissioners.  From  this  correspondence  it  will  be  seen, 
that  the  Record  Commissioners  were  ''  desirous  of  presenting  copies 
of  their  valuable  publications  to  some  of  the  literary  institutions 
of  the  United  States;''  and  that  Mr.  Rich  fiimished  a  list  of  twen- 
ty-one American  institutions,  including  the  New- York  State  Libra- 
ry, to  all  of  which  copies  have  been  furnished. 

Mr.  Rich  manifests  a  lively  interest  in  every  thing  relating  to 
the  welfare  of  his  native  country.  The  Trustees  have  already 
made  several  purchases  of  books  from  him,  and  intend  soon  to 
send  out  further  orders. 
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The  Trasteet  hare  reason  to  believe,  that  a  few  copies  of  our 
Revised  Statutes,  with  a  cop;  of  the  Journals  and  Legislative 
Decuments,  so  far  as  they  can  be  furnished,  would  not  be  unac- 
ceptable to  the  Record  Commissioners;  and  should  the  Legislature 
authorize  it,  the  Trustees  will  forward  those  works  on  the  open- 
ing of  the  river  navigation  in  the  spring. 

Following  the  practice  of  former  years,  the  Trustees  intend  to 
hare  this  report  printed  in  anticipation  of  the  meeting  of  the  Le- 
gislature.

This  Collection  consists  of  Seventy-four  immense  Volumes  in 
Folio,  and  one  Volume  in  small  Folio,  printed  at  the  Expense  of  the 
British  Government,  and  under  the  Direction  and  Superintendence 
of  Commissioners  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Crown,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Request  contained  in  an  Address  of  the  House 
of  Commons  to  the  King,  respecting  the  Public  Records  of  the 
Kingdom. 

In  that  Address,  presented  to  the  King  (George  the  Third)  on 
the  Ilth  of  July  1600,  the  House  of  Commons  stated,  That  they 
had  taken  into  their  consideration  the  State  of  the  Public  Records 
of  the  Kingdom,  and  the  necessity  of  providing  for  the  better  Ar- 
rangement, Preservation,  and  more  convenient  Use  of  the  same: 
They  represented,  that  in  several  of  the  principal  Offices  they  had 
found  the  Public  Records  preserved  with  great  Order  and  Regu- 
larity, and,  in  some  few,  with  a  Method  and  Care  which  were 
exemplary;  but  that  in  many  of  the  most  important  Offices,  they 
were  wholly  unarranged,  undcscribed,  and  unascertained:  That 
some  of  them  were  exposed  to  Erasure,  Alteration,  and  Embezzle- 
ment, and  others  lodged  in  places  where  they  were  daily  perishing 
by  Damp,  or  incurring  a  continual  Risk  of  Destruction  by  Fire: 
That  a  Period  of  nearly  Seventy  Years  had  elapsed  since  the  last 
General  Parliamentary  Inquiry  upon  this  Subject;  and  during  that 
Interval  of  -Time,  the  Change  which  had  taken  place  in  the  Lan- 
guage and  written  Character  of  Judicial  Proceedings,  as  well  as 
the  large  Accumulation  of  Materials,  which  had  been  progressively 
superadded  in  every  Department,  had  increased  the  difficulties  of 
methodizing  the  several  Repositories,  or  applying  their  Contents  to 
purposes  of  practical  Use. 

After  adverting  to  the  Printing  of  Domesday-Book  and  the  Rolls 
of  Parliament,  in  pursuance  of  the  Suggestions  of  their  Predeces- 
sors, the  House  suomftted  to  his  Majesty's  Wisdom  their  desire  of 
extending  the  same  Measure  to  other  ancient  and  valuable  Monu- 
ments of  their  History,  Laws  and  Government;  and  they  besought 
his  Majesty  to  give  such  Directions  as  he  should  think  fit  for  the 
better  Preservation,  Arrangement,  and  more  convenient  Use  of  the 
Public  Records  of  the  Kingdom. 
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On  the  17ih  July,  1800,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  re- 
ported to  the  House,  that  his  Majesty  had  commanded  him  to  ac- 
quaint the  House  that  he  would  give  Directions  as  desired  by  the 
said  Address. 

The  First  Record  Commission  was  issued  by  King  Greorge  III- 
on  the  19th  July,  1800,  directed  to  the  Duke  of  Portland,  Baron 
Grenviite,  Henry  Dundas,  Henry  Addington,  William  Pitt,  Sir 
Richard  Pepper  Arden,  Lord  Frederick  Campbell,  Sylvester  Dou- 
glas, Sir  John  Mitford,  Sir  William  Grant,  Robert  Dundas,  and 
Charles  Abbot,  requiring  and  authorising  them,  and  any  three  or 
more  of  them,  to  make  diligent  and  particular  Inquiry  into  the  se- 
veral Matters  in  the  Address  of  the  Commons  particularized;  to 
eause  Persons  in  the  Public  Offices  to  produce  any  Documents  in 
their  Custody;  to  appoint  a  Clerk. or  Secretary,  and  Sub-Com- 
missioners to  be  employed  in  the  Premises,  to  regulate  the  Public 
Documents,  to  cause  them  to  be  bound  and  secured,  to  make  Ca- 
lendars and  Indexes,  &c.  to  superintend  the  Printing,  and  to  be 
removable  at  the  Pleasure  of  the  Commissioners,  who  were  to 
certify  as  to  their  Compensation,  &a  And  the  Commissioners 
were  required  to  make  yearly  Reports  of  their  Proceedings,  on  or 
before  the  25th  day  of  March  in  each  and  every  Yean 

On  the  23d  May,  1806,  a  Second  Record  Commission  was  issu- 
ed by  King  George  III.,  directed  to  Baron  Grenville,  Earl  Spen- 
cer, Charles  James  Fox,  William  Windham,  Charles  Abbot,  Sir 
William  Grant,  Henry  Erskine,  Viscount  Sidmouth,  Lord  Frede- 
rick Campbell,  Baron  Glenbervie,  Baron  Redesdale,  The  Lord 
Bishop  of  Oxford,  Charles  Bathurst,  William  Wickham  and  Na- 
thaniel Bond;  Reciting  the  former  proceedings,  and  that  conside- 
rable Progress  had  been  made  under  the  former  Commission,  but 
that  some  of  the  Persons  named  in  that  Commission  had  since 
died,  or  had  become  less  able  to  attend, to  the  Duties  thereby  re- 
quired of  them,  &c.,  and  that  it  was  expedient  to  appoint  others 
in  their  Place,  and  also  to  increase  the  number  of  Commissioners, 
&c.  By  this  Commission  the  like  powers  were  given,  and  the  like 
Duties  imposed,  as  in  the  First  Record  Commission. 

The  Third  Record  Commission  was  issued  by  George,  Prince  Re- 
gent, on  the  26th  of  June,  1817,  directed  to  the  Earl  of  Liverpool, 
Viscount  Sidmouth  Viscount  Castiereagh,  Earl  Bathurst,  Charles 
'Manners  Sutton,  Sir  William  Grant,  Alexander  Maconochie,  Vis- 
count Sidmouth,  Archibald  Colquhoun*  The  Lord  Bishop  of  London, 
Lord  Glenbervie,  Lord  Redesdale,  Lord  Colchester,  Charles  Ba- 
thurst, William  Wickham  and  Nathaniel  Bond;  Reciting  the  former 
Proceedings  and  the  Record  Commission,  29th  May.  1606,  that  Pro- 
gress had  been  made  under  that  Commission,  but  that  some  of 
those  Persons  are  deceased,  or  have  become  less  able  to  attend  to 
the  Duties  thereby  required  of  them,  and  that  it  is  expedient  to 
appoint  others  in  their  Place;  arid  giving  to  the  new  Commission- 
ers the  like  Powers,  and  imposing  upon  them  the  like  Duties,  as 
were  given  to  and  imposed  upon  their  Predecessors. 

Tho  Fourth  Record  Commission  was  issued  by  King  George  IV., 
on  the  18th  of  June,  1821,  directed  to  The  Earl  of  Liverpool, 
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Viscount  Sidmoutb,  The  Marquess  of  Londonderry,  Earl  Bathurst, 
Charles  Manners  Sutton,  Sir  Thomas  Plumer,  Sir  William  Rae, 
William  Dundas,  Earl  Spencer,  The  Earl  of  Aberdeen,  Viscount 
Sidmouth,  The  Lord  Bishop  of  London,  The  Lord  Bishop  of  Pe- 
terborough, The  Lord  Bishop  of  Llandaff,  Lord  Grenville,  Lord 
Glenbervic,  Lord  Redesdale,  Lord  Colchester,  Thomas  Grenville, 
Charles  Bathurst,  William  Wickham,  Nathaniel  Bond,  Sir  James 
Mcintosh,  and  Charles  Watkin  Williams  Wynn;  Reciting  the 
former  Proceedings,  the  Record  Commission  of  the  23d  of  May, 
1806,  the  Progress  made  under  that  Commission,  but  that  some 
of  the  Persons  named  therein  were  since  deceased,  and  others 
bad  become  less  able  to  perform  the  Duties  thereby  required  of 
them,  and  that  it  is  expedient  to  appoint  others  in  their  place,  &c.; 
and  giving  the  like  Powers  to  the  Commissioners  and  imposing  the 
like  Duties  upon  them,  that  were  given  to,  and  imposed  upon  their 
Predecessors. 

The  Fifth  Record  Commission  was  issued  by  King  William  IV., 
on  the  12th  of  March,  1831,  directed  to  The  Archbishop  of  Can- 
terbury; Lord  Brougham  and  Vaux;  Viscount  Melbourne,  or  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department  for  the  Time  being; 
Charles  Manners  Sutton,  or  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons; Viscount  Althorpe,  or  the  Chancellor  and  Under  Treasu- 
rer of  the  Exchequer  for  the  Time  being;  Sir  John  Leach,  or  the 
Master  of  the  Rolls  for  the  Time  being;  William  Dundas,  or  the 
Lord  Clerk  Register  of  Scotland  for  the  Time  being;  Earl  Spen- 
cer; The  Earl  of  Aberdeen;  The  Lord  Bishop  of  LlandaiT;  Tho- 
mas Grenville;  Charles  Watkin  Williams  Wynn;  Sir  James  Mac- 
intosh; Henry  Hobhouse;  George  Agar  Ellis;  Sir  James  Parke; 
Sir  John  Bernard  Bosanquet;  Sir  Robert  Harry  Inglis;  Louis 
Hayes  Petit;  Henry  Bellenden  Ker;  Henry  Hallam;  John  Al- 
len; Edward  Protheroe;  Edward  Vernon  Utterson;  and  William 
Brougham:  Reciting,  that  the  House  of  Commons  had  addressed 
the  King,  (George  III.)  in  Relation  to  the  Public  Records  of  the 
Kingdom; — that  Warrants  had  been  issued  by  King  George  IIL, 
and  by  King  George  IV.  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect 
the  Objects  specified  in  the  Address;  that  Proceedings  had  pro- 
gressed under  the  Commissioners  appointed  in  those  Warrants; 
but  that  some  of  those  Commissioners  were  dead,  and  others  had 
become  less  able  to  attend  to  the  Duties  required  of  them,  and  that 
it  was  expedient  to  appoint  others  in  their  Place;  and  therefore  (2e- 
termined  the  said  Warrants,  and  every  Clause,  Article  and  thing 
therein  contained;  This  Commission  gave  to  the  Commissioners, 
similar  Powers  to  those  given  to  their  Predecessors,  and  moreo- 
ver the  Power  to  administer  an  oath  to  any  Person  whomsoever 
touching  or  concerning  the  Premises;  and  imposed  upon  those 
Commissioners,  the  like  Duties  as  those  which  had  been  required 
by  the  former  Record  Commissions. 

This  Commission  is  still  in  force,  and  the  Commissioners  are 
yet  proceeding  in  arranging  and  preparing  for  publication  other 
portions  of  the  Public  Records  of  the  Kingdom  in  addition  to 
those  contained  in  the  Volumes  mentioned  in  this  Catalogue. 
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The  Most  of  these  Records  are  written  in  the  Latin  Language  ; 
Some  are  in  French;  but  those  of  later  Date  are  principally  in 
English.

1.  Daring  the  session  of  the  Legislature^  or  of  the  Senate  only^ 
and  during  the  sitting  of  the  Court  of  Errors,  of  the  Court  of  Chan- 
cery, and  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Library  shall  be  open  from  the 
hour  of  nine  in  the  morning,  until  the  hour  of  nine  in  the  evening. 

2*  The  Library  shall  also  be  open  at  such  other  times  as  any 
one  Trustee  may  request,  for  the  benefit  of  visitors. 

3.  Whenever  the  Library  is  open,  the  Librarian  shall  attend  the 
same,  and  shall  carefully  preserve  the  books,  maps  and  charts 
therein,  from  being  injured  or  taken  away. 

4.  Any  member  of  the  Senate  or  Assembly,  during  the  session 
of  the  Legislature,  or  of  the  Senate  only,  or  during  die  sitting  of 
the  Court  of  Errors,  is  permitted  to  take  to  his  boarding-house  or 

[>rivate  room,  any  book  belonging  to  the  Library,  under  the  fol- 
owing  rules,  restrictions,  forfeitures  and  penalties: 

1.  No  member  of  either  branch  of  the  Legislature  shall  be  per* 
mitted  to  take  from  the  said  Library  more  than  two  volumes  at 
any  one  time,  nor  detain  them  longer  than  two  weeks. 

s.  The  Librarian  shall  enter  in  a  book  to  be  by  him  kept  for  the 
purpose,  the  names  of  the  members  taking  any,  and  what  books, 
and  the  times  when  taken  and  returned. 

8.  The  Librarian,  when  requested  by  the  President  of  the  Se* 
nate,  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  or  by  any  member  of  the  Le* 
gislature,  and  always  at  the  close  of  the  session  of  the  Legislature 
or  Court  of  Errors,  shall  make  out  and  deliver  a  certificate,  stating 
that  any  member,  therein  to  be  named,  has  returned  all  books 
taken  by  him  out  of  the  said  Library,  and  has  settled  all  accounts 
for  fines,  for  injuring  the  said  books,  or  otherwise,  as  the  truth  of 
the  case  may  be;  also  naming  any  member  in  default,  and  specify- 
ing  therein  such  defalcation  or  injury  to  any  books. 
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4.  The  following  books  arc  not  permitted  to  be  taken  out  of  the 
Capitol,  under  any  pretence:

Lexicons,  Dictionaries,  i^nd  Law  Books; 

Edinburgh,  Quarterly,  and  Nortli  American  Reviews. 

6.  Should  any  member  of  the  Legislature  fail  to  return  any  book 
taken  by  him,  he  shall  be  held  responsible  for  its  value;  and  if  it 
belongs  to  a  set  of  volumes,  for  the  value  of  the  set,  unless  he  shall 
supply  the  chasm. 

6.  Should  any  book  be  injured  while  in  the  possession  of  any 
member  of  the  Legislature,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  shall  settle 
with  and  receive  from  the  said  member  a  compensation  equal  to 
the  injury;  or  the  said  member  shall,  at  his  own  expense,  cause 
the  injury  to  be  repaired. 

7.  No  book,  map,  or  other  publication,  shall  be  at  any  time 
taken  out  of  the  Library  by  any  other  person  than  a  member  of 
the  Legislature,  for  any  purpose  whatever.

Me$ohedf  That  the  bill  entitled  ^*  An  met  in  addition  to  the  act 
relttive  to  incorporationi  for  manufacturing  purposes,"  be  referred 
to  the  Attorney-General,  and  that  he  be  requested  to  submit  to  the 
Senate  his  opinion,  whether  the  provisions  contained  in  said  bill, 
and  the  law  which  it  proposes  to  amend,  are  constitutional,  and 
also  whether  any  company  can  be  incorporated  without  the  con- 
earrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of 
the  Legislature  to  each  act  of  incorporation.

The  Attorney-General,  in  obedience  to  the  foregoing  resolution 
of  the  Senate,  respectfully  submits  the  following 

REPORT: 

By  the  act  entitled  ''An  act  relative  to  incorporations  for 
mtnufacturing  purposes,"  passed  March  22,  1811,  it  was  pro- 
vided, that  any  five  or  more  persons  who  should  be  desirous  to 
form  a  company  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  woollen  and  va- 
rious other  articles  mentioned  in  the  act,  might  become  a  body  po- 
litic and  corporate,  for  the  term  of  twenty  years,  on  complying 
with  certain  prescribed  terms. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  were,  on  the  14th  of  April,  1817,  ex- 
tended to  associations  *'  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  moroc- 
co and  other  leather;"  but  such  companies  were  not  allowed  **  to 
locate  their  establishment  in  any  other  counties  than  Greene  and 
jDebu^are."  On  the  7th  of  April,  1819,  the  right  to  locate  leather 
factories  was  extended  to  the  county  of  Oneida.  The  act  of  1811, 
10  far  as  it  related  to  the  right  of  forming  associations,  was  origi 
Qtlly  limited  to  the  period  of  five  years.  After  having  been  seve- 
ral times  revived  and  continued  in  force,  it  was  rendered  perpetua

by  an  act  passed  January  26^  1821*    S  Revised  Statutes,  aiO  to 
814. 

The  bin  rererred  by  the  Senate  provides  that  '*  any  nnmber  of 
persons  "who  may  associate  together  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
on  the  business  of  tanning  and  manufacturing  leather  in  the  coun* 
ties  of  Orange  and  Sullivan^  or  eMier  of  them,  may  become  a 
body  corporate"  on  complying  with  the  requisitions  of  the  act  of 
1811:  And  that  '^such  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  and  pos- 
sess all  the  rights,  privileges,  immunities  and  benefits,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  all  the  liabilities  and  restrictions''  mentioned  in  the  acts  of 
1811  ^nd  1821. 

The  Constiti^ttoity  so  far  as  it  afiects  the  present  toqmry,  want 
into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  March,  1822,  and  is  in  the  feK 
lowing  words:  ^'The  assent  of  two^thirds  of  the  members  elected 
to  each  branch  of  the  Legislature,  shall  be  requisite  to  every  bill 
appropriating  the  public  moneys  or  property,  for  local  or  private 
purposes,  or  creating,  continuing,  altering  or  renewing  any  body 
politic  or  corporate*"    Art.  VII.,  Sec.  IX. 

The  resolution  of  the  Senate  presents  three  general  subjects  of 
inquiry. 

First.  Whether  the  Legislature  can,  by  one  act,  create  more 
than  one  corporation  1 

Second,  Whether  the  act  of  1811  was  so  far  abrogated  by  the 
Constitution  adopted  in  1822,  that  associations  for  manufacturing 
purposes  can  no  longer  bo  formed  under  it  1 

Third.  Whether  the  Legislature  can  now  extend  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  1817^  beyond  the  counties  of  Greene,  Delaware  and 
Oneida? 

FnMT«  The  Attorney-General  can  perceive  no  substantial  ground 
far.  doubt  that  the  Legislature  may,  by  one  act,  create  two  or  more 
corporations.  The  Constitution  says  nothing  on  that  subject.  It 
only  prescribes  the  number  of  votes  which  shall  be  necessary  to 
every  bill  creating  a  corporate  body:  leaving  all  other  questions 
about  the  passing  of  such  laws,  as  they  stood  before,  to  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Legislature. 

It  must  be  conceded  that  it  would  in  general  be  unwise,  if  not 
unsafe,  to  legislate  concerning  several  corporations  at  the  same 
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time.  For  that  reason,  as  may  be  presumed,  the  two  Houses  have 
for  several  successive  years,  adopted  a  joint  rule,  declaring  that 
*^  the  same  bill  shall  not  create,  renevi^,  or  continue  more  than  one 
incorporation,  nor  contain  any  provisions  in  relation  to  the  alter- 
ing of  more  than  one  incorporation."  This  rule  must  have  been 
adopted  on  the  ground  that  the  subject  had  not  been  regulated  by 
the  Constitution,  but  rested  in  the  discretion  of  the  Legislature. 

Second.  All  laws  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  were  abrogated 
by  that  instrument:  all  other  laws  remained  in  force  until  altered 
by  the  Legislature.    Const.  Art.  YU.  Sec.  XIIL 

It  is  believed  that  the  act  of  1611  is  not  repugnant  to  that  clause 
of  the  Constitution  which  is  now  under  consideration,  but  that  both 
may  well  stand  together. 

At  the  time  the  Constitution  was  framed  and  adopted,  there  were 
two  modes  of  creating  corporate  bodies,  both  well  understood  by 
the  people  of  this  State — the  one  by  the  direct  act  of  the  law  mak- 
ing power,  and  the  other  by  the  voluntary  association  of  individu* 
ala  under  general  laws  which  had  been  previously  enacted  for  that 
purpose.  The  Constitution  only  relates  to  those  corporations  which 
were  created  by  ''  bill,"  or,  in  other  words,  by  the  direct  act  of 
the  Legislature — leaving  untouched  those  associations  which  might 
acquire  a  corporate  capacity  by  the  mere  act  of  the  parties,  with- 
out any  special  grant  from  the  Legislature. 

The  corporations  which  had  been  provided  for  by  general  laws 
previous  to  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  and  which  might  be 
created  without  the  direct  intervention  of  the  Legislature,  were 
the  following: 

L  Colleges  and  AcademicF.  These  were  incorporated  by  the 
Regents  of  the  University.  3  Rev.  Stat.  235.  2.  Rev.  Laws,  263, 
Sec.  10,  11 — revised  and  amended,  1  Rev.  Stat.  461.  Since  the 
adoption  of  the  Constitution  in  1822,  the  Regents  have  granted 
charters  to  one  college,  six  academies,  and  two  Lancaster  schools. 
The  Regents  have  not  acted  in  this  matter  without  full  considera- 
tion of  their  powers,  as  will  be  seen  by  their  report  on  this  sub- 
ject to  the  Senate,  in  1825.  Senate  Journal  of  1825,  p.  188.  This 
may  properly  be  regarded  as  high  authority  on  the  point  in  ques- 
tion. 
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IL  Religious  Societies.  These  may  be  incorporated  by  the  mere 
act  of  the  parties,  which  is  required  to  be  certified,  acknowledged 
and  recorded  in  the  clerVs  office  of  the  county  where  the  society 
is  situated.  8.  Rev.  Stat  392.  The  number  of  societies  incorpo- 
rated under  this  act  since  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  can  only 
be  ascertained  by  examining  the  clerk's  office  in  the  several  coun- 
ties; but  the  number  probably  exceeds  five  hundred. 

III.  Library  Associations— incorporated  by  the  mere  act  of  the 
parties,  and  on  making,  acknowledging  and  recording  a  certificate 
as  in  the  case  of  religious  societies.  3.  Rev.  Stnt.  288.  It  is  pre- 
sumed that  the  number  of  such  associations  since  1822,  does  not 
fall  short  of  one  hundred. 

IV.  Medical  Societies— of  which  one  may  be  formed  in  each 
county,  by  the  voluntary  association  of  the  physicians  and  sur- 
geons residing  within  it.     3  Rev.  Stat.  804. 

y.  Manufacturing  Corporations.  These  may  become  incorpo- 
ratisd  by  the  voluntary  act  of  the  parties,  on  making,  acknowledg- 
ing and  filing  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  a  certificate 
in  the  form  prescribed  by  law.  3  Rev.  Stat.  310.  On  examina- 
tion in  the  Secretary's  office,  it  appears  that  eighty-four  corpora- 
tions for  manufacturing  purposes  have  been  formed  since  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Constitution. 

If  it  could  for  one  moment  be  supposed  that  the  framers  of  the 
Constitution  were  ignorant  of  the  existence  of  the  laws  in  question, 
it  appears  from  the  debates  in  the  convention,  published  by  Messrs. 
Carter  &  Stone,  that  one  at  least  of  -  those  laws  was  mentioned 
when  this  clause  of  the  Constitution  was  under  consideration.  Mr. 
King,  chairman  of  the  committee  who  reported  the  section,  was 
called  upon  to  explain  the  reasons  which  had  governed  the  com- 
mittee. After  doing  so,  and  in  answer  to  an  objection  that  the 
provision  was  too  broad,  he  replied  that  he  *'  had  understood,  that 
a  law  of  this  State  had  already  provided  for  turnpikes  and  religious 
societies,  that  they  may  be  formed  without  coming  to  the  Legisla- 
ture for  an  act  of  incorporation."  Debates  p.  440.  When  the 
subject  was  thus  distinctly  presented  to  t}ie  notice  of  the  Conven- 
tion, it  is  impossible  to  suppose  that  the  clause  in  question  was  in- 
tended to  reach  those  corporations  which  could  be  created  without 
the  direct  act  of  the  Legislature.  Had  this  been  designed,  the  lan- 
guage of  the  section  would  not  have  been  confined  to  those  corpo- 
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rate  bodies  which  could  only  be  created  by  ''  bill/^  but  would  have 
extended  to  all  corporations. 

At  the  time  of  the  revision  it  was  proposed  to  revise  all  the  ge* 
neral  laws  which  have  been  mentioned  for  the  creation  of  bodies 
politic,  without  the  direct  intervention  of  the  Legislature.  See 
Reviser's  Report  of  chapter  XY.  of  the  first  part,  Title  I.  Article 
n.  m.,  "  of  the  foundation  of  colleges"~ArticIes  IV.  V.,  "  of 
the  foundation  of  academies."  Also  report  of  chapter  XVIIL  of 
the  first  part,  title  I.,  *'  oT  religious  corporations,''  title  II.,  **  of 
the  incorporation  of  library  societies/'  title  III.,  ^*  of  the  incorpo- 
ration and  powers  of  medical  societies,"  and  title  IV.,  *'  of  manu- 
corporations." 


From  these  reports  it  will  be  seen,  that  the  revisers,  who  were 
gentiemen  of  high  standing  in  the  legal  profession,  entertained  no 
doubt  upon  two  points:  first,  That  the  existing  general  laws  for 
creating  corporate  bodies,  were  still  in  force;  and,  secondly,  That 
they  might  be  revised  and  amended  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
other  public  statutes.  These  chapters  were  before  the  Legislature 
at  two  different  sessions,  and  it  is  understood  that  the  members  ge- 
nerally, if  not  universally,  agreed  with  the  revise/s  on  the  first 
point,  but  some  doubted  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  revise  and 
amend  these  general  laws.  It  appears,  however,  by  the  journal, 
that  the  plan  of  a  revision  was  at  one  time  adopted  by  both  houses, 
bat  before  the  chapters  were  finally  passed,  the  project  was  re- 
jected by  the  assembly;  and  these  laws  were  then  re-published  in 
the  third  volume  among  the  other  general  laws  in  force,  which 
were  not  revised.  It  may  be  proper  to  remark  that  the  Legisla- 
ture was  not  entirely  consistent  on  this  question,  for  while  the 
plan  of  the  revisers  vras  for  the  most  part  rejected,  their  proposi- 
tion to  revise  the  law  authorizing  the  Regents  of  the  University  to 
incorporate  academies,  was  adopted  by  the  Legislature.  See  2 
Rev.  Laws,  368,  sec.  10,  11,  Reviser's  Reports,  chapter  XV.,  titie 
L,  articles  lY.,  Y.,  1  Rev.  Stat  461. 

From  what  has  been  said,  it  appears  that  the  several  laws  pro- 
viding for  the  creation  of  corporate  bodies  without  a  special  grant 
from  the  Legislature,  have  been  acted  upon  for  the  twelve  years 
which  have  elapsed  since  this  part  of  the  Constitution  went  into 
operation,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  validity  of  those  laws,  or  the 
right  to  form  associations  under  them,  has  never  been  seriously 
questioned. 
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Thieo* — ^Before  examining  the  provisions  of  the  bill  referred  by 
the  Senate,  it  may  be  proper  to  consider  whether  the  Legislature 
can  now  authorize  the  creation  of  corporate  bodies  in  any  other 
mode  than  that  of  a  direct  legitlative  grant*  In  pther  words, 
whether  the  Legislature  can  now  do  what  was  done  before  the 
adoption  of  the  present  Constitution — provide  by  general  laws  for 
the  incorporation  of  voluntary  associations^  either  with  or  without 
the  assent  of  some  public  body,  other  than  the  Legislature. 

The  Attorney-General  is  of  opinion  that  this  can  not  be  done: 
that  corporate  bodies,  save  such  as  are  authorized  by  existing  laws, 
can  only  be  created  by  the  Legislature  itself,  acting  directly  upon 
each  particular  case. 

The  Attorney-General  is  aware  that  there  is  high  authority  in 
favor  of  a  contrary  opinion.  The  revisers  in  their  report  of  chap- 
ter XVIIL  of  the  first  part,  provided  in  title  YI.  for  the  in- 
corporation of  ^'Obituary  Societies."  It  was  declared,  in  substance, 
that  any  five  or  more  persons  might  form  an  association  ^'  for  the 
purchase  and  enclosing  of  a  burial  ground;*'  and  that  on  making, 
acknowledging  and  recording  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  a 
certificate,  in  a  prescribed  form,  the  trustees  named  therein  and 
their  successors  should  be  a  body  corporate,  with  all  the  ordinary 
powers  and  privileges  of  a  corporation,  and  such  other  specified 
powers  as  were,  adapted  to  the  particular  objects  of  the.  association. 
As  this  was  an  entirely  new  provision  in  our  laws,  it  went  the 
whole  length  of  asserting  a  right  in  the  Legislature  to  pass  gene- 
ral laws  for  the  creation  of  corporations,  in  the  mode  which  had 
b^en  practised  previous  to  the  adoption  of  the  present  Constitution. 

This  title  vras  proposed  by  the  revisers  on  the  ground  that  such 
corporations  would  prove  beneficial  to  the  public,  and  to  avoid  the 
necessity  of  legislating  in  every  case  where  persons  should  be  de- 
sirous of  forming  such  associations. 

That  (uch  corporations  might  prove  both  useful  ^nd  l^^froless, 
will  be  readily  granted.  But  the  character  or  object  of  the  corpo- 
ration is  wholly  unimportant  in  the  decision  of  this  question.  The 
Constitution  has  made  no  distinction  between  those  corporate  fran- 
chises which  are  granted  almost  as  a  matter  of  course,  and  those 
which  are  conferred  with  greater  caution;  and  if  the  Legislature 
can  by  general  laws  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  such  persons 
as  shall  associate  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  orbituary  seotety^ 
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it  can  in  like  manner  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  such  persons 
4is  may  associate  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  business  of 
banking,  insurance,  or  receiving  and  executing  trusts.  Ahhough 
this  remark  may  prove  nothing  against  the  power  of  the  Legisla- 
ture to  pass  laws  of  this  description,  it  shows  that  the  question  is 
one  of  more  than  ordinary  importance,  and  that  it  ought  to  be  very 
<:arefu]ly  considered  before  yielding  to  the  contrary  opinion  from 
that  which  has  been  expressed  in  this  report. 

The  argument  in  favor  of  the  right  to  legislate  in  the  manner 
^hich  has  been  mentioned,  must  proceed  on  the  ground  that  the 
Constitution  has  made  no  change  in  relation  to  corporations,  ex- 
"cept  in  the  number  of  votes  necessary  to  their  creation;  and  that  if 
general  laws  passed  for  that  purpose,  receive  the  assent  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members,  the  constitutional  requirement  is  satisfi- 
ed. It  is  believed,  however,  that  the  assent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  to  a  bill  under  which  an  indefinite  number  of  corporations 
may  spring  into  existence,  does  not  answer  the  requirement  of  the 
Constitution,  but  that  such  assent  must  be  given  to  a  bill  creating 
«ome  one  or  more  corporations  in  particular. 

In  the  interpretation  of  the  Constitution  we  ought,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, to  enter  into  the  mind  and  intention  of  those  who  framed  the 
iostrument,  and  adopt  that  construction  which  will  best  fulfil  the 
eod  for  which  it  was  made.  The  conduction  should  be  such  as 
will  not  sufiTer  any  provision  to  be  eluded:  and  in  doubtful  cases 
the  consequences  of  a  particular  interpretation  may  properly  be 
regarded  in  attempting  to  ascertain  the  meaning  of  the  instrument 

The  inquiry  then  is,  what  was  the  intention  of  the.  convention 
in  adopting  the  provision  under  consideration,  and  what  construc- 
tion, consistent  with  the  letter  of  the  instrument,  will  most  fully 
carry  that  intention  into  effect 

The  language  of  the  section,  omitting  the  parts  which  are  not 
material  to  the  present  inquiry,  is  as  follows:  **  The  assent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  elected-  to  each  branch  of  the  Legislature 
shall  be  requisite  to  eyery  bill  creating  any  body  politic  or  corpo- 
rate." 

It  is  impossible  to  read  the  clause  without  perceiving  that  the  de- 
sign of  the  convention  was  to  impose  a  check  on  the  increase  of  cor- 
porate bodies.     The  future  grant  of  such  franchises  waii^not  wholly 
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prohibited,  for  the  reason  that  these  artificial  bodies  have,  to  some 
extent,  been  found  useful,  if  not  absolutely  necessary  to  the  ad^ 
vancement  of  the  public  interests.  They  furnish  a  convenient,  if 
not  the  only  practicable  mode  of  organizing  and  giving  a  legal  ca^ 
pacity  to  colleges  and  other  seminaries  of  learning,  to  religious  so- 
cieties and  various  other  associations  connected  with  the  social  and 
moral  condition  of  the  people.  A  partnership  for  those  purposes, 
with  the  legal  consequences  which  result  from  that  relation,  would 
often  deter  indviduais  from  entering  into  such  societies.  Corpo" 
rate  bodies,  under  proper  regulations,  have  also  been  found  useful 
in  all  commercial  countries,  as  the  best  noesfns  of  aggregating  the 
necessary  amount  of  capital  for  the  rapid  and  full  development  cAT 
the  resources  of  the  State:  and  no  where  will  this  remark  apply 
with  greater  force  than  in  our  own  country,  which  is  compara* 
tivcly  new,  and  where  the  laws  do  not  favor  the  accumulation  of 
estates  in  the  same  family.  Still  it  can  not^  denied  that  there  is 
an  admixture  of  evil  in  almost  every  grant  of  corporate  privileges. 
The  stockholders  enjoy  a  partial  exemption  from  the  responsibili- 
ties which  attach  to  individuals  carrying  on  the  same  business; 
and  the  legal  remedies  against  corporations  are  in  some  cases  less 
certain  and  efficient  than  they  are  against  natural  persons.  When 
they  are  created  for  ends  which  might  with  equal  success  be  at- 
tained by  other  means,  they  enter  into  injurious  competition  with 
individual  enterprize.  When  such  grants  are  made  with  an  ex- 
clusive reference  to  the  interests  of  the  applicants;  and  when, 
however  laudable  may  be  the  object,  they  are  multiplied  beyond 
the  public  wants,  a  positive  injury  is  done  to  the  whole  commu- 
nity. 

The  subject  must  have  been  regarded  in  this  light  by  the  fra- 
mers  of  the  Constitution;  and  without  wholly  prohibiting  future 
grants,  they  imposed  such  a  check  on  the  Legislature  as  was  deem- 
ed be»t  calculated  to  secure  the  people  against  the  unnecessary  in- 
crease of  corporate  franchises.  Bills  for  the  creation  of  corpora- 
tions were  separated  from  the  mass  of  legislation  and  subjected  to 
a  new  rule;  and  that  rule  ought  to  be  expounded  in  the  manner 
best  calculated  to  give  full  effect  to  the  intention  of  the  conven- 
tion. 

The  construction  which  more  certainly  than  any  other  will  at- 
tain this  end,  is  that  which  requires  the  Legislature,  in  cases  not 
already  provided  for  by  law,  to  act  directly  on  every  question  of 
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this  description;  and  which  requires  the  assent  of  the  members — 
Dot  to  a  bill  under  which  an  indefinite  number  of  corporations  may 
spring  into  life — but  to  a  bill  creating  some  one  or  more  corporate 
bodies  in  particular.  This  construction,  While  it  is  not  inconsist- 
ent with  the  letter  of  the  Constitution,  is  best  calculated  to  give 
full  effect  to  the  intention  of  the  convention,  and  secure  the  pub- 
lic against  the  unnecessary  increase  of  corporate  franchises. 

It  has  already  been  remarked,  that  in  doubtful  cases,  the  con- 
sequences of  a  particular  interpretation  may  properly  be  regard- 
ed. If  the  Legislature  can  delegate  its  power  to  institute  corpo- 
rations, as  was  formerly  done,  by  the  laws  authorizing  the  Regents 
of  the  University  to  incorporate  colleges  and  academies,  then  laws 
may  be  passed  authorizing  a  majority  only  of  the  members  of  the 
Legislature  to  create  corporate  bodies;  or  going  still  further,  and 
delegating  that  power  to  a  joint  committee  of  the  two  houses,  or 
to  their  presiding  officers.  Such  laws,  if  not  in  direct  conflict  with 
the  letter  of  the  Constitution,  would  be  plainly  calculated  to  elude 
the  provision  under  consideration,  and  defeat  the  end  for  which  it 
was  framed  and  adopted* 

This  objection  applies  with  equal  if  not  greater  force,  to  laws 
granting  corporate  privileges  to  any  individuals,  who  may  choose 
to  associate  for  a  particular  purpose,  as  was  formerly  done  by 
the  laws  in  relation  to  manufacturing  corporations,  religious  soci- 
eties, and  the  other  voluntary  associations  which  have  been  men* 
tioned.  In  such  cases,  neither  the  Legislature,  nor  any  public 
body  or  officer,  exercises  any  discretion  about  the  creation  of  a 
particular  corporation,  but  they  come  into  being  through  the  mere 
will  of  interested  individuals. 

There  may  be  cases  where  the  public  interests  would  be  pro- 
moted by  extending  the  existing  laws  in  relation  to  voluntary  as- 
sociations, to  other  objects  than  those  for  which  provision  has  al- 
ready been  made;  but  this  cannot  be  done  without  asserting  a 
principle  extending  to  corporations  of  every  description;  and 
when  such  a  principle  shall  be  sanctioned  and  carried  ihto  prac- 
tice, that  part  of  the  Constitution  which  relates  to  the  creation  of 
corporate  bodies  will,  for  all  valuable  purposes,  become  a  dead 
letter. 

The  only  remaining  inquiry  relates  to  the  bill  referred  by  the 
Senate.     Associations  under  the  act  of  1811  maybe  formed  in 
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'any  part  of  the  State,  but  the  certificate  of  their  organizatioiiF 
must  specify  ^'the  names  of  the  town  and  county  in  which  the 
manufacturing  operation?  of  the  company  are  to  be  carried  on."* 
This  act  does  not  extend  to  associations  for  the  manufacture  of 
feather.  These  were  provided  for  by  the  act  of  1817,  under 
which  associations  may  be  formed  in  any  part  of  the  State;  but 
there  is  a  proviso,  that  ''no  company  or  companies,  who  shall  be* 
eome  a  body  corporate  under  this  act,  .shall  be  allowed  to  locate 
their  establishment,  in  any  other  counties  than  Greene  and  Delete 
ware.  By  the  act  of  1819  this  proviso  was  extended  to  the  coun* 
%y  of  Oneida.  The  bill  referred  by  the  Senate  declares  that  '^  any 
number  of  persons,  who  may  associate  together  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  on  the  business  of  tanning  and  manufacturing  leather,  ia 
the  counties  of  Orange  and  Sullivan^  or  either  of  them,  may  be-^^ 
come  ft  body  corporate,"  on  conforming  to  the  requirements  o£ 
the  act  of  181 K 

Although  associations  for  the  same  general  object — the  mann- 
facture  of  leather — ^may  now  be  formed  in  any  part  of  the  State, 
yet,  as  they  cannot  locate  their  works  in  the  counties  of  Orange 
or  SntHvan,  the  bill  does,  in  effect,  provide  for  associations  whicli 
are  not  now  authorized  by  law.  The  bill  is  either  utterly  useless^ 
or  else  it  proceeds  on  the  ground  that  associations  will  be  formed 
under  it  which  would  not  be  formed  without  it;  and  it  is  then  sub^ 
ject  to  the  objection  already  stated  against  this  mode  of  creating 
corporations. 

If  the  Legislature  can  authorize  the  increase  of  these  voluntary 
associations,  by  extending  the  field  of  their  employment,  it  is  not 
perceived  why  they  may  not  also  be  increased  by  multiplying  the 
objects  for  which  such  associations  may  now  be  formed.  There 
is  no  difierence  in  principle  between  the  two  cases. 

It  is  not  doubted  that  the  Legislature  may  amend  the  present 
system  for  the  incorporation  of  voluntary  associations,  nor  that 
those  laws  might  have  been  revised  as  well  as  other  public  sta- 
tutes. But  under  color  of  amendment,  the  system  cannot  be  ex- 
tended so  far  as  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  associations 
which  are  not  now  authorized  by  law.  This  would  be  an  attempt 
to  do  indirectly,  that  which  the  Constitution  has  prohibited. 

This  construction  may  render  it  necessary  to  legislate  specially 
for  several  manufacturing  and  other  corporations,  which,  inde- 
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pendent  of  the  Constitution,  might,  with  safety  to  the  pablic,  be 
provided  for  by  general  laws;  but  the  inconvenience  which  the 
Legislature  will  suffer,  is  a  matter  of  no  moment  when  compared 
with  the  principle  involved  in  the  adoption  of  a  difierent  rule. 

What  has  been  said  in  this  report  may  be  briefly  summed  up  as 
follows: 

First.  The  Legislature  may,  by  one  act,  create  two  or  more 
corporate  bodies. 

Second,  The  existing  general  laws  for  the  incorporation  of  vo* 
luntary  associations,  have  not  been  abrogated,  and  associations 
may  now  be  formed  under  them,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  like 
effect,  as  was  done  before  the  present  Constitution  was  adopted. 

Third.  The  Legislature  can  not  now  provide  by  general  laws 
for  the  incorporation  of  voluntary  associations,  but  must  act  di- 
rectly in  every  grant  of  corporate  privileges— creating  some  one 
or  more  corporations  in  particular. 

Fourth.  The  existing  laws  for  the  incorporation  of  voluntary 
associations  may  be  amended;  but  not  in  such  a  manner  as  to  au- 
thorize associations  which  are  not  now  provided  for  by  law. 

The  bill  referred  by  the  Senate  authorizes  associations  which 
could  not  be  formed  under  the  existing  laws,  and  consequently 
goes  beyond  the  constitutional  power  of  the  Legislature.

Of  the  Superintendent  and  Inspector  of  Salt  in  Onon- 
daga County.

SIR— 

Herewith  I  send  yoa  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  and  In- 
spector of  salt  in  the  county  of  Onondaga.

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In  obedience  to  the  sixteenth  section  of  chapter  ninth,  title  ten^ 
of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  the  Saperintendent  of  the 
Onondaga  salt  springs,  and  the  Inspector  of  salt  in  the  county  of 
Onondaga, 

Respectfully  Rbport: 

That  during  the  year  1834,  there  has  been  inspected  in  the  town 
of  Salina,  l,943,252f  f  bushels  of  salt,  of  which  the  annexed  table 
exhibits  the  quantity  inspected  in  each  village  in  the  several 
months  during  said  year. 

There  has  been  expended  in  the  engineer  department  during 
said  year,  94fil6.46;  and  there  has  been  collected  from  that 
source  •3,886.10. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  there  has  been  a  considerable  ex- 
penditure in  excavating  a  large  reservoir  on  the  high  ground  about 
midway  between  the  villages  of  Salina  and  Liverpool,  made  to  ac- 
commodate the  manufactories  at  the  later  place;  also  in  searching 
for  a  better  supply  of  salt  water;  and  also  in  repairing  the  two 
old  pumps  at  the  village  of  Salina. 

One  of  these  pumps  failedin  the  month  of  September  last,  and 
was  repaired  (by  making  it  mostly  new,)  and  put  in  operation  ear- 
ly in  November  after.  Since  the  close  of  the  canal  navigation,, 
the  other  one  was  examined  and  found  so  near  worn  out,  that  it 
was  deemed  advisable  to  repair  it  to  prevent  a  failure  at  a  season 
of  the  year  when  it  would  be  inconvenient  or  impossible  to  supply 
the  manufactories  with  salt  water,  without  the  efficient  operation 
of  all  the  pumps.  This  one  has,  therefore,  also  been  repaired,  and 
now  all  the  public  pumps  are  in  good  order. 

The  number  and  extent  of  the  salt  manufactories,  as  exhibited 
in  the  annexed  table,  (shewing  the  present  number  and  capacity,) 
it  will  be  seen,  are  enlarged  and  increased  during  the  year. 
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Last  spring,  after  the  i^eduction  of  the  duties  on  the  salt  manu^ 
fartured  in  this  State,  the  undersigned  were  adnyonished  of  the  ne-* 
cessity  of  procuring  more  hrinc  of  the  best  quality,  for  the  use  of 
the  manufacturers  who  receive  their  supply  from  the  springs  in  the 
village  of  Salina,  than  the  one  spring  there  producing  such  briner 
will  yield.  For  the  purpose  of  enabling  us  so  to  supply  them,  we 
commenced  boring  a  new  well,  several  rods  northerly  of  the  other 
wells  in  Salina  village,  and  have  penetrated  the  earth  about  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  feet,  but  have  failed  in  procuring  a  good 
quality  of  brine,  and  have  abandoned  that  place. 

Some  part  of  the  last  summer  the  best  spring  at  Salina  did  not 
afford  sufficient  brine  for  the  use  of  the  several  manufactories 
usually  receiving  their  supply  from  that  source.  To  remedy  that 
deficiency  as  far  as  we  were  able,  we  Were  compelled  to  raise 
brine  of  an  inferior  quality,  and  mingle  with  the  best.  And  after 
adopting  this  course,  there  was  still  a  deficiency,  which  caused  a 
suspension  in  the  operation  of  nearly  all  the  manufactories  located 
in  the  village  of  Liverpool,  for  about  one  month  in  the  best  part  of 
the  season.  The  manufacturers  of  that  village  formerly  received 
their  supply  of  brine  from,  a  spring  on  the  margin  of  the  Onondaga 
lake,  adjacent  to  their  manufactories.  But  some  time  after  that 
period,  brine  of  a  better  quality  was  discovered  in  the  viNage  of 
Salina;  after  which  the  manufacturers  of  Liverpool  found  it  im* 
possible  to  compete  with  their  neighbours,  while  using  salt  water 
of  an  inferior  quality.  They  abandoned  their  spring,  and  so«ight 
salt  water  from  other  places.  They  have,  for  the  last  three  year&r, 
been  supplied  from  Salina,  except  about  one  month  last  summer,  as 
before  stated. 

The  manufacturers  at  Liverpool  manifc^st  an  anxiety  to  have  a 
well  bored  near  their  old  spring  in  that  village,  to  the  depth  of 
those  in  the  village  of  Salina,  believing  water  of  the  same  quality 
of  that  found  at  Salina,  would  be  found  there.  The  Superinten- 
dent has  not  acceeded  to  their  request,  inasmuch  as  there  would 
be  no  water  power  there  which  he  could  use  to  raise  the  brine  if 
discovered,  as  he  is  not  invested  with  authority  to  take  water  from 
that  level  of  the  Oswego  canal.  To  obviate  this,  we  are  informed 
the  manufacturers  of  that  village  intend  petitioning  your  honorable 
body  to  pass  a  bill  authorizing  the  Seperintendcnt  to  take  the  wa- 
ter from  that  level,  as  he  now  is  authorized  to  take  it  from  the  Sa- 
lina level;  and  also  making  it  the  duty  of  the  Canal  Commission- 
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era  to  take  the  Onondaga  creek  into  said  level,  (if  it  shall  be  ascer- 
tained to  be  necessary,)  to  propel  a  pump  to  be  erected  there,  in 
<^ftse  good  salt  water  shall  be  discovered.  We  think  it  reasonable 
^hat  their  prayer  should  be  granted. 

The  present  erections  for  manufacturing  salt  in  the  town  of  Sa- 
lina,  (with  a  snfficient  supply  of  brine,)  in  our  opinion,  are  capable 
^f  producing  three  millions  of  bushels  of  salt. 

The  springs  at  the  village  of  Geddes  have  produced  an  abundant 
supply  of  salt  water  of  the  best  quality  for  the  use  of  the  manufac- 
turers of  that  pl.ice:    And  if  like  brine  could  be  discovered  in  the 
villages  of  Syracuse  and  Liverpool,  and  thereby  relieve  the  springs 
*^  SaVma  from  furnishing  salt  water  for  those  two  villages,  a  very 
deairable  object  would  be  attained.

The  Inspectors  of  the  State  Prisdb  at  Mount-Pleasant,  in  the 
county  of  Westchester,  in  pursuance  of  the  Revised  Statutes,

That  from  the  information  derived  from  the  agent  of  said  prison, 
and  from  an  examination  of  his  accounts,  it  appears  that  for  the 
year  ending  on  the  30th  day  of  September  last,  the  said  agent  has 
received  on  account  of  the  prison  from  the  earnings  of  the  con- 
victs, Including  the  raw  materials  used  by  them,  the  sum  of

The  paper  hereto  annexed,  marked  A,  shows  the  sources  from 
which  the  moneys  were  received,  which  compose  the  before  men- 
tioned sum  of  (176,990  •  84. 

The  paper  hereto  annexed,  marked  B,  shows  the  expenses  which 
in  the  preceding  account  are  mentioned,  as  well  for  the  general 
support  of  the  prison  as  for  the  other  purposes  therein  mentioned. 

The  paper  hereto  annexed,  marked  C,  shows  the  amount  paid 
for  the  support  of  female  convicts,  and  also  the  times  of  payment. 

From  the  preceding  account,  it  appears  that  the  cash  receipts 
for  the  year  exceed  the  expenditures  for  the  same  time  for  the  ge- 
neral support  of  the  prison,  by  the  sum  of  1^1,396.99.  From  30 
to  50  convicts  have,  during  the  year,  been  employed  in  building 
work-shops,  guard-houses,  &c.  The  earnings  of  that  number  of 
convicts  are  not  brought  into  the  account  as  above  stated.  To 
show  the  exact  amount  earned  within  the  year,  an  allowance  should 
be  made  for  the  labor  of  these  convicts  whilst  employed  on  works 
for  the  State. 

During  the  year,  stone  shops,  one  and  a  half  stories  high,  the 
walls  of  which  are  equal  to  310  feet  in  length,  have  been  erected 
of  cut  marble.  A  guard  house,  40  feet  long  and  22  feet  wide,  one 
and  a  half  stories  high,  built  of  cut  marble,  with  a  stone  piazza  in 
front,  has  also  been  erected.    It  is  estimated  that  the  expense  of 
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these  baildings,  which  have  been  erected  of  solid  stone  masonry, 
could  not  have  been  less  than  ^,OCM>,  if  they  had  been  built  by  citi- 
zens labor. 

The  fiscal  concerns  of  the  prison  are  in  a  very  prosperous  con- 
dition; no  year  since  the  reception  of  convicts  at  the  prison,  has 
the  receipts  from  their  earnings  equalled  those  of  the  last  year. — 
ThiSy  to  a  considerable  extent,  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  labor 
of  the  convicts  is  now  so  directed,  that  it  produces  a  return  more 
in  proportion  to  its  value,  than  has  heretofore  been  obtained.  The 
hiring  out  a  part  of  the  convicts  at  a  daily  compensation  for  each, 
so  far  reduces  the  number  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the 
agent,  that  he  is  enabled  so  to  apply  their  labor  as  to  realize  from 
it  a  proportionaUy  higher  and  better  price  than  was  formerly  ob- 
tained, when  he  directed  the  labor  of  the  whole. 

The  division  of  the  labor  into  various  mechanical  employments, 
and  placing  it  under  the  immediate  superintendence  of  men  ac- 
quainted with  and  interested  in  such  employments,  adds  considera- 
bly to  the  receipts,  beyond  what  would  probably  be  received,  if 
the  whole  number  were  employed  in  the  quarries  and  cutting 
stone.  No  one  article  is  increased  in  quantity  so  as  to  overstock 
the  market,  whilst  there  is  a  fair  demand  for  such  articles  as  are 
manufactured,  and  at  reasonable  prices.

The  number  of  convicts  has  increased  during  the  last  year,  flronv 
811  to  843,  making  an  increase  of  32.  The  number  received  da* 
ring  the  year  ending  30th  September^  1833,  was  219.  The  num-^ 
her  received  during  the  year  ending  dOtb  September*  1834,  wa» 
358,  exceeding  the  number  of  the  former  year,  39;  The  dischar*-- 
ges  from  all  causes  during  the  year  ending  30th  September,  1833^ 
were  240,  whilst  the  discharges  for  the  subsequent  year  amounted 
to  226,  being  14  less  than  in  the  preceding  year.  During  the 
last  two  years  the  whole  number  of  convicts  who  have  been  ia 
this  prison,  has  been  nearly  equal,  those  of  the  latter  year  being 
1,069,  those  of  the  former  1,051.  The  latter  exceeding  the  for- 
mer  by  18  only^ 

Although  the  past  year  has  somewhat  added  to  the  number  or 
convicts  in  this  prison,  we  have  an  assurance  that  their  punish- 
ment will  not  be  a  charge  to  the  State,  but  that  its  expense  will  be 
fully  defrayed  by  their  own  labor* 

The  number  of  solitary  cells  in  this  prison  is  one  thousand,  all 
of  which  are  in  good  condition,  a  number  sufficiently  large  to  an- 
swer all  purposes  for  the  present,  and  probably  for  many  years  tor 
come. 

The  paper  hereto  annexed  marked  F,  shows  the  manner  in  which 
the  convicts  were  employed  on  the  90th  dffy  of  September 
last,  from  which  it  will  be  perceived  that  various  kinds  of  me- 
chanical business  are  carried  on  at  the  prison,  and  the  numbers 
which  are  employed  in  each.  More  or  less  mechanical  business 
has  always  been  carried  on  at  the  prison  since  the  buildings 
were  so  far  completed  as  to  release  the  convicts  from  that  bu- 
siness. As  opportunities  have  offered  to  make  advantageous  con- 
tracts for  the  labor  of  the  convicts,  the  agent  has  availed  himself 
of  them.  We  are  satisfied  that  this  mode  of  disposing  of  their 
labor  has  been  thus  far  beneficial  to  the  establishment.  Within 
the  last  year  several  different  kinds  of  mechanical  business  have 
been  commenced  which  before  were  not  carried  on  at  the  prison. 

Th)3  agent  is  by  law  required,  expressly,  to  use  his  best  endea- 
vors to  defray  all  the  expenses  of  the  prison  by  the  labor  of  the 
prisoners.  This  legislative  direction  has  been  well  observed,  as 
appears  from  the  accounts  of  the  agent  which  accompany  this  re- 
port. 
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The  paper  hereto  annexed,  marked  6,  contains  a  list  of  all  the  con- 
tracts entered  into  within  the  year,  hy  which  the  convicts  are  em- 
ployed, setting  forth  the  portion  of  the  work  on  contracts  for  mar* 
bie  that  has  been  furnished,  the  sums  of  money  received  thereon, 
the  probable  time  of  their  completion,  and  the  amount  which  will 
then  remain  and  become  due. 

In  addition  to  these  contracts,  orders  are  frequently  sent  to  the 
n^cni  to  furnish  particular  articles,  without  any  agreement  as  to 
price;  when  the  article  is  furnished  a  reasonable  price  is  diarged. 

The  report  of  A.  K.  HoflTman,  the  physician  to  the  prison,  is 
hereto  annexed,  marked  H,  and  shews  the  health  of  the  convicts 
for  the  year,  the  number  of  deaths,  with  thfeir  causes. 

Although  the  number  of  deaths  is  smaller  than  those  of  the 
preceding  year,  yet  the  institution  was  visited  with  the  Asiatic  cho- 
lera; but  former  experience  and  vigilant  attention  to  every  indica- 
tion of  disease,  enabled  the  officers  of  the  prison  to  avert  the  fatal 
consequences  which  in  1832  were  attendant  upon  that  disease  at 
the  prison.  Upon  the  whole,  the  health  of  the  convicts  for  the 
year  has*  been  remarkably  good. 

The  report  of  the  chaplain  is  also  hereto  annexed,  and  is  mark- 
ed I,  from  which  appears  the  moral  condition  of  the  convicts  at 
the  prison. 

The  persons  necessarily  employed  in  and  about  the  prison  in 
superintending  the  business  and  guarding  the  convicts,  were  as 
follows,  on  the  30th  of  September  last:  One  agent,  one  clerk,  one 
deputy  keeper,  twenty-three  assistant  keepers  and  twenty-three 
guards,  including  the  sergeant  of  the  guard,  a  number  believed  to 
be  necessary  for  the  security  of  the  institution  and  the  proper  con- 
trol and  direction  of  the  convicts  in  their  various  occupations. 

The  paper  hereto  annexed,  marked  J,  contains  a  list  of  the  fe- 
male convicts  who  have  been  for  the  six  months  ending  20th  No- 
vember last,  supported  at  Bellevue,  and  who  on  that  day  remained 
in  confinement,  under  a  contract  made  by  the  Inspectors  of  this 
prison  with  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  New- York,  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  authority  given  them  by  the  Revised  Statutes.  They 
are  supported  at  Bellevue  in  the  city  of  New-York. 
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On  the  23d  of  October  last  the  Inspectors  visited  the  establish- 
ment at  Bellevue,  to  see  to  the  condition  and  inquire  into  the 
treatment  and  the  manner  of  employment  of  the  Slate  convicts 
there  confined.  The  food  ^hich  is  furnished  to  these  convicts  is 
of  a  coarse  but  wholesome  kind,  and  in  quantity  is  sufficient  to 
satisfy  them.  The  clothing  is  also  sufficient  in  quality  and  quan- 
tity. They  are  employed  in  making  and  mending  clothes  for  the 
city  convicts,  the  inmates  of  the  penitentiary,  and  in  washing. 
These  convicts  are  supported  at  an  expense  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars each  per  year.  The  number  at  the  time  of  our  visit  was 
twenty. 

In  November,  1831',  the  number  was  46;  in  November,  1832, 
the  number  was  36;  in  November,  1833,  the  number  was  30,  and 
in  November,  1834,  the  number  was  19.  Shewing  a  diminution 
from  year  to  year  in  the  number  of  female  convicts  in  this  prison 
district. 

Although  the  number  has  been  much  reduced  wifhin  a  few 
years,  it  docs  not  satisfy  us  that  the  reduction  will  be  continued 
until  we  have  no  convicts  of  this  description.  From  past  experi- 
ence we  can  not  expect  the  number  to  become  much  less  than  it 
now  is,  the  new  convicts  will  probably  about  supply  the  places  of 
those  discharged  by  expiration  of  sentence  and  otherwise. 

So  long  as  we  have  female  convicts,  it  is  believed  something 
should  be  done  for  their  moral  reformation.  Much  less  has  been 
done  by  this  State  to  promote  the  moral  improvement  of  female 
than  male  convicts;  indeed,  nothing  has  been  done  for  the  former. 
When  a  female  is  convicted,  she  is  confined  in  the  same  room  with 
other  convicts  of  her  sex;  no  regard  is  paid  to  the  nature  of  the 
crime,  her  age,  the  circumstances  under  which  it  was  committed, 
or  the  character  of  those  with  whom  she  is  associated  by  her  con- 
finement: convicts  of  ail  colours  and  of  all  degrees  of  crime  are 
kept  in  one  room,  without  the  restraints  of  salutary  discipline. 
This  mode  of  punishment  becomes  a  school  in  which  vice  and  im- 
morality are  encouraged  by  the  precept  and  example  of  the  roost 
worthless  and  depraved,  and  virtue  and  morality  denounced  as 
limiting  the  indulgence.of  their  vicious  propensities.  The  place  in 
which  they  are  confined  forbids  the  introduction  of  a  system  of 
discipline  similar  to  that  which  has  been  used  with  so  much  suc- 
cess with  the  male  convicts. 
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If  any  effort  is  to  be  made  to  reclaim  the  unfortunate  and  vi- 
cious female  convicts,  it  can  not  be  done  without  a  suitable  build- 
ing for  their  reception  and  confinement.  We  have  no  such  build- 
ing under  our  control;  and  by  the  contract  with  the  corporation 
of  New- York,  for  keeping  the  female  convicts,  we  have  no  direc- 
tion of  their  einployment,  nor  in  the  selection  of  those  who  have 
the  immediate  charge  of  them. 

That  a  serious  effort  should  be  made  to  effect  a  moral  reform  in 
this  class  of  convicts  we  do  not  hesitate  to  recommend.  For  this 
purpose  a  suitable  building  should  be  erected,  the  necessary  rules 
and  regulations  for  its  government  adopted,  and  proper  persons 
selected  to  superintend  the  conduct  and  employment  of  its  inmates. 

In  our  last  annual  report  we  recommended  the  erection  of  a  pri- 
son for  female  convicts,  to  be  located  on  the  State  farm  at  Sing- 
Sing,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  State  Prison  at  that  place,  to  which 
the  female  convicts  from  the  Mount-Pleasant  prison  district  should 
be  sent.  To  that  report  we  would  refer  for  the  reason  for  locating 
such  a  prison  at  Mount-Pleasant. 

We  again  repeat  the  recommendation;  and  do  so  with  the  con- 
fident belief  that  if  direction  is  given  for  the  erection  of  a  prison 
for  female  convicts,  it  can  be  built  without  aid  from  the  treasury. 
That  the  funds  now  in  the  hands  of  the  agent,  and  probable  sur- 
plus earnings  of  the  male  convicts,  beyond  the  expense  of  their 
support  and  confinement,  will  be  sufficient  in  a  few  years  to  de- 
fray the  whole  cost  of  such  a  building  as  would  be  adequate  to  the 
object  intended. 

This,  however,  is  upon  the  supposition  that  the  convicts  can  be 
as  profitably  employed  as  they  have  been  for  a  year  or  two  past. 
If  the  prison  is  not  visited  by  disease,  as  in  1832,  and  if  no  sub- 
stantial change  in  their  employment  is  directed,  we  fully  believe 
that  with  the  surplus  funds  of  the  institution,  and  with  the  labor 
of  the  convicts,  such  a  building  can  be  erected  without  the  appro- 
priation of  a  dollar  from  the  treasury. 

We  have  before  stated  and  again  repeat,  that  the  convicts  at 
Bellevue  are  kept  with  much  reluctance.  The  commissioners  of 
the  alms-house,  with  whom  the  contract  was  made,  desire  its  ter- 
mination. Should  they  put  an  end  to  it,  and  decline  longer  to 
furnish  the  prison  apartments  which  the  female  convicts  occupy, 
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no  place  would  then  be  in  our  power  to  which  they  could  be  re* 
moved  and  confined. 

How  long  the  present  arrangement  may  be  continued  is  uncer- 
tain. The  wants  of  the  city  may  soon  require  the  whole  of  the 
prison  at  Bellevue  for  the  detention  of  its  own  prisoners  and  con- 
finement of  its  own  convicts. 

For  the  current  year  we  have  no  doubt  but  the  earnings  of  the 
convicts  will  defray  the  expenses  of  the  establishment,  and  also 
the  expense  of  such  additional  buildings,  and  such  alteration  and 
improvements  in  those  already  erected  as  may  be  required  for  the 
accommodation  of  business  and  the  security  of  the  prison. 

The  paper  hereto  annexed,  marked  K,  contains  an  inventory  of 
the  property  belonging  to  the  prison,  on  the  30th  day  of  Septem- 
ber last. 

The  paper  hereto  annexed,  marked  L,  contains  a  list  of  convicts 
received  at  the  prison  within  the  year  ending  September  30,  1834. 

The  paper  hereto  annexed,  marked  M,  contains  a  list  of  con- 
victs who  have  been  discharged  from  prison,  by  reason  of  the  eic- 
piration  of  sentence,  within  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1834. 

The  papers  hereto  annexed,  and  numbered  from  1  to  12  inclu- 
sive, contain  copies  of  the  monthly  accounts  of  the  agent  of  the 
prison,  for  the  year  ending  30th  September,  1834,  which  have 
been  furnished  to  the  Inspectors  of  the  prison. 

The  business  of  quarrying  marble,  cutting  and  fitting  it  for  use, 
yet  continues  to  be  a  principal  business  carried  on  at  the  prison. 
The  marble  quarries  on  the  State  farm  are  much  in  the  same  con- 
dition they  have  been  for  some  years  past;  but  little  change  is  appa- 
rent. When  the  mass  of  rock  in  one  place  is  removed,  or  its  quali- 
ty ceases  to  be  good,  resort  is  had  to  other  places  which  appear 
more  favorable.  The  labor  of  the  convicts,  although  often  very- 
great,  soon  uncovers  other  masses,  which  are  quarried  and  fitted 
for  sale.  There  is  no  uniform  indication  in  the  quarries;  the  moat 
promising  masses  often  turn  out  of  little  value,  whilst  those  which 
present  unfavorable  indications  often  yield  the  best  return  for  the 
labor  bestowed. 


There  if  an  abaniliace  of  anerUe  «o  the  State  famii  and  io  hng 
«8  the  quality  reaiaiaa  at  k  now  ie^  and  ihe  difficulty  of  quarrying 
is  not  much  increased  beyond  the  expense  inrhich  now  attends  it^ 
^e  believe  it  should  be  a  principal  business  at  which  the  convicts 
may  be  employed. 

But  should  the  t}uarries  Tail,  or  cease  to  produce  such  an  article 
as  win  meet  a  ready  sale  in  market,  the  convicts  must  be  employ* 
«d  at  some  other ,  business.  'I'he  uncertain  dependetice  tiplon  th6 
quarries  renders  it  expedient  to  have  othet  employment  !n  readi- 
ness should  this  dependence  fail.  The  variety  of  mechanical  bu* 
«iness  which  can  be  carried  on  advantageously  seems  to  furnish 
the  only  mode  of  employing  the  convicts  when  the  marble  busi* 
ness  shall  be  discontinued.  In  view  of  such  a  contingency  we 
consider  the  introduction  of  mechanical  business  as  well  calculated 
to  promote  the  permanent  success  of  the  prison  in  defraying  its 
expenses. 

By  the  report  of  the  physician  it  appears  that  the  average  num- 
ber of  prescriptions,  which  he  makes  daily  for  the  convicts,  ex- 
ceeds forty.  His  attendance  is  required  daily  at  the  prison,  and  if 
any  occurrence  renders  his  attendance  necessary  more  than  once 
a  day,  his  visit  must  be  repeated.  The  greater  part  of  the  day  is 
frequently  devoted  to  this  duty.  When  an  unusual  degree  of 
sickness  prevails  among  the  convicts,  almost  his  whole  time  is  em- 
ployed, so  much  so  as  to  impair  essentially  his  professional  prac- 
tice out  of  the  prison:  when  that  would  be  most  profitable  abroad 
he  is  usually  most  employed  at  the  prison* 

We  are  perfectly  satisfied  with  his  services,  and  believe  that  for 
the  attention  and  time  which  he  bestows  he  is  justly  entitled  to  a 
better  compensation  than  we  can,  in  pursuance  of  the  law,  allow 
bim.  We  would  respectfully  ask  that  the  compensation  which  we 
are  authorized  to  allow  him  may  be  increased:  that  it  be  fixed  by 
law  at  a  specific  sum;  or  that  the  Inspectors  be  authorized  to  al- 
low him  an  additional  annual  compensation,  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  beyond  the  sum  we  are  now  permitted  to 
allow. 

The  sergeant  of  the  guard  too,  we  think  entitled  to  an  increase 
of  compensation.  He  is  now  entitled  to  no  more  pay  than  any 
one  of  the  guard,  whilst  all  the  responsibility  of  that  branch  of  the 
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goyernment  of  the  prison  devotes  od  him.  His  pay  is  twenty-fire 
dollars  a  month;  as  increase  of  fiye  dollars  a  month  is  respectfally 
recommended*

RE8PfiCTFi;L.LY  Rbports: 

That  during  the  past  year,  the  convicts  have  been  nlore  hc?althy 
than  for  several  preceding  years,  with  the  exception  of  the  months 
of  August  and  September.  Early  in  the  month  of  August,  diar- 
rhcBa,  and  other  derangements  of  the  digestive  organs,  veere  very 
prevalent,  and  continued  so  until  the  latter  part  of  the  preseat 
month.  Toward  the  close  of  the  month  of  August,  those  com- 
plaints assumed  decidedly  the  character  of  the  premonitory  symp- 
toms, or  first  stage  of  spasmodic  cholera:  only  five,  however,  took 
the  extreme  symptoms  of  that  disease,  all  of  whom  recovered. 

The  average  number  of  sick,  confined  in  the  hospital,  per  day^ 
for  each  month,  is  as  follows:

Report  of  the  Chaplain^, 

The  moral  condition  of  the  prison  is  not  essentially  different 
from  that  of  the  preceding  year.  There  have  been  many  cases  of 
apparent  penitence  and  reformation,  and  some  of  deep  interest. 
It  is  not  unfrequently  found  that  persons  exhibiting  strong  convic- 
tions, ffreat  sorrow  on  account  of  their  confinement,  and  resolv- 
ing to  live  a  difierent  life  on  their  discharge,  when  they  are  sent 
out  into  the  world,  become  involved  i^ain  in  crime;  but  it  is  an  ex- 
tremely rare  occurrence,  that  a  person  who  has  given  good  et^an- 
gelical  evidence  that  he  has  been  bom  again  is  found  recommitted 
to  this  prison  or  to  any  other.  Among  all  the  recommittals  to  this 
prison,  during  the  last  five  years,  there  has  not  been  one  of  the 
above  description  that  has  come  to  my  knowledge. 

Our  Sunday  school  has  been  continued  through  the  season  with 
the  same  indefatigable  devotedness  on  the  part  of  the  teachers, 
and  with  the  same  anxious  interest  and  proficiency  on  the  part  of 
the  convicts.  In  my  late  inquiries  among  the  convicts  on  the  sub- 
ject of  education,*  it  is  gratifying  often  to  hear  that  they  can  now 
read  very  well,  though  they  could  not  when  they  entered  the  pri- 
son. 

During  the  past  year  increased  efforts  have  been  made  to  ascer- 
tain the  conduct  of  men  discharged  from  this  prison.  For  this 
Earpose  a  number  of  blank  letters  have  been  printed,  which  are  to 
e  addressed  to  post-masters,  sheriffs,  clergymen,  or  any  person 
most  likely  to  give  the  desired  information.  And  while  the  result 
of  this  inquiry  is,  in  some  instances,  encouraging  to  the  friends  of 
the  institution,  in  general,  it  goes  to  prove,  more  and  more  strong- 
ly, the  mournful  fact,  that  with  all  the  inventions  nand  rigour  of 
discipline,  no  mere  human  device  can  change  the  nature  of  man. 
With  all  the  embarrassments  of  the  situation,  the  means  of  moral 
and  religious  reformation  are  as  successful  as  the  most  sanguine 
friends  can  reasonably  expect. 

On  the  subject  of  education,  I  have  formerly  given  the  result  of 
a  tedious  and  very  minute  examination.

The  committee  on  engrossed  bills  shall  examine  all  bills,  amend* 
ments  and  resolutions,  before'  they  go  out  of  possession  of  the  Se- 
nate, and  make  report  when  they  find  them  correctly  engrossed;

Of  the  committee  on  roads  and  bridges  on  the  petition 
of  the  cmnmissioners  appointed  under  the  law  au- 
thorising the  construction  of  a  road  from  Port  Kent 
to  Hoj^nton. 


Afr.  Seser,  from  the  oonunittee  on  roads  and  bridges,  to  which 
"was  referred  the  petition  of  the  commisflioners  appointed  under  the 
law  authorising  the  conttruction  of  a  road  from  Port  Kent  to  Hop- 
idnton, 

REPORTED: 

That  the  petitioners  pray  for  anthority  to  erect  two  half  loll 
gates  on  the  Port  Kent  and  Hopidnton  road  in  lieu  of  Uie  one  now 
established  by  law« 

The  construction  of  this  road  was  authorised  by  an  act  passed 
in  1839,  and  an  appropriation  of  •25,686  was  made  by  the  State 
with  the  view  of  enhancing  the  value  of  the  lands  through  which 
it  passed,  and  rendering  the  school  fund  more  productive*  In  ad* 
dition  to  this  sum,  il2,500  was  authorized  to  be  raised  by  a  local 
tax  upon  all  lands  lying  within  three  miles  of  the  road,  excepting, 
however,  from  its  operation  the  lands  belonging  to  the  State. — 
llpon  the  proper  application  of  these  sums,  and  upon  the  comple- 
tion of  the  road,  the  commissioners  were  required  to  erect  a  toll- 
gate  at  such  point  as  they  should  deem  most  eligible,  and  the  mo- 
neys collected  at  such  gate  were  to  be  expended  in  repairs. 
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The  coimniBtioiieri  allege  that  the  setttements  and  basinets  of 
the  country  are  such  as  to  render  the  present  toll  gate  of  little 
avail  in  furnishing  them  wjth  the  means  to  repair  the  road,  the 
travel  being  principally  confined  to  its  extremitieSi  while  the  gate 
is  situated  near  its  centre;  that  two  gates,  with  permission  to  take 
only  half  toll,  eligibly  situated,  would  contribute  something  to* 
wards  bettering  its  condition. 

As  the  State  has  contributed  liberally  towards  this  road,  and  as 
its  improvement  is  a  matter  of  somie  moment  to  the  public  lands 
through  which  it  passes,  your  committee  can  see  no  reasonable  ob- 
jection to  granting  the  prayer  of  the  petifloneyf» 

At  the  suggestion  of  one  of  the  commissioners,  the  committee 
have  inserted  a  clause  in  the  bill  providing  for  the  protection  of 
the  gatea»  and  inflictii^  a  )penalty  for  evading  the  payment  of  tolls. 
Leave  it  askell  to  iitreduoe  the  bilk

It  is  to  be  remarked  that,  from  the  fact  that  moneys  OTiring  from 
contractors  to  the  State  are  not  always  paid  when  due,  tbe  re* 
ceipts  and  earnings  do  not  correspond  in  amount 

The  result  shows  that  the  balance  of  earnings  and  profits,  for 
the  year  ending  September  30,  1834,  over  the  expenditures  for 
general  support  and  ordinary  repairs,  is  •5,494. 53.  ,And  the 
balance  of  cash  in  favor  of  the  prison,  after  deducting  the  total 
expenditures  from  the  total  amount  of  funds  on  hand*,  for  same 
period,  is  •2,399.82.  For  the  particulars  to  support  the  above 
statement,  and  observations  upon  the  same,  we  beg  leave  to  refer 
to*  the  report  of  the  agent,  which  is  annexed. 

Thus  it  appears  that  this  prison  has  kept  itself  within  its  income; 
and  considering  the  difficulties  it  has  had  to  contend  with,  in  the 
general  depression,  during  part  of  the  year,  of  the  business  of  the 
country;  an  average  diminution  of  fifteen  in  its  number  of  convicts. 
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a  large  expenditure  in  the  purchase  of  land  and  preparations  for 
enlarging  the  main  enclosure;  and  also  in  the  erection  of  new 
buildings,  its  present  condition,  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view,  fully 
equals,  if  it  does  not  surpass,  its  former  flourishing  and  prosperous 
state.  This  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  faithful  and  diligent  manner 
in  which  the  agent  and  the  subordinate  officers  have  discharged 
their  duties;  and  the  ability  with  which  the  system  of  discipline 
pursued  in  this  prison  has  been  sustained,  operating  as  well  upon 
the  habits  of  industry  of  the  convicts,  as  upon  their  health  and 
moral  condition. 

It  is  confidently  believed  by -the  undersigned,  that,  so  far  as  the 
habits  of  the  prisoners,  their  health  and  moral  improvement,  and 
their  ability  to  support  themselves  by  their  own  labor  are  con- 
cerned, taken  in  connexion  with  the  punishment  designed  to  be  in- 
flicted, the  system  of  discipline  which  regulates  this  prison,  has 
advanced  to  a  degree  of  perfection  as  desirable  as  it  is  difficult  of 
attainment;  and  that,  so  far  as  the  future  financial  condition  of 
the  prison  is  concerned,  any  alterations  or  changes,  that  should 
materially  impair  this  system,  would,  as  a  necessary  consequence, 
make  the  prison  a  charge  upon  the  State. 

It  is  well  known  to  your  honorable  body,  that  the  experience  of 
many  years  has  been  necessary  to  bring  our  penitentiary  system 
to  its  present  improved  state,  and  that  it  has  now  become  a  mo- 
del, which  the  philanthropists  of  neighboring  States,  as  well  of 
foreign  countries,  find  it  an  object  to  follow,  in  their  efforts  to  me- 
liorate the  condition  of  criminals  and  to  improve  the  mode  of  pu- 
nishing crime.  The  founders  of  this  system  relied  almost  entirely 
upon  theory  for  the  ground  work  of  the  plan.  Upon  that  plan, 
experience  has  engrafted  the  most  valuable  improvements,  until  it 
may  now  be  said,  without  the  charge  of  vanity,  to  be  the  best 
system  of  prison  discipline  in  the  world. 

The  number  of  prisoners  confined  here,  on  the  first  of  January, 

1884,  was  679,  of  whom  055  were  males  and  24  females*  The 
number  discharged  by  pardon,  during  the  year  ending  1st  January, 

1885,  is.40,  all  males.  The  number  discharged  by  expiration  of 
sentence  is  169,  of  whom  163  were  males  and  6  females.  The 
number  of  deaths  are  eleven,  and  two  have  been  sent  to  the  house 
of  refuge;  making,  in  all  who  have  left  the  prison  within  the  last 
year,  213;  all  of  which  will  appear  by  reference  to  tables  No.  1 
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and  No.  2,  annexed.  The  number  received  since  the  1st  January, 
1834,  is  188,  of  whom  178  were  males  and  10  females,  of  whom 
table  No.  3  contains  the  particntars.  The  nnipber  remaining  in 
prison  this  day,  is  640,  for  whose  occupations*!  and  for  other  par* 
ticulars  concerning  them,  we  refer  to  table  No.  4. 

From  the  above  statement,  it  appears  that  the  number  of  con- 
Ticts  is  now  thirty  less  than  on  the  1st  of  January  last,  and  it  ap- 
pears by  the  annual  report  of  the  agent,  that  there  has  been  an 
average  of  fifteen  less  during  the  past  year,  and  for  seven  months 
preceding  the  31st  of  December,  ult.,  an  average  of  twenty-five 
less  than  in  the  corresponding  months  of  1833. 

Table  No.  19,  annexed,  contains  ah  inventory  of  property  in 
this  prison,  belonging  to  the  State  on  the  80th  September,  1834, 
the  termination  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  which  shows  an  increase  in 
Talue,  for  the  last  year,  of  9877.55. 

Table  No.  20,  contains  a  statement,  in  a  condensed  form,  of 
monies  received,  and  the  sources  from  whence  received;  and  the 
monies  paid,  and  on  what  account,  for  the  last  financial  year. 

Table  No.  21,  is  a  condensed  account  of  the  earnings  and  pro- 
fiti,  receipts  and  expenditures,  by  the  month,  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1834. 

Table  No.  22,  is  a  statement  showing  the  employment  of  all  the 
convicts  in  this  prison,  on  the  31st  December,  ult.,  with  a  reca- 
pitulation; by  which  it  appears,  that,  out  of  640  convicts,  489  are 
at  work  on  contract,  and  160  are  at  work  for  the  State. 

Table  No.  23,  is  a  statement  of  the  number  of  men  employed 
on  each  contract,  and  the  prices  per  man  per  day,  and  the  prices 
per  each  piece. 

By  the  report  of  the  physician  it  appears  that  there  has  been  no 
prevailing-disease.  The  deaths  are  the  same  in  number  that  oc- 
curred last  year.  We  refer  to  that  report,  which  is  annexed,  to 
show  the  names  &c.  of  those  who  have  died,  and  the  average 
number  of  those  who  have  received  medical  aid.  It  appears,  by 
this  report,  that  one  of  the  deaths  was  occasioned  by  a  fellow-con- 
vict. We  deem  it  proper  to  remark,  in  regard  to  this,  that  the 
convict  who  committed  this  act,  was  indicted  for  murder  at  the 
eoort  of  oyer  and  terminer  for  this  county,  which  was  in  sesaion 
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8000  after  the  deed  was  done;  that  his  term  expired  soon  after, 
and  he  was  delivered  over  to  the  civil  authorities,  and  that  the 
court  have  refused  to  try  him  on  account  of  his  insanity. 

The  female  department  continues  to  be  conducted  by  the  ma- 
tron, much  to  the  interests  of  the  institution.  It'is^  however, 
deeply  to  be  regretted,  that  the  inconvenience  of  the  rooms  de- 
voted to  the  females,  is  a  great  and  almost  insurmountable  obsta- 
cle to  even  a  tolerable  organization  of  that  department,  retarding, 
in  a  very  sensible  manner,  the  salutary  application  of  that  part  of 
discipline  appropriated  to  this  class  of  convicts.  Among  the  great- 
est inconveniences  may  be  enumerated  the  close  contact  into  which 
they  are  brought  by  day,  and  the  impossibility,  under  present  ar- 
rangements, to  keep  them  in  separate  cells  by  night.  We  there- 
fore take  the  liberty  of  urging  again  upon  your  consideration  the 
subject  of  a  distinct  female  prison,  and  beg  leave  to  refer  to  tho 
report  of  the  agent  of  this  prison,  as  containing  our  views  in  full 
on  this  subject 

• 

We  refer  your  honorable  body  to  the  report  of  the  chaplain  of 
the  prison,  as  containing  a  valuable  fund  of  information  relative  to 
the  moral  and  religious  condition  of  the  convicts.  An  assiduous 
attention  to  the  duties  of  his  station  gives  that  excellent  officer 
ample  opportunity  to  mark  the  effect  of  our  penitentiary  system 
upon  the  hearts  of  the  convicts.  We  cannot  here  refrain  from 
bearing  testimony  to  the  visible  effect  which  the  labors  of  the  chap- 
lain produce  upon  the  general  conduct  and  demeanor  of  the  con- 
victs, thus  aiding  the  general  prosperity  of  the  institution,  by  di- 
recting their  religious  sensibilities,  when  enkindled,  to  an  humble 
submission  to  all  the  minutias  of  discipline. 

A  number  of  highly  useful  and  important  repairs  and  alterations 
have  been  made  in  the  interior  of  the  prison,  which  have  added 
much  to  its  symmetry  and  strength.  A  very  neat  flight  of  cut 
stone  steps,  with  a  portico,  has  been  erected,  in  the  place  of  the 
decayed  wooden  steps  which  lead  into  the  area  between  the  wings. 
The  yard  has  been  dug  down,  levelled  and  flagged,  in  a  very  neat 
and  substantial  manner.  The  kitchen  has  been  removed  into  a 
building  of  stone,  erected  for  that  purpose,  it  having  been  found 
that  the  steam  from  the  boilers,  used  in  cooking,  was  decaying  the 
timbers  which  support  the  second  floor  in  the  main  building.  The 
washing  .room  has  been  removed  to  a  shop  erected  for  that  pur- 
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pose.  A  stone  building  has  been  erected  upon  the  land  purchased 
under  the  act  of  the  last  Legislature,  for  storing  provisions;  the 
jjlace  formerly  used  for  that  purpose  being  in  the  vicinity  of  th« 
dining  halls  and  some  of  the  cells,  was  the  source  of  great  incon* 
venience,  if  not  productive  of  ill  health.  A  new  water  wheel  haa 
been  constructed,  and  other  repairs  and  improvements  made,  for 
the  particulars  of  which  we  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  report  of  the 
agent. 

» 

Pursuant  to  the  act  of  the  last  session  of  your  honorable  body, 
thirteen  acres  of  land,  next  west  and  adjoining  the  prison  yard, 
were  purchased  by  the  agent  with  a  clear  and  unincumbered  title. 
A  portion  of  it  has  been  enclosed  by  a  high  plank  fence,  and  the 
rest  with  a  picket  fence.  Considerable  progress  has  ^en  made 
towards  levelling  it;  aii  extensive  stone  quarry  has  been  opened  * 
and  worked,  and  stone  of  a  good  quality  found,  some  of  whicb 
liave  been  used  to  acd vantage  in  the  buildings  and  repairs  above  al- 
luded  to;  and  it  is  confidently  expected  that  a  very  considerable 
portion  of  the  stone  that  will  be  required  to  build  the  wall  around 
the  land  designed  to  be  enclosed,  can  be  obtained  from  this  quarrj. 
These  buildings,  alterations  and  repairs  have  made  a  heavy  drain 
upon  the  funds  of  the  prison;  but  they  have  all  seemed  called  for 
by  the  urgent  necessity  of  the  case,  and  will,  in  our  opinion,  be 
productive  of  lasting  benefit  to  the  institution. 

Since  the  action  of  the  Legislature,  last  winter,  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  of  investigation,  with  powers  which  seemed 
to  have  for  their  object  to  open  the  discussion  in  regard  to  the 
existence  of  the  present  system  of  prison  discipline,  the  undersigned 
have  advised  the  agent  of  this  prison,  upon  being  consulted  j>y 
him,  that  it  was  inexpedient  to  make  any  new  contracts,  or  to  alter 
or  modify  any  contract,  for  a  greater  length  of  time  than  the  ter- 
mination of  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature;  and  the  agent 
has  in  every  respect  been  governed  by  such  suggestion. 

The  agent  of  this  prison,  by  virtue  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board 
of  Inspectors,  and  partly  in  accordance  with  a  precedent  of  one  of 
his  predecessors,  issued  a  circular  letter,  a  copy  of  which  is  an- 
nexed and  marked  A.,  and  addressed  it  to  different  individuals  of 
respectability  and  standing  in  this  prison  district,  and  particularly 
to  such  as  were  supposed  to  be  in  situations  to  have  or  to  collect 
information  in  regard  to  the  questions  asked  in  the  circular.  In 
answer  to  that  circular,  a  mass  of  information  has  been  collected. 
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The  paper  marked  B.  hereto  aoDexed,  contains  a  list  of  persons 
who  have  been  discharged  from  this  prison,  \7ith  the  initials  of  their 
names,  their  occupations  and  habits,  both  before  and  since  they 
were  discharged;  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Inspectors,  embodies 
information  of  a  most  deeply  interesting  character,  inasmuch  as  it 
has  a  direct  bearing  upon  the  reforming  influence  of  our  system. 
It  shows,  that  out  of  288  persons  discharged  from  this  prison,  154 
are  decidedly  reformed,  45  very  much  improved,  89  somewhat 
improved,  and  only  50  unreformed.  This  information  is  derived 
from  319  answers  to  the  circular;  and  the .  conclusion  deducible 
from  it  is,  that  our  penitentiary  system  operates  to  a  greater  de- 
gree than  has  been  heretofore  generally  supposed,  in  creating  a 
lasting  and  salutary  reform* 

In  answer  to  the  third  and  fourth  inquiries  contained  in  the  cir- 
cular, from  the  same  819  answers,  extracts  have  been  made  and 
handed  to  us  by  the  agent,  accompanying  his  report,  which  he  has 
marked  C.  In  a  recapitulation  thereto  annexed,  it  will  appear  that 
in  answer  to  the  third  inquiry,  167  letters  mention  articles,  said  to 
be  of  prison  manufacture,  sold  in  the  difierent  places  from  which 
the  letters  are  written,  and  152  letters  assert  that  there  are  no  such 
articles  sold;  and  41  letters  complain  of  articles,  calling  them 
State's  prison  ware,  which  are  not  manufactured  in  this  prison. 
In  answer  to  the  fourth  inquiry,  18  letters  answer  it  in  the  affir- 
mative, 282  in  the  negative,  and' 19  give  no  answer  at  all.  We 
have  taken  the  liberty  of  annexing  the  extracts  above  alluded  to, 
to  this  report,  and  they  will  be  found  marked  C. 

There  is  another  subject  to  which  we  beg  leave  to  call  your  at- 
tention. The  resident  chaplain  of  this  prison  receives  from  a  fo- 
reign benevolent  institution  (the  Prison  Discipline  Society)  a  por- 
tion of  bis  support*  We  respectfully  suggest  that  the  labors  of  the 
chaplain  are  worthy  of  entire  remuneration  from  the  State,  without 
the  aid  of  a  foreign  society,  and  therefore  recommend  that  his  sa- 
lary be  raised  to  #600  per  annum.

From  the  foregoing  detail  of  the  financial  operations  of  the  pri- 
son for  the  past  year,  the  Board  will  perceive  that  the  prison  has 
continued  to  maintain  its  former  prosperous  condition  in  this  branch 
of  its  economy^ 

The  amount  of  earnings  and  profits  is  but  little  short  of  that  of 
the  preceding  year;  and  would  probably  have  equalled,  if  not  ex- 
ceeded it,  but  for  the  decrease  of  the  number  of  convicts  in  prison 
the  past  year,  and  those  causes  which  have  operated  to  depress  the 
general  business  of  the  country* 

The  ordinary  expenses  of  the  prison  for  its  general  support  and 
ordinary  repairs,  will  not  materially  vary  from  year  to  year,  un- 
less a  considerable  increase  or  diminution  in  the  number  of  convicts 
confined  here  should  take  place;  while  the  profits  of  the  prison  will 
fluctuate  with  the  business  of  the  country,  and  popular  opinion  and 
favor,  as  well  as  the  greater  or  less  number  ot  convicts  in  prison. 
Hence  an  uniform  result  in  the  s^mount  earned,  and  of  the  nett 
profits  to  the  State,  need  not  be  looked  for. 

The  future  financial  condition  of  the  prison  cannot  with  any 
certainty  be  conjectured,  as  it  must  depend,  aside  from  the  fore- 
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going  caases,  upon  the  more  important  question,  considerably  agi-' 
tated  of  late,  whether  mechanical^  or  even  any  labor,  shall  be  per- 
formed by  the  convicts. 

With  a  view  to  that  question,  and  another  intimately  involved 
in  it,  to  wit,  the  effects  of  our  system  as  a  whole,  upon  the  convict 
after  his  discharge,  I  have,  on  your  recommendation,  forwarded 
numerous  circulars  of  inquiries  to  most  of  the  judicial  officers,  and 
many  other  individuals,  residing  in  this  prison  district;  a  copy  of 
which  circular  is  herewith  appended,  marked  A.  To  these  circu- 
lars I  have  received  three  hundred  and  nineteen  answers,  contain- 
ing information  relating  to  two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  persons 
who  have  been  discharged  from  this  prison.  From  these  answers 
there  has  been  compiled  two  tables,  with  a  summary  to  each, 
marked  B.  and  C.  Table  B.  relates  to  the  effect  of  our  system 
upon  the  convict  after  his  discharge,  and  gives  his  character  before 
conviction  and  since;  also  his  occupation  before  conviction,  while 
in  prison,  and  since  his  discharge;  with  the  initials  of  his  name, 
and  place  of  residence.  Table  C.  relates  to  the  effects  of  mecha- 
nical labor  in  the  prison,  upon  the  citizen,  mechanic  and  artizan,  and 
contains  extracts  from  every  letter  received  in  answer  to  the  cir- 
cular. 

I  deem  the  inforrnation  collected  and  embodied  in  these  tables 
important,  as  bearing  upon  the  question  of  mechanical  labor  in 
prisons;  and  have  therefore  considered  it  my  duty  to  communicate 
it  to  the  Legislature  and  the  public,  through  your  annual  report. 

From  the  tables  of  convicts  received,  discharged,  pardoned  and 
remaining,  herewith  transmitted,  you  will  perceive,  that  there  have 
been  five  less  convictions  than  in  the  preceding  year;  that  thirty- 
one  more  have  been  discharged  by  expiration  of  sentence,  and  eight 
less  by  pardon,  and  that  the  deaths  have  been  the  same;  leaving  in 
prison  thirty  less  than  on  the  31st  December,  1833. 

For  the  year  ending  30th  September,  1834,  there  has  been  an 
average  of  fifteen  convicts  less  in  the  prison  than  in  the  year  pre- 
ceding; and  for  the  last  seven  months  to  the  31st  Decembei  in- 
stant, there  has  been  an  average  of  twenty-five  less  than  in  the 
corresponding  months  of  the  preceding  year.  From  this  cause 
alone,  if  from  no  other  cause,  the  former  amount  of  earnings  must 
be  sensibly  diminished. 

Pursuant  to  an  act  of  the  last  Legislature,  early  in  May,  I  pur- 
chased, on  behalf  of  the  State,  the  land  authorized  by  that  act,  for 
the  sum  of  twenty-seven  hundred  dollars,  according  to  the  condi- 
tions of  the  act  and  contract.  Five  hundred  feet  square  of  the 
land  thus  purchased,  adjoining  the  west  wall  of  the  prison,  has  been 
surrounded  by  a  substantial  plank  fence,  twelve  feet  high;  for  the 
greater  security  of  the  convicts  while  employed  in  levelling  the 
ffround,  quarrying  stone,  and  building  the  wall  to  enclose  the  ad- 
ditional yard. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  opening  the  stone  quarry 
within  the  yard,  and  removing  the  stone  to  the  lines  of  the  intended 
walls.  A  large  stone  store-house  for  the  reception  of  the  provi- 
sions for  the  support  of  the  convicts,  has  been  erected;  besides  a 
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bam,  and  other  conveniences  in  building  the  ^alls,  &c.  About  the 
average  number  of  thirty-five  convicts  have  been  employed  in  these 
improvements  during  the  season,  who  might  otherwise  have  been 
employed  upon  contract,  and  thereby  augmented  the  profits  of  the 
prison.  The  building  of  the  walls  and  other  improvements  of  the 
new  yard,  will  be  carried  on  in  the  opening  of  the  spring,  as  fast 
as  the  surplus  earnings  appropriated  for  that  purpose  will  admit. 

Besides  these  improvements  in  the  new  yard,  others  have  been 
made  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  repairs  of  the  prison.  A  very 
substantial  and  handsome  flight  of  stone  steps  and  portico  have 
been  built  at  the  main  entrance,  from  the  rear  of  the  front  buildings 
to  the  yards:  Also  a  commodious  stone  kitchen,  which  became 
necessary,  as  it  was  found  that  the  steam  from  the  cooking  and 
washing  departments  in  the  basement  story  of  the  main  building, 
was  causing  serious  decay  in  the  floors  and  timbers  above.  These 
difficulties  are  now  obviated,  by  the  removal  of  these  branches  to 
the  buildings  erected  for  them. 

A  new  water-wheel  for  propelling  the  machinery  within  the  pri- 
son has  been  constructed,  the  old  one  having  entirely  failed  from 
decay.  The  elevation  of  the  yard  between  the  wings  of  the  pri- 
son, has  been  removed  and  commodious  walks  and  flagging  laid. 
These  extra  improvements,  with  the  payment  upon  the  purchase 
of  buildings  and  machinery  made  last  year,  have  largely  added  to 
the  expenses  of  the  prison,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  detail 
of  expenditures. 

Other  repairs  and  improvements  will  continue  to  claim  the  at- 
tention of  the  agent  of  the  prison.  The  most  important  will  be 
the  improvement  of  the  cells  in  the  north  wing,  which  require  to 
be  entirely  divested  of  the  wooden  ceilings  and  floors,  and  the 
substitution  of  brick  floors.  The  shops,  many  of  them,  require 
new  floors  and  roofs.  These  will  be  prosecuted  without  interfer- 
ing with  the  other  improvements  and  general  operations  of  the 
prison. 

There  have  been  no  new  contracts  made  by  me,  though  oppor* 
tunities  have  offered  for  making  them.  But  until  the  question  of 
the  employments  of  convicts  had  received  the  consideration  of  the 
Legislature,  I  deemed  it  most  advisable  not  to  increase  the  branch- 
es of  business  carried  on  here.  Neither  has  there  been  any  con- 
tract renewed  or  enlarged.  The  contract  for  cotton  weavers  has 
been  reduced  from  eighty-five  to  forty-five  convicts,  the  prices  re- 
maining the  same.  The  contract  for  the  shoemakers  was  about 
the  middle  of  this  month  abandoned  by  the  contractors,  from  their 
inability  to  continue  it;  they  having  failed  in  their  general  busi- 
ness. An  arrangement  has  been  made  with  another  p)erson  for  the 
employment  of  these  men  until  the  spring  opens  at  prices  eleven 
per  cent  less  than  formerly  paid;  at  which  time  it  is  presumed  the 
final  action  of  the  Legislature  will  determine  the  expediency  of 
re-contracting  their  labor  in  the  same  branch  of  business.  No 
other  alterations  have  taken  place  in  the  contracts  for  the  labor  of 
convicts  in  the  prison,  with  the  exception  of  the  transfer  of  the 
comb  makers'  contract  from  one  contractor  to  another.  Otherwise 
they  remain  the  same  as  formerly. 
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The  main  and  essential  features  of  our  penitentiary  system  have 
\>een  sustained  in  this  prison  during  the  past  year.  Exp)erience 
and  practice  suggest  but  few  and  slight  alterations.  Separation 
by  night,  and  associated  labor  in  silence  by  day,  the  most  impor- 
tant points,  are  strictly  enforced,  by  those  means  which  have 
heretofore  proved  so  efficacious:  prompt  punishment  and  moral  in- 
fluence, firmly  and  humanely  applied. 

In  carrying  out  the  system  in  all  its  details,  much  of  its  efficacy 
depends  upon  the  judgment  and  fidelity  of  the  subordinate  officers, 
who,  I  am  happy  to  say,  have  generally  co-operated  with  credit 
to  themselves  and  advantage  to  the  institution. 

The  usual  tables  and  returns  from  which  the  foregoing  summary 
of  the  operations  and  condition  of  the  prison  is  derived,  are  here- 
with submitted. 

From  the  physician's  report  it  will  be  perceived  that  the  gene- 
ral health  of  the  prison  will  compare  with  any  former  year. 

I  refer  you  to  the  chaplain's  report  for  the  moral  condition  of 
the  prison,  which,  notwithstanding  the  mass  of  crime  and  depra- 
vity concentrated  here,  still  exhibits  an  aspect  flattering  to  his  la- 
bors, encouraging  to  the  philanthropist,  and  is  an  evidence  of  the 
excellence  of  our  penitentiary  system. 

Permit  me,  in  closing  my  report,  to  allude  to  the  subject  of  a 
prison  for  female  convicts.  I  am  aware  that  it  has  been  often  and 
repeatedly  pressed  upon  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature,  and 
as  often  unfavorably  disposed  of;  more  from  the  want  of  some 
feasible  plan,  than  importance  of  the  subject. 

A  general  prison  for  all  the  female  convicts  of  the  State,  seems 
not  to  have  met  the  views  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  for- 
mer Legislatures.  To  obviate  this  objection,  and  to  efiect  the 
adoption  of  our  present  system,  as  well  to  the  female  as  male  con- 
vict, I  would  suggest  a  recommendation  to  the  Legislature  from 
the  Board  of  Inspectors,  to  erect  a  prison  for  females  at  each  of 
the  State  prisons;  or,  at  any  rate,  to  authorize  the  erection  of  one 
here,  on  the  State  grounds  adjoining  the  new  yard,  for  the  recep- 
tion of  those  convicted  in  our  present  prison  district. 

Such  a  plan  I  think  practicable,  and  possesses  advantages  over 
that  of  a  genera]  prison  which  will  commend  itself  to  the  favora- 
ble consideration  of  the  Legislature.  A  prison  for  the  female  con- 
victs of  this  prison,  could  be  erected  by  the  labor  of  the  convicts, 
at  far  less  expense,  than  by  the  labor  of  citizens.  All  the  expense 
would  be  for  a  superintendent  or  master  workman  for  the  stone 
and  wood  departments,  one  of  which  is  now  employed  to  superin- 
tend the  general  improvements  of  the  prison,  with  two  extra  guard 
and  the  first  cost  of  materials. 

The  organization,  management  and  support  of  such  a  prison, 
need  add  but  little  to  the  expense  incurred  for  the  keeping  and 
support  of  the  females  now  confined  here.  It  would  be  undci  the 
same  authorities,  agent  and  officers,  now  required  here.  The  only 
additional  expense  to  those  already  incurred,  would  be  the  salary 
of  one  turnkey  and  two  guard. 
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A  general  female  prison  would  require  far  more  officers  and  at- 
tendants, besides  the  labor  of  more  or  less  male  persons  to  prepare 
fuel,  part  of  their  clothing,  and  also  in  making  repairs  and  altera- 
tions constantly  required  on  the.  premises.  The  greater  part  of 
this  expense  would  be  obviated  by  the  erection  of  one  prison  for 
females  at  each  of  the  State  Prisons;  for,  as  before  observed,  the 
same  officers  now  attached  to  the  prison,  with  the  addition  of  one 
turnkey  and  two  guard,  would  be  sufficient  for  their  safe  keeping 
and  government;  besides  the  male  convicts  would  supply  all  wants 
of  the  female  prison,  such  as  repairs,  &c. ;  while  the  labor  of  the 
females  could  be  turned  to  some  account,  in  making,  mending  and 
washing  the  clothing  for  the  male  convicts. 

I  am  not  prepared  to  state  the  probable  expense  for  the  erection 
of  a  prison,  say  for  fifty  females,  but  a  plan  and  detailed  estimate 
wUl  be  furnished  to  the  Legislature  any  time  if  required.

Report  of  the  Chaplain. 

Th  the  Inspectors  of  the  State  Prison. 

Gentcemen — I  have  had  frequent  occasion,  since  I  became  fa- 
miliar with  your  penitentiary  system,  to  speak  of  its  admirnhio 
adaptation  to  the  highest  end  which  it  proposes — the  reformation 
of  its  subjects. 

Regarded  as  a  theory,  merely,  it  bears  such  evident  marks  of 
fitness,  as  to  lead  one  to  predict,  almost  infallibly,  the  happiest  re- 
sults from  its  operation. 

The  description  of  it  in  the  report  of  the  French  commissioners, 
is,  so  far  as  it  goes,  as  accurate  as  it  is  beautiful.  '^  It  presents 
itself  to  us,  (say  they,)  with  all  the  advantages  of  an  extreme  sim- 
plicity. It  is  thought  that  two  depraved  beings,  united,  will  mu- 
tually corrupt  each  other — they  are  therefore  separated.  The 
voice  of  their  passions,  or  the  tumult  of  the  world,  has  bewildered 
and  led  them  astray — they  are  isolated,  and  thus  led  to  reflection. 
Intercourse  with  the  world  had  perverted  them — they  are  con- 
demned to  solitude  and  silence.  Idleness  had  depraved  them — they 
are  made  to  labor.  Want  had  led  them  to  crime — they  are  taught 
a  useful  art.  [Intemperance  had  enervated  their  bodily,  mental 
and  moral  powers — they  are  trained  to  habits  of  entire  abstinence. 
Ignorance  nad  held  them  in  darkness — by  instruction  in  the  Sun- 
day school  they  are  enlightened.  Inveterate  habits  of  sin  had  al- 
most obliterated  their  sense  of  moral  obligation — they  are  brought 
under  the  redeeming  influence  of  religious  truth.]  They  have  vi- 
olated the  laws  of  their  country — they  endure  the  punishment  of 
this  violation:  their  lives  are  protected,  their  bodies  are  kept  sound 
and  healthy ;  but  their  mental  suflfering  is  unequalled.     They  are 
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miserable — they  deserve  to  be  so.    Reformed,  they  ivill  be  happy 
in  the  society  ivhose  laws  they  will  have  been  taught  to  respect.'' 

Had  the  commissioners  included,  in  this  summary  view  of  the 
system,  what  I  have  inserted  in  brackets,  the  description  would 
have  been  p)erfect.  And  may  I  not  say,  it  would  have  been  the 
description  of  a  perfect  system  1  It  is,  to  say  the  least,  difficult  to 
conceive  of  one,  more  perfectly  and  philosophically  calculated  to 
secure  the  great  end  which  it  has  in  view. 

And  what  it  promises  in  theory,  I  confidently  affirm  it  accom* 
plishes  in  its  practical  operation.  This  I  should  maintain,  with 
great  confidence,  had  I  no  other  evidence  of  it  than  what  I  find  in 
its  apparent  effects  within  the  prison  walls.  It  does  appear  to  lead 
the  thoughtless  to  reflection;  the  reckless,  to  circumspection;  the 
vindictive,  to  a  mild  and  forgiving  temper;  the  lawless  and  refrac- 
tory, to  habits  of  cheerful  obedience;  (he  intemperate,  to  a  sober 
determination  to  abandon  a  course  which  has  led  them  to  infamy 
and  the  prison;  the  ignorant,  to  an  ardent  thirst  for  instruction; 
the  irreligious,  to  a  clearer  view  of  the  obligations,  a  more  con- 
scientious regard  for  the  precepts,  and  a  juster  appreciation  of  the 
hopes  and  consolations,  of  our  holy  religion. 

These  are  confidently  claimed  to  be  the  actual  and  legitimate 
effects  of  the  system,  as  a  whole.  Without  the  checks  and  con- 
straints of  its  admirable  police  organization,  the  religious  instruc- 
tions, I  am  fully  aware,  would  be  of  little  or  no  avail;  and  1  am  as 
thoroughly  convinced,  that  without  the  aid  of  religious  influences^ 
the  other  part  of  your  system  would  fail  to  produce  any  radical  or 

Eermanent  changes  in  the  character  of  its  subjects.  In  the  com- 
ination  of  both,  lies  the  secret  of  their  power.  The  one,  by  co- 
ercion, suspends  the  operation  of  vicious  influences  upon  their 
minds,  and  holds  them  in  a  favorable  posture  to  be  acted  upon  by 
moral  motives;  while  the  other  pours  in  upon  them  the  light  of 
truth,  and  brings  to  bear  the  great  and  commanding  motives  of  the 
gospel,  which  never  fail,  when  once  they  gain  access,  to  affect  and 
amend  the  heart. 

It  is  extremely  interesting  and  gratifying  to  witness  their  power, 
when  brought  into  united  operation,  in  subduing  some  of  the  most 
obdurate  and  desperate  of  men.  Many  a  man,  who  enters  the 
prison  with  a  brow  of  brass,  protesting  his  innocence,  swearing 
revenge,  and  bracing  himself  up  to  go  through  his  term  with  un- 
flinching obstinacy,  is  soon  found  weeping  in  solitude  over  his  folly, 
confessing  his  guilt,  voluntarily  disclosing  his  secret  crimes,  pro- 
fessing gratitude  for  his  arrest,  yielding  quietly  and  cheerfully  to 
a  rigid  course  of  discipline,  and,  on  leaving  the  prison,  acknow- 
ledging with  tears  that  his  imprisonment  nas  been  his  greatest 
blessing.  Something  like  this  is  the  evident  effect  upon  the  minds 
of  the  convicts,  in  a  great  majority  of  instances.  The  number  of 
those  who  pass  through  their  terms  of  imprisonment  unaffected, 
without  any  similar  changes  of  feeling  and  purpose,  is  compara- 
tively small.  Such,  I  repeat,  are  the  apparent  effects  of  the  system 
here;  and  we  have  all  the  evidence  of  their  reality,  that  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case  will  possibly  admit. 
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But  it  may  be  laid  that  we  may  easily  be  deceived,  and  that  all 
these  promising  appearances  will  probably  prove  fallacious.  I  am 
happy,  therefore,  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  appeal  to  a  kind  of 
evidence  which  the  most  incredulous  cannot  gainsay,  nor  reasona- 
bly question — the  evidence  of  well-attested  facts. 

The  agent,  as  your  Board  is  aware,  has  recently  received  a 

Seat  number  of  letters,  from  gentlemen  of  the  highest  respectabi- 
y  in  all  parts  of  this  prison  district,  in  answer  to  a  circular  con- 
taining inquiries  respecting  the  character  and  conduct  of  discharged 
convicts;  from  which  he  nas  formed  a  table,  as  nearly  as  possible 
in*  the  words  of  the  writers,  showing  in  one  column  the  characters 
of  the  convicts  before  conviction,  and  in  another  their  character 
since  their  discharge.  From  this  table  I  select  the  following  cases, 
as  a  specimen  of  many  others  which  have  been  reported  year  after 
year.

We  are  thus  driven  to  the  alternative,  either  of  supposing  that 
gentlemen  of  integrity  and  standing  in  society,  in  almost  every 
town  in  this  district,  have  imposed  upon  the  public,  bv  represent- 
ing too  favorably  the  character  of  this  despised  and  suspected 
clasA  of  men,  or  of  admitting  the  fact  that  only  about  one-sixth  of 
them  remain  unimproved,  and  as  bad  as  before,  while  fnore  than 
cne  half  go  out  decidedly  rrformed^  and  become  good  citizens. 

I  have  ascertained,  moreover,  without  makmg  any  general  in- 
quiry,  that  forty-three  men  who  were  once  convicts  in  this  prison^ 
are  now.consistent  professors  of  religion. 
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I  submit  these  facts,  with  only  this  remark,  that  if  they  do  ndt 
sustain  the  highefft  claim  that  has  ever  been  made  for  the  system^ 
at  could  not  be  sustained  by  any  amount  of  testimony^ 

With  respect  to  the  ordinary  affairs  of  the  department  assigned 
to  me,  I  have  nothing  new  to  report  The  Sabbath  school,  which 
DOW  embraces  two  hundred  of  the  convicts,  is  continued,  with  un- 
^minished  itftereft  and  usefulness. 

Early  in  the  year  I  made  application  to  the  American  Bible  So^^ 
"ciety,  for  a  sufficient  number  of  Bibles  to  jdace  atxipy  in  the  hand  of 
'each  convict  to  be  discharged  during  the  year,  on  his  leaving  the 
prison,  which  were  promptly  and  gratuitously  furnished,  with  an 
intimation  that  Che  society  wovld  cheerfully  continue  to  furnish 
them,  from  year  to  year^  indefinitely.  For  this  truly  benevolent 
^act,  the  society  has  my  cordial  thanks,  and  the  blessing  of  almost 
«very  poor  outcast  who  leaves  the  prison. 

I  am  also  much  indebted  to  the  American  Tract  Society,  for 
two  grants  of  20,000  pages  of  select  tracts,  each,  for  distribution, 
vnder  certain  restrictions,  among  the  convicts,  which  have  proved 
to  be  a  powerful  auxiliary  to  my  labors. 

I  must  again  ackowledge  my  obligations  to  the  Massncbusette 
Prison  Discipline  Society,  for  a  part  of  my  salary  as  resident 
chaplain  of  this  prison. 

I  subjoin,  as  a  matter  of  interest  to  the  philanthropist  and  chris- 
tian, the  following  statistical  facts,  gained  by  an  mdividual  exami* 
nation  of  747  convicts,  embracing  the  number  in  prison  on  the  first 
of  August  last,  and  all  who  have  been  commitled  since.  Of  these 
there  were.

7b  the  Inspectors  of  the  Avbum  State  Prison : 

Gentlemen — The  health  of  the  eonvtots  during  the  past  leasoB 
has  been  generally  good.  With  the  exception  of  diarrhoea,  in  the 
latter  part  of  July  and  during  the  month  of  August,  and  the  ioflo- 
enza  in  November,  there  has  been  no  prevailing  disease.  Nor  can 
these  be  attributed  to  the  location  or  employment  of  the  convicts; 
for  the  same  diseases  prevailed  in  an  equal,  if  not  greater  degree, 
in  the  adjacent  country. 

The  annexed  tabic  shows  the  number  of  deaths  that  have  occur- 
red  since  the  6th  of  April  last,  together  with  three,  which  took 
place  since  the  1st  of  January,  and  previous  to  my  appoiniment

Deae  Sir — You  are  doubtless  aware,  that  latterly  considerable 
excitement  has  existed  in  many  parts  of  the  State,  relative  to  the 
employment  of  convicts  in  mechancal  labor  in  the  State  Prisons. 
Feeling  deeply  the  importance  of  the  subject  as  connected  with 
our  penitentiary  institutions,  and  anxious  to  learn  as^far  as  possi-  . 
ble,  the  effect  which  that  labor  has  upon  the  citizen  mechanics'  in- 
terests^  as  well  as  the  effects  of  our  prison  system  upon  the  dis- 
charged convicts,  allow  me  to  solicit  your  answers  to  the  follow- 
ing interrogatories: 

First:  Are  you  acquained  with  any  persons  who  have  been  dis- 
charged from  either  of  the  State  Prisons?  and  if  so,  what  are 
their  names,  places  of  residence;  and  what  has  been  their  conduct, 
habits  and  character  since  their  discharge,  also  before  conviction, 
if  known  1 

Second:  What  branches  of  mechanical,  or  other  business  do  they 
prosecute  1  and  to  what  extent  1

That  they  have  caused  a  survey  to  be  made  of  said  road  by  Le^

The  commissioners  having  considered  the  road  which  they  were 
<lirected  by  your  honorable  body  to  survey  and  estimate  the  pro* 
bable  expense  of  constructing,  as  a  very  important  one,  when  com- 
pleted, not  only  to  the  inhabitants  living  on  the  route,  but  to  the 
travelling  public  generally,  who  are  passing  between  the  Canadas 
and  Albany,  have  examined  the  different  routes  suggested  by  the 
inhabitants  living  in  the  different  towns  through  Which  said  road 
is  contemplated  to  pass,  diligently  and  carefully,  and  finally  deci- 
ded on  the  one  described  in  the  accompanying  survey. 

From  the  description  and  estimate  given,  it  will  be  perceived 
that  the  most  difficult  and  expensive  part  of  the  route  is  between 
Whitehall  and  the  intersection  of  the  district  road  in  the  town  of 
Putnam,  near  Daniel  Williamson's;  the  distance  being  18  miles 
and  59  rods;  the  soil  for  a  road,  excepting  the  marshes  in  the  above 
mentioned  distance  is  generally  good,  and  the  hills  not  very  for- 
midable. 

The  route  of  the  survey  from  Daniel  Williamson's  follows  near- 
ly the  present  road  to  Port-Henry,  diverging  from  it  occasionally 
to  straighten  it  at  some  points,  and  to  pass  Sugar-Hill  in  the  town 
of  Crown-Point,  and  BuUwagga-HiU  in,  the  town  of  Moriah. 
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The  foil  on  wUch  stid  road  is  made,  is  generally  a  sandy  loanv 
and  yoar  commissioners  think  that  when  the  estimated  expense  19 
hid  out  in  improving  it  at  the  different  pomts  sujg^^ted,  that  it  will 
be  a  tolerable  good  carriage  road* 

The  whole  distance  of  the  route  from  WlutebatI  to  Pdrt-Heary^ 
is  88  miles  58  rods  and  28  links,  and  the  whole  estimated  expense 
of  building  the  same,  is  fourteen  tiiousand  dght  huodied  and  nine 
dollars*

That  by  an  act  passed  March  19th,  181S,^SlatuteLaWB  of  181S, 
page  101,)  the  said  Samuel  Crafts  was  authorized  to  build  and  main*- 
tain  a  dam  across  the  Susquehannah  river  about  seven  miles  below 
the  outlet  of  Lake  Otsego,  under  certain  restrictions  contained  in 
said  act,  which  act  was  to  continue  in  force  for  twenty^four  years: 
That  by  a  provision  contained  therein^  nothing  in  said  act  should 
be  so  construed  as  to  authorize  said  Crafts,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  to 
obstruct  the  stream  of  said  river  so  as  to  cover  any  land  with  wa* 
ter  unless  the  cbnsent  of  the  owner  or  owners  should  first  be  ob* 
tained  in  writing* 

The  petitioners  represent  that  such  dam  was  constructed  agree* 
ably  to  the  law,  and  a  grist  mill,  saw  mill  and  cotton  factory  erect** 
ed,  all  of  which  are  now  in  operation,  and  are  owned  by  the  pe- 
titioners.    They  state  that  they  have  invested  in  said  mills  and 
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factory  and  other  buildings  dependant  upon  and  appurtenant  to 
the  establishment,  a  sum  of  money  of  from  fifteen  to  twenty  thou' 
sand  dollars,  and  they  pray  the  pass^e  of  a  law  authorizing  them 
to  continue  such  dam,  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  the  original 
act,  for  such  time  as  the  Legislature  may  think  proper. 

To  this  petition  Samuel  Crafts  has  presented  his  remonstrance, 
and  objects  to  a  law  authorizing  the  continuance  of  the  dam  unless 
the  Legislature  shall  impose  on  the  petitioners  as  a  conditi(Hi  that 
they  shall  pay  to  said  Crafts  a  certain  amount  of  money* 

He  represents  that  he  built  the  dam  and  erected  a  grist  and  saw 
mill,  and  that  the  obstruction  in  the  river  injured  the  lands  of  se- 
veral individuals,  who  claimed  damages  therefor:  That  shortly  af- 
terwards a  company  was  incorporated  called  the  ''  Susquehannah 
Cotton  Manufacturing  Company,"  to  build  a  factory  about  twenty 
rods  below  the  dam:  That. he  agreed  with  said  company  that  they 
might  have  the  privilege  of  taking  water  from  his  dam  by  meaos 
of  a  floom  for  the  use  of  the  factory,  provided  the  company  woald 
pay  one-third  of  all  the  damages  which  he  might  have  to  pay  the 
owners  of  lands  in  consequence  of  flowing  their  lands:  That  the 
trustees  of  said  company  gave  him  a  written  agreement  authori- 
zing him  to  settle  with  the  owners  of  said  lands,  and  agreeing,  in 
behalf  of  the  company,  to  pay  him  one-third  of  such  damages: 
That  he  made  such  settlements,  and  has  paid  therefor  about 
twelve  hundred  dollars,  which,  with  interest,  will  amount  to  two 
thousand  dollars:  That  with  the  principal  part  of  the  owners  of 
lands,  he  settled  their  claims  forever,  or  as  long  as  the  dam  should 
be  continued,  and  to  one  person  he  now  pays  an  annual  sum: 
That  soon  after  the  factory  was  built,  he  sold  his  grist  and  saw 
mill  to  Abijah  and  David  Fairchild,  and  gave  them  an  indemnify- 
ing bond  against  all  claims  for  damages  in  consequence  of  the 
flowing  of  said  lands:  That  within  two  or  three  years  after  the 
factory  went  into  operation,  the  company  became  insolvent  and 
failed,  and  the  buildings  and  machinery  were  sold  on  execution 
against  said  company. 

He  says  that  John  Cockett  afterwards  became  the  purchaser  of 
the  factory,  and  was  told  before  and  at  the  time  he  purchased,  of 
the  bond  given  by  the  company  to  said  Samuel  Crafts  for  one-third 
of  the  damages,  and  the  said  Samuel  avers  that  the  factory  com- 
pany, or  any  other  person,  have  never  paid  him  any  part  thereof, 
although  he  has  called  on  Cockett,  who  refuses  to  pay. 
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He  further  statesi  that  Cockett  has  purchased  the  miUs  of  Fair' 
childs't  and  now  owns  the  whole  property,  and  that  the  mills  and 
factory  are  in  successful  operation,  and  that  he,  the  said  Samuel, 
has  paid,  and  still  pays,  damages  for  a  privilege  which  is  wholly 
for  the  benefit  of  Cockett. 

To  this  objection  the  petitioners  state,  by  one  of  them  who  has 
appeared  before  the  committee,  that  they,  the  petitioners,  did  not 
purchase  the  factory  at  the  sherifi^'s  sale,  but  purchased  it  some 
time  afterwards,  to  wit,  on  the  10th  of  September,  1821,  of  Jo- 
seph Phelon,  Abraham  Van  Home  and  Henry  Brown,  and  the  pe- 
titioners produce  a  full  covenant  deed  of  that  date,  duly  executed 
and  recorded  in  Otsego  county,  for  said  factory,  with  the  privilege 
^  of  drawing  water  from  the  dam  above  said  cotton  mill,  for  the 
use  of  the  same,  to  the  same  extent  as  was  conveyed  to  said  manu- 
lacturing  company;''  and  the  petitioners  deny  that  they  are  in  any 
manner  liable  to  pay  damages .  to  said  Crafts,  and  contend  that  he 
must  look  to  his  bond  against  the  cotton  manufacturing  company. 

They  also  contend  that  if  the  contract  to  pay  damages  on  the 
part  of  the  manufacturing  company  can  by  any  means  be  construed 
as  a  covenant  running  with  the  land,  (which  they  deny,)  that  the 
said  Joseph  Phelon,  Abraham  Van  Home  and  Henry  Brown  are 
abundantly  able  to  respond  in  damages  to  said  Crafts  for  any  amount 
that  he  can  recover  under  his  alleged  contract  with  the  company; 
and  this  your  committee  have  no  doubt  is  true. 

The  petitioners  also  contend  that  on  another  ground  they  are 
not  liable  to  said  Crafts  for  damages,  viz: 

That  said  Crafts  and  one  George  S.'Crafts,  on  the  4th  of  De- 
cember, 1816,  in  consideration  of  six  thousand  dollars,  conveyed 
by  warrantee  deed  certain  lands,  including  the  grist  and  saw-mill 
and  water  privilege,  to  Abijah  and  David  Fairchild,  except  the 
privilege  before  granted  to  the  cotton  manufacturing  company  of 
taking  water  by  a  floom  from  said  dam. 

The  petitioners  produce  this  deed,  duly  executed  and  recorded, 
also  a  deed,  with  full  covenants,  from  said  Fairchilds'  to  John  Cock- 
ett, dated  Sept.  18th,  lA2lt  also  duly  recorded,  for  the  property 
purchased  by  Fairchilds'  of  Crafts.  And  the  petitioners  also  pro- 
duce an  indemnifying  bond  from  the  said  Samuel  Crafts  and  George 
S.  Crafts  to  Fairchilds',  assigned  by  them  to  John  Cockett,  when 
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&e  purchased  the  property  of  Fairchilds',  which  bond  he  regards  as 
part  of  his  tide,  or  for  the  security  thereof,  and  is  dated  the  15th  of 
August,  1817,  and  is  under  the  penalty  of  two  thousand  dollars. 

By  the  condition  of  this  bond,  the  said  Samoet  and  GSeorge  S* 
Crafts  covenant  to  indemnify  the  said  Fairchirds',  their  heirs  and 
assigns^  from  all  costs  and  expenses  by  reason  of  any  lands  be- 
ing  or  having  been  overflowed  by  the  Susquehannah  river,  in  con- 
sequence of  said  dam,  provided  th^  dam  should  not  be  raised  higher 
than  it  then  was^ 

Under  the  warrantee  deed  from  Samuel  and  GTeorge  S^  Crafts^ 
and  their  bond  of  indemnity  to  said  Fairchilds',  with  their  deed  of 
conveyance  and  assignment  of  said  bond  to  John  Cocke tt,  the  pe* 
titioners  contend  that  they  have  a  right,  as^between  them,  and  said 
Crafts,  to  continue  said  dam  for  the  use  of  the  grist  and  saw-miil, 
and  if  the  {sciory  was  destroyed,  they  would  still  have  a  right 
to  continue  the  dam.  That  as  they  are  now  the  owners  of  the 
mills  and  factory^  and  all  the  water  privileges,  they  have  a  right 
to  do  with  them  as  they  please,  and  that  by  drawing  water  for 
the  factory,  they  do  not  prejudice,  the  said  Samuel  and  George  S» 
Crafts,  orsubject  them  to  additional  damages,  and  that  they  have 
ao  right  to  object  to  the  continuance  df  the  dam,  by  coupling  with 
the  transaction,  the  failure  of  the  factory  company  to  pay  as  they 
had  agreed. 

The  petitioners  also  state,  that  without  this  water  priviTege,, 
and  the  eontinuance  of  the  dam,  their  property  would  be  useless,, 
and  that  the  whole  would  go  to  decay  and  be  sacrificed;  and  such 
your  committee  suppose  would  be  the  case. 

The  petitioners  therefore  contend,  and  your  committee  think  with 
propriety,  that  it  is  the  poKcy  of  the  State  to  foster  these,  as  well 
'  as  other  establishments  connected  with  the  industry  of  its  citizens, 
and  not  to  withhold  the  use  of  water,  which  is  of  no  use  to  the 
State,  with  a  view  of  coercing  parties  to  the  adjustment  of  contro- 
Terted  and  doubtful  claims* 

They  also  contend,  that  if  the  said  Samuel  has  any  cMm  on  tiie 
petitioners,  or  either  of  theniy  on  account  of  the  bond  given  by  the 
manufacturing  company,  and  the  subsequent  purchase  of  the  fac* 
tory  by  Cockett,  and  non-payment  of  the  bond  by  the  company, 
that  the  eourts  of  law  or  equity  are  the  proper  tribunals  to  settle 
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their  questions  of  liability,  and  not  the  Legislature;   and  in  this 
opinion  the  committee  fully  concur. 

The  committee  will  not  undertake  to  decide  whether  the  said 
Samuel  Crafts  and  George  S.  Crafts  will  be  liable  on  their  deed  or 
bond  of  indemnity,  to  make  good  the  damages  for  overflowing  land 
longer  than  the  continuance  of  the  law  first  authorizing  the  dam. 
That  will  be  a  question  for  the  courts  to  settle;  and  in  framing  a 
law  in  conformity  to  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners,  the  committee 
have  endeavored  so  to  draw  it  as  to  save  the  rights  of  all  parties, 
and  not  to  affect  liabilities  arising  from  previous  contracts. 

They  have  prepared  such  bill,  and  now  ask  leave  to  introduce 
the  same.

REPORT 

Of  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Hall. 

TThe  Trustees  of  4he  State  Hail,  in  pursuance  t>f  the  sixth  sectioa 
n^  ihe  «ct  entitled  ^'An  act  in  relation  to  the  State  Hall,"  passed 
April  ist,  1S34,  respectfully  submit  the  following 

REPORT: 

In  April,  1883,  a  committee  of  the  Senate,  under  a  resolution  of 
that  body,  examined  the  present  State  Hall,  and  made  a  repoit  in 
favor  of  taking  down  the  wing  erected  in  1826,  and  building  an*- 
H>ther  of  larger  dimensions,  and  which  should  be  fire  proof.  (Se? 
oate  Documents,  1833,  No.  115.) 

A  law  was  thereupon  passed,  authorising  the  Trustees  to  repair 
the  buildings,  '^  in  which  the  public  offices  and  records  are  kept;'^ 
and,  in  their  discretion,  to  erect  a  new  building  in  the  place  of  the 
wing  on  Lodge-street.  The  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  was 
appropriated  to  carry  the  law  into  effect.   (Laws  of  1833,  p.  406.} 

• 

On  the  last  day  of  the  same  -session,  another  law  was  passed, 
authorising  the  Trustees,  in  their  discretion,  to  sell  the  State  Hall 
and  the  lands  belonging  to  the  same^  and,  with  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  and  the  monies  appropriated  by  the  previous  act,  to  purchase 
a  site  and  erect  a  new  State  Hall.  (Laws  of  1833,  p.  512.) 

On  the  31st  March,  1834,  the  Trustees  made  a  report,  stating 
the  reasons  why  they  had  not  proceeded  to  execute  the  foregoing 
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acts.  They  stated,  among  other  things,,  the  difficulty  of  adapting: 
the  present  building^r  to  the  pablic  wants,  and  the  necessity  for 
selecting  another  site  and  erecting  a  new  builxling.  Two  new  sites,, 
and  the  probable  e^cpense  of  the  purchase,  were  mentioned  in  the- 
report;  and  it  was  remarked,  that  the  sum  previously  appropriated^ 
together  with  the  value  of  the  present  buildings-  and  grounds^ 
amounting  to  about  $45)000,  was  '^  not  a  sufficient  sum  to  justify 
the  Trustees  in  purchasing  a  site  and  commencing  a  new  building, 
without  further  direotion  from  the  LegislatureJ'  It  was  added,, 
that  the  Trustees  had  ''  not  procured  any  particular  plan  or  esti- 
mate of  the  expense  of  the  proposed  building."  (Assembly  Docu- 
ments, 1834,  No.  323.) 

A  law  was  therefore  passed,  on  the  first  day  of  April,  F834,  au* 
thorising  the  Trustees  to  purchase  a  site,  '*  and  cause  to  be  erected 
thereon  a  n«w  State  Hall,  upon  sadt  plan  and  of  sacK  dimensions- 
as  the  publie  interests  may  require."  A  further  appropriation  of 
forty  thousand  dollars  was  rnade^  and  the  Trustees  wer«  directed 
to  report  to  the  Legislature,  at  the  present  session,  '^  a  particular 
statement  of  the  expenditures  which  have  been  made  under  thi» 
act,  together  with  a  plan  of  the  building,  and  an  estimate  of  the 
expense  of  completing  the  same."  (Laws  1834,.  page  71.) 

By  a  concurrent  r-esolution  of  the  two  HousesK,  passed  a  few 
days  afterwards,  the  Trustees  were  directed  '^  to  cause  the  Hail 
to  be  constructed  of  marble  from  the  State  prison  at  Mount-Plea* 
sant."   (Laws  1834,  page  502.) 

The  Trustees  immediately  afterwards  purchased  the  lots  men- 
tioned in  their  former  report,  situate  north  of  the  City  Hall,  front- 
ing west  on  the  City  Fark>  and  bounded  on  the  north  by  Steuben,, 
and  on  the  south  by  Pine-street.  It  was  stated  in  the  former  re- 
port, that  this  property  could  be  purchased. for  ''about  the  sum  of 
931,000."  The  sum  actually  paid  on  the  purchase,  including  some 
small  charges  on  the  land,  amounts  to  •dlyOes.OO. 

Negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  this  property  had  been  a  long 
time  pending;  and  the  Trustees  were  under  the  necessity  of  closing 
at  once  with  the  final  propositions  of  the  owners,  or  they  would 
have  delayed  the  purchase  until  a  plan  of  the  building  had  beea 
prepared  and  udopted. 

A  map  of  the  land,  together  with  a  perspective  view  and  ground 
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plan  of  the  proposed  building,  will  be  submitted  with  tTiis  report, 
for  the  inspection  of  the  members.  A  small  part  of  the  land  pur- 
-chased,  indicated  by  the  red  lines,  is  subject  to  an  unexpired  term 
*of  nine  years  from  the  first  day  of  May  next,  at  an  annual  rent  of 
forty  dollars,  which  is  now  payable  to  the  State. 

The  Trustees  employed  Henry  Rector,  of  this  city,  an  expe- 
Tienced  architect,  to  prepare  the  necessary  plan  for  the  building, 
-and  gave  him  such  instructions  as  they  deemed  proper  in  relation 
to  the  number  and  «ize  of  the  rooms  requh-ed  for  ^he  convenient 
accommodation  of  the  several  public  offices.  In  doing  this,  the 
Trustees  had  regard  not  only  to  the  present,  but  to  the  prospective 
ivants  of  the  State;  believing  that  they  should  besrt  consult  the 
^public  interests  by  avoiding  the  necessity  of  soon  increasing  the 
•dimensions  of  the  building.  They  were  admonished  by  the  liberal 
spirit  in  which  the  Legislature  had  undertaken  the  work,  as  well 
;as  by  the  subsequent  resolution  directing  the  structure  to  be  made 
x)f  marble,  that  it  was  intended  the  building  should  be  such  as  would 
•do  credit  to  the  State:  that  it  should  be  constructed  in  the  most 
permanent  manner;  and  that  its  dimensions  should  be  adequate, 
iiot  only  to  the  present  exigency,  but  to  the  probable  wants  of  the 
State  for  many  years  to  come. 

The  Trustees  soon  found  that  the  building  must  be  larger  than 
they  had  originally  supposed  would  be  necessary*:  and  when  a  plan 
of  the  work,  affording  sufficient  space  on  the  two  first  floors  for  all 
the  public  offices,  with  convenient  halls,  had  been  prepared  by  the 
arohitect,  it  was  ascertained  that  the  land  which  had  been  pur^ 
chased,  although  sufficient  for  the  building,  would  not  give  neces- 
sary yard  room  in  the  rear.  In  consequence  of  this  unforeseen 
difficulty,  the  work  was  not  commenced  in  the  spring,  as  had  pre*> 
viously  been  intended. 

When  the  Trustees  met  with  this  upexpected  embarrassment^ 
the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Albany,  regarding  this  as  an 
important  work  to  the  city  as  well  as  the  State,  evinced  a  desire 
to  aid  the  Trustees  in  procuring  more  land,  and  were  willing  to 
pay  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  that  purpose.  The  Cor- 
poration opened  a  negotiation  for  the  purchase  of  another  lot  in 
the  rear  of  those  owned  by  the  State,  and  for  the  extinguishment 
of  the  lease  already  mentioned  on  a  part  of  the  land  purchased  by 
the  Trustees.  This  negotiation  was  finally  broken  off,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  exorbitant  price  which  was  demanded  by  some  of  the 


persons  interested  in  the  land.  The  Common  Council'  then  took 
measures,  under  the  city  charter,  for  opening  the  entire  block  from* 
the  rear  of  the  State  land  to  Lodge-street,  with  the  exception  of 
the  lot  occupied  by  the  Lutheran  Church;  and  were  wilting  that  ar 
liberal  assessment  should  be  made  on  the  City  Hal!,  and  paid  by 
the  city,  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  object.  A  valuation  of  the 
lands  proposed  to  be  taken,  and  an  i^ssessment  on  the  property 
supposed  to  be  benefitted,  wa»  accordingly  made;  but  the  proceed- 
ings were  afterwards  set  aside  by  the  Mayor's  Court,  and  a  new 
valuation  and  assessment  ordered.  A  second  report  has  been  made, 
but  has  not  yet  been  confirmed.-  It  is  understood  that  the  matter 
will  be  finally  decided  early  ia  February.- 

Should  this  plan  be  carried  into  efiect,  the  corporation  will  al* 
low  to.  the  State  the  exclusive  occupation  of  so  much  land  as  may 
be  necessary  for  a  yard  and  out-buildings  in  the  rear  of  the  new 
Hall;  and  the  entire  block,  bounded  by  the  City  Park  and  Steuben, 
Pine,  and  Lodge-streets,  with  the  exception  of  the  lots  occupied 
by  the  State  Hall  and  the  Lutheran  church,  will  be  an  open,  pulK 
lie  square.  The  whole  amount  of  damages  awarded  to  the  own- 
ers of  the  land  taken  for  this  purpose,  is  $18,825, — of  which,  MOO 
is  allowed  to  the  State  on  account  of  its  interest  in  the  lease  lot 
before  mentioned^  The  assessments  to  pay  the  damages  are  as 
follow  :^^on  the  the  land  owned  by  the  State,  •5,150.47, — on  the 
City-Hall,  0,862.65,  and  the  remaining  sum  of  0,811.68,  is 
charged  on  the  owners  of  property  adjoining  the  two  Parks,  and 
near  the  contemplated  improvement.  After  deducting  from  the 
State  assessment  the  sum  of  6800,  allowed  for  the  lease  lot,  there 
will  remain  to  be  paid  by  the  State,  64,850.47,  which  the  Tmslees 
deem  a  moderate  sum  in  comparison  with  the  great  advantages 
which  will  result  from  the  contemplated  improvement. 

Should  this  arrangement  ultimately  fail,  the  necessary  land  may 
be  obtained,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Revised  Statutes,  t 
Rev.  Stat.  588,  article  IV. 

The  Trustees  will  be  able  before  the  close  of  the  present  session 
to  make  a  further  communication  to  the  Legislature  on  this  sub- 
ject, should  it  become  necessary. 

As  the  proceedings  of  the  Common  Council  furnished  a  reasona- 
ble ground  for  believing  that  the  requisite  land  wouM  be  obtained 
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at  a  moderate  price,  and  as  it  could  in  any  event  be  had  on  the 
valuation  of  an  impartial  jury,  the  Trustees  thought  that  they 
ought  not  to  lose  the  entire  season^  and  the  building  was  commen* 
ced  in  the  month  of  September. 

The  plan  of  the  building,  which  will  be  laid  before  the  Legis- 
lature, and  a  description  of  the  structure  prepared  by  the  archi- 
tect, and  herewith  submitted,  marked  (A.)  will  supersede  the  ne- 
cessity of  going  into  any  details  on  that  subject  in  this  report. 
The  plan  of  having  a  dome  on  the  building  has  not  been  adopted 
by  the  Trustees,  but  is  reserved  for  further  consideration. 

There  will  be  eight  large  rooms  on  each  of  the  two  first  floors, 
with  an  additional  room  at  the  end  of  the  hall,  opposite  the  front 
entrance.  The  Trustees  have  as  yet  made  no  appropriation  of  the 
roomsy  in  reference  to  the  different  public  ofRces;  but  at  least  four 
of  the  large  rooms  will  be  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
Comptroller's  office  and  the  business  connected  with  that  depart- 
ment. Two  rooms  will  be  necessary  for  the  Secretary's  office,  one 
for  the  office  of  the  Attorney-General,  and  the  Treasurer,  Survey- 
or-General, Adjutant-General,  Register  in  Chancery,  and  Clerk  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  will  each  require  one  room.  The  Comp- 
troller and  Secretary  will  each  require  in  addition,  a  small  office, 
both  of  which  may  probably  be  made  by  a  division  of  the  room 
at  the  end  of  the  entrance  hall. 

Of  the  four  rooms  assigned  to  the  Comptroller,  two  will  be  ne- 
cessary for  the  ordinary  business  of  the  office,  one  for  the  busi- 
ness connected  with  the  canals,  and  one  for  the  meetings,  books 
and  papers  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund,  the  Canal 
Board,  and  the  Canal  Commissioners.   « 

It  is  not  improbable  that  another  room  may  be  necessary  for 
the  business  connected  with  the  Condptroller's  office,  and  there  arc 
other  public  purposes,  for  which  rooms  may  be  required.  But 
should  the  allotment  above  mentioned  be  found  sufficient  in  the 
first  instance,  only  five  rooms  will  remain  for  future  appropriation: 
And  when  the  rapid  increase  of  the  population  and  business  of  the 
State  are  taken  into  account,  the  Trustees  believe  it  will  be  gene- 
rally agreed  that  they  have  not  commenced  the  work  on  too  large 
a  scale. 

The  basement  and  attic  stories,  although  not  intended  for  pub- 
lic offices — the  one  on  account  of  its  being  partially  under  ground 
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and  consequently  too  damp  for  the  safe  keeping  of  papers,  end  the 
other  on  account  of  its  too  great  elevation, — will  nevertheless  be 
found  useful  for  many  public  purposes.  Several  of  the  rooms  in 
the  upper  story  will  be  immediately  required  for  the  deposit  and 
convenient  arrangement  of  such  hooks,  papers,  and  documents  as 
ai'e  not  of  daily  use  in  the  public  offices,  but  which  must  be  pre- 
served for  occasional  reference.  A  considerable  portion  of  the 
basement  will  be  necessary  for  the  storing  of  fuel,  and  for  the  ac-* 
commodation  of  the  family  of  the  person  having  charge  of  the 
building. 

The  foundation  has  been  laid  in  the  most  substantial  manner, 
and  if  the  work  is  completed  in  the  mode  contemplated  by  the 
Trustees,  it  will  be  as  durable  as  any  public  structure  in  the  state. 

The  external  walls  have  been  raised  to  the  point  where  it  is  pro- 
per to  commence  the  use  of  marble;  and  the  inner  walls  have  been 
carried  nearly  to  the  top  of  the  basement.  Should  the  marble  be 
furnished  in  season,  the  walls  can  probably  be  completed  and  the 
roof  put  on  in  the  course  of  the  present  year;  and  the  Trustees 
have  the  assurance  of  the  Agent  of  the  Mount-Pleasant  prison, 
that  the  marble  will  be  furnished  as  early  as  possible.  He  how- 
ever expresses  some  apprehension  that  this  cannot  be  done  in  a 
single  year,  on  account  of  the  difficulty  in  finding  blocks  of  suita- 
ble size  for  the  work. 

The  Trustees  appointed  Jonathan  Lyman,  superintendent  of  the 
building,  with  power  to  employ  workmen,  purchase  materials,  and 
make  the  necessary  disbursements  of  money  for  those  purposes, 
and  agreed  to  allow  him  three  dollars  per  day  for  the  time  actual- 
ly employed.  Mr.  Lyman  came  highly  recommended  to  the 
Trustees,  as  a  faithful  and  competent  master  builder,  and  his  se- 
lection was  deemed  the  more  important,  for  the  reason  that  he  had 
exercised  a  like  superintendence  in  the  erection  of  the  new  City 
Hall  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  city. 
His  compensation  for  that  work,  was  the  same  as  is  allowed  by 
the  Trustees. 

David  Orr,  an  experienced  and  competent  mechanic,  was  em- 
ployed as  master  mason  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
per  day.    All  the  other  workmen  are  paid  at  the  usual  rate  of  wages. 

The  master  mason  keeps  a  check  roll  containing  the  names  of  all 
the  hands  employed  and  the  amount  of  their  labor,  and  from  this 
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roll  the  superintendent  makes  the  proper  payments,  once  in  each 
week,  or  ofteuer  if  required.  The  superintendent  takes  the  neces- 
sary vouchers  for  all  payments,  as  well  for  labor  as  materials,  and 
keeps  a  book  in  ^vhich  is  entered  a  detailed  account  of  all  his  dis- 
bursements. 

The  paper  herewith  submitted  marked  (B,)  contains  a  state- 
ment of  all  the  expenditures  which  have  been  made  on  account  of 
the  building.     The  whole   amount  drawn   from  the 

Treasury  is, 952,565.99.

The  account  and  vouchers  of  the  superintendent  were  inspected 
by  the  committee  which  recently  examined  the  Treasurer's  account, 
and  will  be  submitted  to  the  Legislature  should  a  more  full  state- 
ment be  desired  than  that  which  is  herewith  presented. 

An  estimate  of  the  whole  expense  of  constructing  the  building 
has  been  prepared  by  the  architect,  superintendent  and  master  ma- 
son, and  is  herewith  submitted,-  marked  (C).  Aware  of  the  fact 
that  the  expenditure  very  commonly  exceeds  the  estimate  in  the 
construction  of  public  works,  the  Trustees  gave  special  directions 
to  have  the  estimate  made  large  enough  in  the  present  instance  to 
avoid  such  a  result. 

The  Trustees  are  directed  to  sell  the  present  building  and  ground, 
and  apply  the  proceeds  to  the  purchase  of  a  site  and  the  erection 
of  a  new  building.  As  this  cannot  be  done  until  the  new  Hall  shall 
be  completed,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Legislature  to  make  such 
further  appropriations  as  will  cover  the  whole  expenditure:  a  por- 
tion of  which  will  be  re-imbursed  to  the  Treasury  on  the  future 
sale  of  the  old  building.  Its  value  was  estimated  in  a  former  re- 
port at  925,000.

How  much  of  this  sum  will  be  required  during  the  present  year, 
the  Trustees  are  unable  to  determine  with  accuracy,  on  account  of 
the  uncertainty  of  procuring  marble  to  complete  the  walls  dur- 
ing the  present  season.  But  they  are  of  opinion  that  the  balance 
remaining  in  the  Treasury,  together  with  a  further  appropriation 
at  this  time  of  sixty  thousand  dollars,  will  be  sufficient  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Legislature.

I  herewith  enclose  to  you  a  brief  description  of  the  New  State 
Rail,  together  with  a  perspective  view  and  diagram  of  Uie  same. 

The  building  is  138  feet  long  by  88  feet  wide,  and  contains,  ia 
all,  foar  stories:  The  basement  story  is  14  feet;  the  principal  an4 
aecond  stories  are  each  22  feet;  and  the  attic  story  14  feet,  iii^ 
eluding  in  these  heights,  the  thickness  of  the  floors  and  the  arches 
which  support  them. 

The  principal  front  faces  to  the  west,  and  ranges  with  the  east 
line  of  ka^e-street,  as  will  i4>pear  by  inspection  of  the  plans  here- 
with submitted. 

After  removing  the  surplus  earth,  the  trenches  were  piled  in  die 
best  manner,  and  small  stone  were  closely  pounded  down  betweea 
the  heads  of  the  piles,  forming  a  hard  level  surface  to  receive  the 
large  flat  stone  which  forms  the  base  course,  and  which  is  intended 
to  sustain  the  weight  of  the  superstructure  which  is  to  rest  upon  it 

The  base  of  the  foundation  is  laid  in  two  courses,  each  course 
being  two  feet  high;  the  first  is  nine  feet,  and  the  second  seven 
feet  oroad. 

The  walls  which  enclose  the  basement  are  five  feet  thick,  and 
are  now  finished  to  the  required  height  for  the  reception  of  the 
cut  stone. 

The  longitudinal  timbers,  which  are  usually  placed  on  the  heads 
of  the  piles,  have,  in  this  instance,  been  omitted;  experience  having 
proved  that  their  introduction  is  productive  of  more  harm  than 
flood.  The  internal  walls  of  the  basement  are  three  feet  thick,  and 
hid  with  hard  burned  bricks,  and  are  nearly  finished. 

The  foundations  are  laid  with  building  stone  of  the  largest  sixe 
that  could  be  procured,  and  well  bound  together;  and  no  materials 
have  been  used  which  are  not  of  a  durable  quality. 

The  walls  of  the  superstructure,  above  the  foundations,  are  to 
be  laid  of  the  best  quality  of  hard  burned  bricks.  The  external 
walls,  including  the  cut  stone,  are  to  be  two  feet  eight  inches,  and 
the  internal  walls  two  feet  four  inches  in  thickness.  The  best  kind 
of  lime  and  sand  mortar  is  to  be  used  to  cement  the  materials,  and 
insure  durability  and  strength  to  the  edifice. 
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Agreeably  to  a  resolution  of  the  Legislature,  passed  at  the  last 
session,  the  external  walls  are  to  be  faced  with  hewn  stone  from 
Mount'Pleasant.  The  same  nnftterials  will  be  used  for  the  antse^ 
columns,  eittablatores  and  pediments. 

Each  front  is  to  be  ornamented  with  twelve  antse,  and  each  end 
with  eight;  and  a  colonnade,  consisting  of  six  Grecian  Ionic  co- 
himns,  occupies  the  centre  of.tbe.  weai  front,  facing  the  Park,  and 
projects  12i  feet  frenv  the  front  wall.^  ThecoKimns  are  to  be  four 
and  a  half  feet  in  diameter  at  the  base,  and  38  feet  long,  surmount-^ 
ed  with  an  appropriate  entablature  and  pediment:  the  entablature 
will  be  continued  round  the  entire  building,  being  supported  by  the 
ant®  before  mentioned.  The  whole  will  be  understood  by  inspect- 
ing the  perspective  view  herewith  submitted. 

These  vant»  are  not  introduced  for  ornament  merely,  but  for  the 
purpose  of  adding  strength  to  the  walls,  by  increasing  their  thick- 
ness, at  the  several  points  which  receive  the  greatest  pressure  from 
the  internal  arches  which  support  the  floors  of  the  different  stories. 

The  steps  and  platforms  are  to  be  constructed  of  marble,  and 
those  to  the  north  and  sooth  doors  will  require  railuigs  of  iron;  the 
front  steps  will  occupy  seventy  feet,  and  require  no  railings. 

The  two  flights  of  stairs  inside  will  be  constructed  of  marble  or 
iron,  whichever  is  deemed  the  most  economical,  and  at  the  same 
time  the  more  durable;  the  railings,  in  either  case,  to  be  of  iron. 

The  roof  will  be  constructed  of  durable  timber  and  plank,  and 
covered  with  sheet  copper. 

The  dome,  which  is  moderately  elevated,  will  also  be  covered 
with  sheet  copper,  that  part  excepted  which  will  be  necessarily 
occupied  by  the  sash  through  which  the  light  passes  to  the  rotunda. 

Tne  attid  story  is  surmounted  by  a  plain  parapet,  slightly  ele- 
vated at  the  centre  of  each  front,  which  wUl  partially  conceal  the 
roof. 

The  basement  story  will  contain  six  rooms  of  22  by  83  feet; 
two  dark  rooms  of  the  same  dimensions,  for  store  rooms;  two  halls 
of  22  by  33  feet,  one  of  which  wilt  be  occupied  by  the  stair-cases; 
two  halls  of  10  by  45  feet;  and  an  area,  under  the  rotunda,  of  33 
feet  diameter. 

_  « 

The  principal  story  will  contain  eight  rooms  of  22  by  33  feet; 
two  small  rooms  of  13  by  22  feet;  one  hall  of  22  by  33  feet,  which 
win  be  at  the  principal  entrance,  and  be  occupied  by  the  principal 
stair-cases;  two  halls  of  10  by  45  feet;  and  the  rotunda,  which  is 
83  feet  diameter. 

The  second  story  contains  nine  rooms  of  22  by  33  feet;  one  hall 
of  22  by  33  feet»  occupied  by  the  stair-cases;  two  halls  of  10  by 
45  feet;  and  the  rotunda,  which  occupies  the  same  space  in  each 
story,  of  33  feet  diameter. 

The  attic  story  contains  nine  rooms  of  22  by  33  feet;  one  halt 
of  22  by  33  feet,  occupied  by  stair-cases;  two  halls,  communicating 
with  the  several  rooms,  of  10  by  45  feet;  and  the  rotunda,  of  38 
feet  diameter. 

The  ceiling  of  the  basement  story  will  be  12  feet;  the  principal 
and  second  stories,  each  20  feet;  and  the  attic  story,  14  feet  in  the 
clean 
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The  ceilings  of  the  basement,  principal  and  second  stories,  are 
to  be  arched  with  bricks;  that  <^  the  attic  will  be  a  flat  ceiling, 
lathed  and  plastered. 

The  floors  are  to  be  laid  with  marble  flag;  or  if  brick  tile  shall 
be  ileemed  more  suitable,  they  will  be  adopted,  tecept  10  4he  ro- 
tunda and  halls.  The  floors  are  to  be  supported  by  the  arched 
ceilings  mentioned  above.   . 

The  cstrade,  or  gallery  floors^  in  the  rotunda,  will  be  supported 
by  stone  columns,  eight  in  number  in  each  story,  except  the  base- 
ment, and  be  enclosed  with  iron  railiqgs,>and  serve  as  the  medium 
ef  communication  from  one  part  of  the  building  to  the  other. 

There  are  three  eito trances  to. the  basement,  one  at  each  of  the 
east,  north  and  south  sides,  into  the  halls.  The  basement  will  be 
entirely  above  ground  on  the  east  side,  afibrding  four  rooms,  which 
may  be  appix)Driated  to  the  use  of  the  family  of  the  person  having 
charge  of  the  building,  or  s^ch  other  purposes  as  the  public  inte- 
rests may  require.      .        .     ^ 

The  west  entrance  to  the  principal  story^  is  into  the  lar^  hall 
which  contains  the  stair-cases:  A  door  at  the  cast  end  of  this  hall, 
leads  into  the  rotunda,  thence  into  the  smidl  halls  communicating 
with  the  rooms.  The  north  and  south  entrances  into  this  story, 
lead  into  the  long  halls  which  communicate  directly  with  the  side 
ranges  of  rooms,  and  also  with  the  rotunda,  rendering  the  commu- 
nications to  every  part  of  the  interior  as  easy  and  commodious  as 
can  be  desired. 

It  is  deemed  advisable,  in  order  to  strengthen  the  exterior  walls, 
and  jEuard  against,  the  outward  thrust  of  the  arches  which  support 
the  mors,  to  throw  in  long  iron  anchors  below  the  marble  cm  each 
floor,  at  those  poii^s  where  the  pressure  of  each  arch  will  be 
greatest. 

The  side  .walls  and  ceilings  of  the  interior  are  to  be  plastered 
with  three  coats  of  the  best  plastering  mortar.  Most  of  the  ceil- 
ings are  to  be  arched.  No  cornicing  will  be  required,  except  at 
or  near  the  skylight  in  the  rotunda. 

From  the  durable  and  incombustible  nature,  of  the  materialr  to 
be  used  in  the  construction  of  this  building,  it  will  be  rendered  not 
inferior  to  any  other  in  the  country  in  point  of  safety;  the  only 
materials  which  would  be  in  the  least  danger  from  fire,  being  the 
trifling  amount  used  in  constructing  the  doors  and  windows.

REPORT 

Of  the  committee  on  State   Prisons,  relative  to  the 

transportation  of  convicts. 

Mr.  Macdooald,  from  the  committee  on  State  Pritont, 

REPORTED: 

That  it  has  become  necessary  and  proper,  in  order  to  save  the 
expense  of  transporting  a  single  convict  from  the  Auburn  to  the 
Mount-Pleasant  State  Prison,  to  pass  a  law  directing  that  Elijah 
Welch,  now  confined  in  the  Auburn  prison,  shall,  after  the  expira* 
tion  of  the  sentence  under  which  he  was  sent  to  that  prison,  re* 
main  and  be  confined  therein,  under  a  subsequent  sentence,  passed 
upon  him  in  the  Mount-Pleasant  State  Prison  district. 

The  committee  are  informed  that  Welch  was  convicted  of  per^ 
jury,  in  the  county  of  Orange,  ^d  was  sentenced  on  the  17th  day 
of  February,  1832,  to  three  years  imprisonment  in  the  Mount- 
Pleasi^nt  State  Prison.  Shortly  afterwards,  for  the  purpose  of 
relieving  the  Mount-Pleasant  prison  from  an  excess  of  prisoners, 
and  adding  to  those  confined  at  Auburn,  Welch  and  a  number  of 
others  were  removed  from  the  former  to  the  latter  prison  by  order 
of  the  Governor.  Subsequently,  in  April,  1833,  Welch  was  taken 
to  Orange  county,  tried,  convicted  and  sentenced,  on  a  charge  of 
resisting  legal  process,  to  a  further  term  of  three  years  in  the 
Mount-Pleasant  State  Prison.  The  conviction  being  in  the  district 
of  the  latter  prison,  Welch  could  only  be  sentenced  to  such  prison, 
according  to  law.

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The  expense  of  transporting  a  single  convict  from  one  to  the 
other  prison,  would  be  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars; 
and  beyond  the  facts  above  stated  no  other  reason  exists,  to  call 
tor  this  expenditure  of  the  public  money. 

The  Governor  is  not  ^authorized,  by  law,  to  cause  a  removal 
from  one  prison  to  the  other,  of  a  less  number  of  convicts  than 
ten.  The  committee  therefore  recommend  that  a  law  be  imme- 
diately passed,  directing  that  Welch  be  confined  at  the  Auburn 
prison  for  the  term  of  the  sentence  last  above  mentioned;  to  ef- 
fect which  they  ask  leave  to  introduce  a  bilL

and  Henry  Truax.

TO  THE  SENATE. 

The  Comptroller,  on  the  reference  from  the  Senate,  of  the  mv* 
morial  of  Maria  Weaver  and  Henry  TroaX| 

Rbspbctpullt  aspoaTs  as  follows: 

The  memorialists  ask  remuneration  from  the  State  treasury,  on 
account  of  the  sale,  by  the  Attorney-General,  in  the  autumn  of 
1820,  of  48  acres  of  land,  being  a  part  of  lot  No.  27,  in  the  tract 
known  as  the  Oneida  purchase  of  1708;  on  the  ground,  first,  that 
money  was  paid  into  the  treasury  on  the  27lh  February,  1820,  and 
was  intended  to  have  been  applied  lo  the  interest  due  on  the  sub- 
division sold;  and,  also,  on  25  acres,  being  part  of  another  subdi- 
vision: and  second,  because  the  advertisement  of  the  Attorney- 
General,  gave  only  the  number  of  the  lot,  and  the  name  of  the 
.original  mortgagor. 

The  original  lot,  No.  27,  contained  by  estimation,  225  acres, 
and  was  sold  in  tho  year  1708,  to  Daniel  Freeman,  whose  mort« 
gage  was  taken  to  secure  the  purchase  money.

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On  the  26tb  of  January,  1814,  a  wirvey  and  map  was  fited  in  the 
Comptroller's  office,  a  copy  of  #hich  accompanies  the  petition,  di* 
Tiding  said  lot  27,  into  &  subdivisions,  for  the  purpose  of  having 
new  accounts  opened  for  the  several  sulnlivisions  of  said  lot,  as  an* 
thorized  by  the  88d  sec  page  175,  1  R.  &

Although  either  of  the  above  subdivisions,  on  bemg  paid  in  full, 
could  be  rele^ii^  from  the  Operation  of  the  original  mortgage,  un* 
der  sec.  37,  p.  676,  1  R.  S.,  yet  the  original  mortgage  of  Daniel 
Freeman,  for  lot  No.  27,  remained  in  the  office;  and  when  any 
part  of  the  payments,  secured  by  it  became  due,  was  handed  over 
to  the  Attorney«General  for  collection.  In  this  case,  the  whole 
lot  was  advertised  as  follows  :  h  lAs  tract  knmint  qs  the  Oaetda 
jmrcha»e  of  1708,  rituate  in  tke  county  of  Oneida^  lot  27,  Daniel 
Freeman^  mortgagor :  And  the  Concluding  part  of  the  iiotiee  was 
as  follows — ^^  the  above  mentioned  and  described  premises,  (or  such 
parts  thereof  as  shall  be  in  arrear  on  the  day  of  sale,)  will  be  ex- 
posed for  sale,"  &c.  The  notice  included  the  whole  of  lot  No.  27, 
and  should  have  been  regarded  by  the  owners  of  each  of  the  subdi  vi« 
sions,  as  notice  to  him  that  his  land  was  in  jeopardy.  The  terms 
of  the  advertisement,  instead  of  leading  the  occupants  of  any  por- 
tion of  the  lot  into  a  false  security,  were  calculated  to  give  unne- 
cessary alarm  to  the  owner  of  subdivision  6,  which  had  been  paid 
in  full,  in  1814,  as  well  as  to  the  owners  of  such  of  the  subdivisions 
as  were  not  in  arrear  for  interest 

It  is  stated  in  the  memorial  referred,  that  subdivision  3  was  sold 
by  Benj.  Morse  to  Asa  Willard;  and,  by  the  latter,  in  the  year 
1826,  to  Zacharias  Weaver,  the  husband  of  Maria  Weaver,  the 
memorialist  It  is  also  stated  in  the  memorial,  that  the  said  Zacha- 
rias Weaver,  in  the  year  1824,  t>urchased  26  aoi«%  6r  iWie-kalf  of 
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ittb.  1,  of  lots?,  standing  then  and  now,  on  the  books  of  this  office, 
in  the  name  of  William  Root  These  were  individual  transactions, 
of  which  the  public  officers  had  no  knowledge,  and  of  which  they 
could  take  no  cognizance.  .  The  name  of  Mr.  Weaver  docs  not  ap« 
pear  on  the  Comptroller's  books,  except  as  being  the  person  who 
paid  into  the  treasury  certain  sums  on  the  accounts  standing  in  the 
names  of  Wm.  Root  and  Benjamin  Morse. 

When,  therefore,  Mrs.  Truax,  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Weaver,  called 
at  the  Treasurer's  office,  to  make  a  payment  upon  lot  No.  27,  the 
first  point  to  be  settled  must  have  been  as  to  the  part  or  subdivi- 
.  flion  of  the  lot  to  which  she  desired  to  have  the  payment  applied. 
The  answer  of  Mrs.  Truax  must  have  been,  that  the  money  paid 
was  to  be  applied  on  the  50  acres  standing  in  the  name  of  Wm. 
Root,  and  the  48  acres  standing  in  the  name  of  Benj.  Morse.     It 
now  appears  that  the  largest  sum  was  applied  to  the  subdivision 
in  which  Weaver  had  the  least  interest;  be  having  purchased  only 
tt  aeros  of  sob.  1,  and  the  whoLs  of  stth..S,    This,  however,  did 
not  appear  from  the  books,  and  was  not  known  to  the  Treasurer 
Looking  at  the  condition  of  the  accounts  at  the  time  Mrs.  Truax 
paid  the  #56,  it  appears  that  on  sub.  1,  the  interest  due  an4  to  be- 
come  due,  previoua  to  Septeasber,  1889,  would  be  #66 .46 :   The 
application  of  $M  to  this  account,  therefore,  prevented  its  being 
handed  over  to  the  Attmrney-Oeneral,  in  the  autumn  of  1629.— 
The  interest  doe,  and  to  become  dne  upon  the  48  acre  lot,  in  Sep- 
tember 1839,  would  have  been  #68.81*    The  payment  of  #15, 
which  was  applied  to  this  subdivision,  would  leave  #88.31  due  on 
the  1st  September,  being  only  a  few  cents  more  than  the  interest 
for  two  years.    The  money  paid  by  Mrs.  Truax  might  have  been 
so  apportioned  between  the  two  lots  as  to  have  prevenited  the  sale 
of  either;  and  it  is  very  much  to  be  regretted  that  it  was  not  done 
so.    Every  precaution  is  used  by  the  Treasurer  to  make  the  pro- 
per application  of  money  paid  into  his  hands  upon  the  land  securi- 
ties held  by  the  State.    These  lands  are  not  only  divided  at  the 
Comptroller's  office,  but  innumerable  subdivisions  and  transfers  are 
made,  between  individuals,  which  are  not  known  at  the  public  offi- 
ces.   If  proper  directions  had  been  given  to  the  clerk  who  trans- 
acted the  business,  (Mr.  Oakey,)  ii  is  not  to  be  presumed  that  he 
would  have  disobeyed  them. 

In  1899,  there  being  at  that  time  more  than  two  yaan'  inteiwt 
4ne  upon  the  acoountopeaed  witfi  Baiqainin  Morse  fa  the  48  wsni,

the  origiDal  mortgage  of  D.  Freeman  was  included  in  the  list  of 
securities  which  was  handed  over  to  the  Attorney-General  for  col* 
lection.  Lot  27  was  accordingly  advertised;  and,  on  the  21st  of 
April,  1830^  subdivision  3  of  said  lot,  standing  in  the  name  of  Ben* 
jamin  Morse,  and  containing  48  acres,  was  sold  at  auction,  and  bid 
off  by  Erastus  Willard,  with  whom  an  account  has  been  opened 
for  the  said  subdivision  in  the  Comptroller's  oflice,  for  $269.64. 

The  unfortunate  condition  in  which  the  family  of  Mrs.  Weaver 
have  been  placed  by  the  sale  of  48  acres  of  land  worth  $1,200,  as 
stated  in  the  papers  referred,  for  less  than  one-third  of  its  value, 
has  enlisted  the  generous  feelings  of  her  neighbors;  and  numbers 
of  them  have  joined  in  an  application  ''  for  some  appropriation  to 
the  said  Maria  Weaver,  on  the  part  of  this  State,  for  the  benefit 
of  herself  and  her  numerous  and  respectable  but  needy  family •'^ 

In  addition  to  this,  the  purchaser  of  subdivision  3,  at  the  Attor* 
ney-General's  sale,  Erastus  Willard,  signs  a  statement,  in  which 
he  declares  his  belief  that  the  mem<maKsts  '*  have  suffered  a  pe» 
cuniary  loss  in  consequence  of  the  sale  of  the  48  acres;  and  that 
Mrs.  Weaver  and  her  family  of  children  require  assistance  from 
the  Legislature."  If  Mr.  Willard,  the  purchaser,  would  relinquish 
his  bid,  on  being  paid  the  amount  of  his  advances,  with  interest, 
the  account  for  the  48  acres  might  bo  transferred  to  Mrs.  Weaver, 
and  she  and  her  family  of  children  receive  that  assistance  which 
he  certifies  to  the  legislature  they  require.  If,  as  the  neighbor  of 
this  suffering  family,  he  should  refuse  to  surrender  the  advantages 
of  his  bid,  and  thereby  inflict  ^^  pecuniary  loss  in  consequence  of 
the  sale  of  the  48  acres,"  it  would  essentially  weaken  the  force  of 
his  certificate. 

In  conclusion,  the  Comptroller  takes  leave  to  say,  that  in  n^ 
lation  to  sales  by  the  Attorney-General,  and  re-sales  by  the 
Surveyor-General,  cases  are  frequently  occurring  where,  for  want 
of  notice^  the  owner  loses  his  land;  and  these  hardships  fall,  most 
generally,  upon  those  who  are  least  able  to  bear  them — the  widow 
and  the  orphan,  and  those  who  have  not  access  to  the  channels  of 
information  through  which  the  notices  are  given.  This  subject  is 
alluded  to,  so  far  as  relates  to  re-sales  by  the  Surveyor-General, 
in  the  closing  paragraph  of  the  Comptroller's  annual  report  It  is 
there  reoommended,  that  in  cases  of  re-sales  of  occupied  lands,  the 
purohaaers  should  be  required  to  give  notice  to  the  occupanlSv  as 
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thev  are  now  required  to  do  when  a  parchase  is  made  at  a  sale  of 
lands  for  taxet.  The  tame  provision  should  extend  to  sales  by  the 
Attorney-General.  Such  a  law  would  have  compelled  Mr.  Wil- 
lard,  in  the  present  case,  to  have  given  notice  to  the  memorialists; 
and  they  would  have  been  entitled  to  have  redeemed  the  lot  in 
question.  Such  a  law  is  required  to  protect  the  helpbu  and  the 
uninformed  from  the  grasp  of  the  speculator. 

It.  is  estimated  that  there  are,  in  the  Comptroller's  office,  from 
eight  to  ten  thousand  accounts  with  individuals  for  land  securities. 
Lists  arc  made  out,  annually,  of  such  as  have  two  years'  interest 
in  arrear;  and  these  lists  are  given  to  the  Surveyor-General  and 
Attorney-General  for  collection.  This  course  is  required  by  law; 
and,  as  a  great  proportion  of  the  securities  for  lands  belong  to  the 
School  fund,  the  coUection^hre  indispensable  to  enable  it  to  pay 
to  the  schools  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  is 
annually  distributed* 

In  the  transaction  of  this  business,  the  occurrence  of  errors,  or 
the  negligence  of  the  owner,  will  piiDsent  mmny  cases  of  extreme 
hardship,  from  year  to  year,  unless  provision  is  made  for  serving 
notice  on  the  occupant.  The  increasing  value  of  the  lands  gene- 
rally will  insure  bidders  to  the  amount  due  the  State,  notwith- 
standing the  requirement  to  give  notice.

Of  the  Canal  Board,  respecting  the  navigation  and 

management  of  the  canals. 

Canal  RooMy  ) 

Albany^  Jan.  26,  1635.  ) 

The  Canal  Board  respectfully  represent  to  the  Legislature,  that 
by  the  existing  laws,  three  distinct  boards  are  authorized,  to  make 
regulations  respecting  the  navigation  and  management  of  the  ca- 
nals, viz: 

1st.  The  25th  sec.  title  9  of  chap.  0,  authorizes  the  Canal  Com- 

# 

missioners  to  make  rules  ahd  regulations  in  respect  to  the  size  and 
structure  of  boats,  rafts  and  other  floats,  and  the  weighing  and  in- 
specting of  boats  and  their  lading,  and  in  respect  to  all  matters 
connected  with  the  navigation  of  the  canals. 

2d.  The  148th  section  of  the  same  act  authorizes  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Canal  Fund  to  commute  for  tolls  on  passengers,  and 
regulations  have  been  adopted  by  this  Board  in  relation  to  such 
commutation. 

ad.  The  70th  section  of  the  law  before  referred  to  authorizes 
the  Canal  Board,  which  board  is  formed  by  the  junction  of  the  two 
boards  referred  to  above,  to  fix  the  rates  of  toll  on  the  canals,  and 
to  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the  collection  of 
tolls,  and  impose  such  forfeitures  for  a  breach  thereof,  not  exceed- 
ing 25  dollars,  as  they  shall  judge  reasonable. 
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4th.  The  188th  section  of  the  said  act  authorizes  the  Commis* 
sioners  of  the  Canal  Fund,  in  theilr  regulations,  to  designate  the 
persons  who  may  prosecute  for  penalties  in  behalf  of  the  State,  for 
breaches  of  the  canal  law. 

Under  these  sectiont  of  the  law  several  sets  of  regulations  have 
been  made  and  published,  and  eadh  set  has  necessarily  a  separate 
heading  and  a  distinct  set  of  numbers.  .  To  remedy  this  inconve- 
nience it  is  proposed  to  give  to  the  Canal  Board  the  power  of 
making  all  the  regulations  which  are  now  authorized  to  be  made 
by  the  Canal  Commissioners,  and  the  CommissioBers  of  the  Canal 
Fund,  as  distinct  boards;  or  in  other  words,  to  enable  Ihe  mem- 
bers of  the  Canal  Board,  as  one  body^  to  make  all  the  regulations 
which  the  same  persons  are  now  authorized  to  make  as  members 
of  separate  boards.  The  object  is  to  Amplify  the  canal  legnla- 
tions,  for  the  convenience  of  those  who  are  to  execute  as  well  as 
those  who  are  to  obey  them.  A  copy  of  the  several  sets  of  regu- 
lations, (which  are  annually  published,)  is  herewith  presented,  and 
also  a  draft  of  mn  acSt  to  remedy  the  inconvenience  alluded  to^

REPORT 

Of  the  Commissioners  under  tlie  act  authorizing  a  loan 
for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  this  State. 

TO  THE  LEGISLATURR      ^ 

The  Commissioners  under  the  act  of  the  last  session  entitled 
^*  An  act  aathorising  a  loan  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  this 
State,"  deem  it  their  duty  to  communicate  to  the  Legislature  the 
fact,  that  the  law  referred  to  has  not  been  executed,  and  has  con- 
sequently  expired  by  its  own  limitation. 

The  powers  vested  in  the  Commissioners  ceased  on  the  first  in- 
-stant,  and  being  in  their  terms  discretionary,  perhaps  it  may  be 
expected  that  their  reasons  for  not  executing  those  powers,  and 
carrying  the  law  into  effect  should  also  be  communicated. 

« 

Looking  at  the  message  of  the  Executive  recommending  the 
law;  the  report  of  the  joint  committee  upon  its  introduction,  and 
the  guarded  terms  of  the  law  itself,  by  which  the  Commissioners 
were  ^'  authorized,  if  in  their  opinion  the  public  interest  should  re- 
quire it,"  to  direct  the  issue  of  six  millions  of  public  stock,  to  be 
disposed  of  in  the  manner  designated  therein,  we  could  not  fail  to 
see  that  the  measure  was  designed  to  be  precautionary  in  its  na- 
ture, and  adapted  to  a  state  of  things  not  then  existing,  but  which 
might  occur  during  the  recess  of  the  Legislature.  It  was  recom- 
mended in  the  message  as  a  measure  intended  to  ^'sustain  the 
great  interests  of  the  people,  if  the  necessity  for  it  should  arise," 
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and  the  joint  committee  adopt  it  as  a  "  measure  of  precaution/' 
and  one  that  "  ought  not  to  be  adopted  without  necessity." 

The  community  was  then  suffering  under  a  pecuniary  pressure 
of  the  most  extraordinary  character,  the  extent  of  which  it  was 
impossible  to  foresee,  and  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners  waa 
therefore  necessarily  fixed  upon  its  progress  and  the  development 
of  its  effects  as  the  best  guide  in  the  exercise  of  the  important  dis- 
cretion confided  to  them  by  the  law. 

The  act  was  passed  on  the  1 9th  of  April,  about  the  time  of  the 
opening  of  spring  navigation,  and  as  the  destruction  of  mercantile 
confidence  had  been  one  of  the  principal  fruits  of  the  panic  and 
pressure  which  existed,  the  passage  of  this  law,  we  have  no  doubt, 
contributed  in  a  very  great  degree  to  the  restoration  of  that  con- 
fidence and  the  vigorous  commencement  of  business,  by  inspiring 
the  assurance  that  the  resources  of  the  State  would  be  called  into 
action  if  necessary,  **  to  shield  its  institutions  and  its  citizens  from 
harm." 

It  was  but  a  short  time  after  the  adoption  of  the  measure,  before 
the  aspect  of  the  money  market  became  decidedly  improved,  and 
it  has  since  been  gradually  and  steadily  improving,  until  money 
has  now  become  unusually  abundant,  and  commercial  confidence 
entirely  restored. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  there  has  at  no  time  since 
the  passage  of  the  law  existed  such- a  degree  of  embarrassment  as 
to  call  for  the  application  of  the  extraordinary  remedy  designed 
by  the  Legislature  to  meet  an  anticipated  extraordinary  crisis. 

Such  has  been  our  uniform  answer  to  the  applications  addressed 
to  us,  which  probably,  for  the  reasons  above  stated,  have  been  but 
very  few.  Only  seven  counties,  and  but  two  banks  have  applied 
for  a  proportion  of  the  loan. 

This  fact  of  itself  was  regarded  as  evidence  of  the  improved 
condition  of  business;  and  the  activity  upon  the  canals  and  in  the 
cities,  and  the  lair  state  of  the  markets,  left  no  room  to  doubt  that 
a  general  improvement  was  progressing. 

The  responsibility  cast  upon  the  Commissioners  by  the  law 
would  have  been  promptly  met,  if  in  their  opinion  the  case  con- 
templated by  the  Legislature  had  occurred:  but  they  are  most  hap-

py  to  have  been  relieved  from  the  necessity  of  executing  so  respon- 
sible a  trust,  as  well  as  in  the  belief  that  the  measure  has  been 
productive  of  great  benefit  to  the  community,  without  the  hazard 
or  expense  to  the  public  treasury  of  a  single  dollar.

Ortlie  committee  on  banking  and  insorance  companies^ 
on  so  muck  of  die  Grovernor^  Message  as  relates  to 
the  currency, 

Mr.  Edmonds,  from  the  committee  on  batiks  and  insurance  com» 
fMinies,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Governor's  message 
as  relates  to  the  currency,  and  also  the  reports  of  the  banks  as  to 
the  denomination  of  their  notes  in  crrcttlation,  and  who  were  in* 
structed  by  a  resolution  of  the  Senate  to  inquire  ^^what  fiarther 
prov^isions,  if  any,  arc  necessary  or  expedient  to  prevent  the  bank* 
ing  institutions  of  other  States  from  keeping  offices  Within  this 
State  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  banking  operations,  or  facilK 
tating  the  circulation  of  their  notes'  contrary  to  -  tiie  ^icy  and 
laws  of  this  State,'' 

REPORTED^ 

That  they  have  approached  the  subject  inTolved  in  the  various 
references  to  them,  with  a  doe  sense  of  its  importance^  and  under 
a  full  conviction  that  there  is  none  committed  to  them,  which  re* 
^lires  more  caution  and  pmdanee  at  their  hands,  ^r  in  regard  to 
which  more  injurjf  can  be  done  by  liMigesled  or  imprudeni  roea» 
aures. 

Having  last  year  submitted  to  the  Senate  a  proposition  for  im* 
proving  the  currency,  they  will  not  attempt  to  disguiae  the  satis* 
faction  they  have  experienced  in  witnessing  so  decided  a  manifest 
tation  of  public  sentiment  in  its  favor.    And  in  preparing  the  plaii 
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trhich  they  now  tobmit,  for  currying  that  roent ore  into  efiect,  they 
imvc  endeavored  to  attain  that  object  ia  such  a  manner  as  lo  work 
as  slight  injury  to  the  great  interests  involved  in  it^  as  the  nature 
or  tfce  cate  will  permit. 

The  people  of  this  Stale  have  id  long  been  accnstonied  to  an  al- 
most  unmixed  paper  currency,  as  in  a  grea.t  measure  lo  have  lost 
sight,  until  recently,  of  the  necessity  or  convenience  of  a  melallic 
mcdiokn,  valuable  of  itS4>lf,  and  which  requires  no  process  ef  con- 
version. In  the  earlier  periods  of  the  world,  when  the  businesa 
of  exchanging  commodities  was  of  tittle  moment  an<^  of  rare 
occurrence,  Che  medium  of  exchange  was  the  baser  metals  of 
iron,  copper,  fltc.  As  these  exchanges  increased  in  activity  and 
magnitude,  the  necessity  of  transporting  a  larger  amount  in  a 
smaller  compass  led  to  the  introduction  of  gold  and  silver  m  a 
mean  of  advancing  the  same  end  in  a  greater  degree.  For  all  or- 
dinary  purposes,  a  currency  composed  of  gold,  silver  and  copper, 
was  entirely  adequate;  but  the  trouble  and  expense  of  their  trans- 
portation in  large  amounts  and  to  great  distances,  %vere  foimd  to 
fetter  very  much  the  rapidity  and  activity  of  commercial  transac- 
tions. To  remedy  this  evil,  bills  of  exchange  which  were  used,  in 
the  first  instance,  as  instruments  for  collecting  debts,  became  a  me- 
dium of  circulation,  answering  all  the  purposes  of  gold  and  silver, 
not  only  in  paying  debts,  but  in  making  purchases  and  in  eflbct- 
ing  exchanges  between  distant  places.  The  use  of  paper  credit 
in  other  forms  for  the  same  purposes,  soon  followed  This  was 
supposed  to  be  attended  with  «o  many  advantages  and  gave  such 
additional  vigor  to  commerce,  as  to  attract  general  attention  and 
lead  to  its  encouragement  by  peculiar  and  exclusive  privileges. 
Courts  of  justice  favored  these  evidences  of  debt,  and  sanctioned 
the  custom  which  gave  them  a  transferable  quality,  and  Legisla- 
tures fostered  them  in  various  modes,  as  a  circulating  medium 
among  merchants. 

The  business  under  this  system  soon  afforded  of  itself  sufficient 
remuneration  to  induce  capitalists  to  embark  freely  in  it,  and 
nothing  remained  for  the  Legislature  but  to  restrict  its  exercise 
within  proper  bounds,  granting  only  such  privileges  as  were  ne- 
cessary to  encourage  its  continuance.  This  was  not  a  novel  pro- 
ceeding. In  the  early  use  of  metals  as  currency,  and  before  gc- 
Vernments  established  a  general  national  coin,  the  necessity  of  as- 
certaining the  weight  and  Oneness  of  the  metal  used  in  every 
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Cnunwtioa,  induced  individaalsi  whoie  character  ¥ras  suflkieiit  !• 
give  credit  to  their  actions,  to  atiay  and  weigh  certain  quantities^ 
and  by  -a  mark  on  the  bullion,  to  inform  others  of  its  precise  value. 
But  this  subjected  the  community  to  innumerable  frauds*  and  dis* 
honest  men  were  able  to  put  into  circulation  base  and  adulterated 
nnetalSy  to  the  great  iiijury  of  the  ignorant  and  the  confiding.  In 
order  to  guard  against  this  evil,  governments  were  induced  to  as* 
sume  ii{>on  themselves  tlie  business  of  coining  meney^i  and  to  re* 
strain  all  others  from  any  participation  in  it.  From  the  period  of 
adopting  these  safeguards  until  the  present  time,  it  has  begn  con- 
sidered an  attribute  of  sovereignty,  and  under  our  national  con- 
atitotion  not  only  is  it  conferred  upon  the  general  government,  but 
the  States  and  all  the  citizens  arc  restrained  from  the  exercise  of 
m  right  which  was  once  enjoyed  in  common  by  alL 

This  practice  was  adopted  by  governments  in  some  instances, 
with  a  view  also  to  profit  The  expense  of  the  coinage  must  be 
borne  cither  by  the  government,  or  by  the  individuals  using  the 
metals.  Both  courses  have  been  pursued.  And  where  paper  ere* 
dit  was  substituted  for  coin,  as  a  medium  of  circulation,  it  was  natu- 
ral  to  expect  that  it  would  have  been  produced  in  the  same  manner, 
and  would  have  been  subject  to  the  same  regulations.  But  it  has 
been  found  by  experience,  that  the  manufacture  of  a  paper  cur* 
rency  by  government,  was  productive  of  many  inconveniences,  to 
itself  and  to  the  consumer.  It  is  comparatively  a  simple  process  to 
fix  the  value  of  coin,  and  by  a  stamp  to  designate  its  weight  and 
fineness;  but  for  a  government  to  issue  bills  of  credit,  which  havp 
only  a  convcntionial  value,  dependent  upon  the  case  and  facility 
with  which  they  can  be  converted  into  a  commodity  of  intrinsic 
value,  and  to  keep  on  hand  at  all  convenient  points  in  a  nation, 
a  sufficiency  of  the  metals  for  their  redemption,  has  been  demon- 
strated to  be  so  inconvenient  and  expensive,  as  to  produce  one  of  two 
results;  either  to  deny  to  government  a  suffi<:ient  compensation  to 
induce  a  continuance  of  the  practice,  or  to  compel  it  to  yield  to  the 
strong  temptation  of  refusing  a  redemption  of  their  bills  in  coin.  In 
either  event  it  became  a  burden  to  the  community.  In  one  case, 
by  increasing  the  expenses  of  government,  and  iir  the  other,  by  giv* 
ing  the  people  a  depreciated  currency.  And  whether  governments 
have  issued  a  paper  currency,  with  a  view  to  fixing  and  establishing  a 
uniform  di  culating  medium  of  that  character,  or,  as  was  our  case  du* 
ring  the  revolution,  for  the  purpose  of  raplenishii^  their  coffers,  alt 
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6xpef iencie has  shown  that  this » a  branch  of  bmiheas  wftichcttinot 
be  done  as  well,  as  cheaply,  or  as*  benefickiRy  by  goYcrnments  as 
by  individoatY;  Md  that  l^e  only  paper  currency  which  govern-^ 
ments  can  well  create,  is  by  IhUs-oC  credil  ormoes  of  ntfyck^  paya^ 
ble  at  a  future  day  and  hewing  interestv  These  answer  sooie  of 
the  purpose*  of  commerr*^  and  for  invebtmenl,  but  arc  useless  or 
hiconvenient  for  many  others  and  for  general  circulation.  li  ha» 
therefore  bee»  found  to  be  wise  and  nedessary,  either  to  abandon 
the  paper  system  entirely,  or  to  convmit  this  attribute  of  sov^rign* 
Xj — th^  c<Mnage  of  paper  money,  if  it  may  be  so  expressed — to  ia* 
dividual*  enterprize<^  And  as  the  protection  of  the  whole  communi* 
ty  against  base  and  adulterated  eoin»,  required  restrictione  upon 
the  rights  which  had  belonged  to  and  been  freely  exercised  by  any 
portion  of  that  'community,  so  a  similar  protection  against  an  nii* 
sound  paper  currency,  seemed  to  demand  similar  restrictions  upon 
the  right  of  every  individual  to  issue  paper  money  at  his  pleasure. 
In  the  same  manner,,  as  neither  metal  nor  paper  currency  could  be 
fabricated  without  son^e  expense,  and  as  the  former  was>  provided 
for,  either  by  additional  taxation  upon  the  whole  community,  or 
upon  the  consumer  in  the  form  of  seiniorage^  so  it  became  necessary 
to  compensate  the  manufacturer  of  the  latter,  by  privileges,  which 
would  fffibrd  an  adequate  remumeration.  Hence  has  arisen  our  sys«^ 
tcm  of  banking,  in  which  the  attribute  of  sovereignty — the  coinage 
of  money — has  been  conferred  upon  certain  individuals,  because 
thus  it  can  be  exercisedmost  economically  ;—^in  which  the  expense 
and  labor  have  been  compensated  by  certain  privileges,  which  af- 
ford the  only  remuneration  for  performing  a  tluty,  which,  as  long 
as  tlie  metals  were  the  medium  of  exchange,  properly  belonged  to 
government;  and  in  which  the  the  community  are  guarded,  by 
suitable  restrictions,  against  an  unsound,  or  in  other  words,  an 
adulterated  currency. 

In  remarking  that  the  paper  system  must,  in  a  certaui  alterna- 
tive, be  entirely  abandoned,  the  committee  must  not  be  understood 
as  referring  to  that  system  as  it  exists  in  this  country,  where  pa- 
per is  made  to  take  the  place  of  specie  for  all  the  purposes  of  the 
consumer,  but  to  that  system  where  it  is  confined  within  its  pro* 
'per  sphere,  as  a  medium  of  exchange  for  commercial  operations 
only.  And  in  that  sense,  they  cannot  for  a  moment  entertain  the 
Idea  of  its  entire  abandonment.  In  such  an  event,  a  vacuum  of 
many  millions  would  be  produced^  whieh  must  either  remain  per- 
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mnnent  or  be  filled  virith  specie  by  a  slow  and  tedious  process. 
In  either  ease,  that  great  scarcity  of  money  would  be  caused, 
which  has  always  restrained  enterprise  and  arrested  the  march  of 
improvement.  There  is,  howevert  a  salutary  medium  between 
the  cxtrenies  of  excessive  issues  of  paper  and  its  entire  with* 
drawal.  But  what  should  constitute  that  medium,  what  privileges 
may  be  sufficient  to  afford  an  adequate  compensation  for  the  labor 
and  expense  of  making  paper  money,  and  what  restrictions  may 
be  neces^ry  to  guard  against  the  abuse  of  the  power,  are  ques* 
tions  which  have  long  exercised  the  attention  of  statesmen,  and 
hitherto,  without  establishing  any  uniform  or  general  rule. 

The  profitable  nature  of  the  business  has  induced  the  with- 
drawal of  many  of  the  privileges  which  were  first  conferred,  and 
particularly  that  monopoly  of  it,  in  the  hands  of  one  or  two  insti* 
tutions,  which,  at  one  time  was  deemed  essential  to  its  proper 
prosecution. 

■ 

lo  proportion  as  theae  privileges  bav#  bem  withdrawn,  rcs.tri<^ 
siotts  have  increased,  jo  tlrnt  the  great  aim  of  legislation  pow 
seems  to  be,  the  creation  of  additioiml  safeguards  against  the  im« 
proper  exercise  of  the  power,  which  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  grant.  Some  have  been  adopted  which  have  been  suggested  by 
the  experience  of  other  countries,  while  there  are  sotno  which  are 
peculiar  to  ourselves,  which  have  origiaated  with  us  and  been 
forded  upon  us  by  our  own  observation. 

Among  provisions  of  this  character,  none  is  probably  more  im- 
portant pr  beneficial  than  that  which  gives  publicity  to  the  pro- 
ceedings of  our  bankSr  The  time  has  been  when  a  bank  director 
deemed  it  one  of  his  most  important  duties,  to  tlirow  an  impene* 
trable  veil  of  secrecy  around  all  its  proceedings.  But  now,  by 
means  of  a  periodical  examination  of  our  banks,  and  the  informa- 
tion which  is  thence  obtained  and  diffused  abroad  in  official  re- 
ports, by  the  exercise  of  the  power  whicli  our  Legislature  has  re- 
served over  them,  and  by  a  course  of  open  candor,  which  ought 
to  bbtoifl  among  the  officers  of  these  institutions,  the  public  will 
have  a  better  knowledge  of  their  operations,  and  a  clearer  insight 
into  ihcir  defects  and  their  benefits.  This  publicity  ought  to  be 
fu»cournged  and  insisted  upon.  If  a  bank  is  conducted  fairly,  upop 
legitimate  principles,  and  in  strict  accordance  with  its  charter,  it 


mn  liaw  noihiiig  to  fear  from  the  strictest  scrutiny  or  tlie  fullest 
disclosure  of  iu  transactions.  If,  oo  tlie  other  hand,  it  is  impro- 
perly managed,  it  should  not  be  permitted  to  conceal  its  malprac- 
tices; but  every  principle  of  justice  requires,  that  those  who  are 
induced,  by  the  special  action  of  the  Legislature,  to  repose  con- 
fidence in  these  institutions,  should  know  the  precise  ground  on 
which  that  confidence  resU. 

Another  provision,  recently  incorporated  into  our  acts  creating 
banks,  is  calculated  to  add  to  the  security  of  the  puWici  By  re- 
quiring directors  to  be  interested  in  their  institutions  to  a  consider 
rable  amount,  a  strong  guarantee  is  afforded  against  thate  opera- 
tions, which  in  times  past  have  enriched  the  officers  of  the  bank, 
at  the  expense  alike  of  its  stockholders  and  iU  bill  holders.  But 
no  general  rule  has  been  adopted  upon  this  subject,  nor  has  the 
application  of  the  principle  been  uniform.  In  9ome  insUnoes  di- 
rectors in  our  Sute  banks,  whose  capiuls  did  not  exceed  9100,000, 
have  been  required  to  be  the  owners  of  stock  to  the  amount  of 
•1,000,  while  in  others,  with  a  capital  .of  9850,000,  the  sum  of 
0250  only  is  required  to  qualify  a  director.  In  the  United  States 
Bank  the  ownership  of  01,000  of  Uock  is  sufficient  to  constitute  a 
director  over  085,000,000.  In  the  Bank  of  England,  a  director 
must  own  £2,000,  a  deputy  governor,  £8,000,  the  governor, 
£4,000,  and  its  capital  stock  is  £10,014,750.  The  bank  of  France 
has  a  capiul  of  45,000,000  francs.  Its  governor  must  be  the 
owner  of  50,000  francs,  and  the  deputy  governors  each  25,000 
francs.  This  provision  as  to  our  banks  is  inserted  in  each  charter; 
and  as  its  object  is  to  make  it  the  interest  of  a  director  to  dischai^ 
his  duty  faithfully,  care  ought  to  be  taken,  in  every  instance,  to 
make  the  provision  large  enough  to  attain  that  end.  It  is  obvious, 
that  in  some  instances,  the  amount  is  altogether  too  low. 

But  whatever  may  be  the  restraints  imposed  upon  these  institu- 
tions, they  will  frequently  yield  to  the  temptation  of  disregarding 
them.  The  best  security  which  has  been  discovered  against  this 
evil,  is  a  strict  and  frequent  examination  of  their  conduct  by  faitii- 
ful  and  competent  officers.  This  and  the  creation  of  a  safety  fund, 
are  features  in  legislation  on  this  subject,  which  are  peculiar  to 
this  State.  By  the  former  a  sure  guarantee  is  afforded  against 
violations  of  the  law,  and  against  those  frauds  which  have,  at 
times,  seriously  injured  the  publie. 
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It  wai  nnttcipated,  at  the  adoption  of  our  system,  that  its  pro* 
visions  would  *  create  additional  confidence  in  our  banking  institu^ 
tions;  and  while  manjr  advantages  were  expected  to  arise  from 
this  sense  of  securitjTi  it  was  also  feared  that  it  would  enable  the 
banks  to  extend  their  issues  unduly,  and  would  increase  the  de- 
mand for  such  corporations.  All  these  anticipations  have  been  re* 
alized.  The  system  has  thus  far  protected  our  State  from  bank 
failures,  and  has  enabled  our  local  institutions  to  withstand  a  most 
extraordinary  assault  upon  their  very  existence.  And  it  will  not 
perhaps  be  too  much  for  the  committee  to  say«  that  there  can  be 
no  doubt,  that  those  aisaults  would,  under  our  former  system, 
have  inflicted  upon  our  State  wide  spread  and  general  ruin.  The 
evils  have  been  equally  apparent:  There  has  been,  within  a  few 
years,  an  increasing  demand  for  new  banks,  and  an  uncommon 
number  have  been  granted.  How  far  such  increase  has  been  ne* 
cessary  or  prudent,  the  committee  do  not  deem  it  expedient  now 
to  inquire.  That  may  be  the  sutiject  of  future  examination.  Their 
attention  has  been  more  immediately  directed  to  the  other  branch 
of  the  inquiry— the  issues  of  our  banks  and  their  effect  upon  our 
currency. 

The  Governor  suggests  a  restriction  of  .the  issues  to  the  amount 
of  the  respective  capitals  of  the  banks.  The  committee  last  year 
suggested  a  similar  reduction  in  the  event  that  no  other  remedy 
was  to  be  adopted,  and  in  order  to  test  its  effect  a  clause  was  in- 
sorted  in  all  the  acts  of  incorporation  which  passed  during  that  ses- 
sion, prohibiting  the  issue  of  bills  beyond  once  and  a  half  the  ca- 
pital stock.  If  it  had  been  sanctioned  to  the  extent  of  once  the 
amount  of  the  capital,  and  had  been  applied  to  existing  banks,  the 
currency  of  our  State  would  have  been  reduced  by  that  operation 
alone  about  92,000,000,  as  will  be  seen  by  a  table  annexed  to 
this  report  The  committee  at  the  same  time,  recommended  the 
measure  of  prohibiting  the  circulation  of  small  bills,  and  from  the 
best  information  which  they  could  then  obtain,  they  estimated  the 
amount  of  bills  of  that  denomination  to  be  $2,000,000;  one  quar- 
ter of  which  they  supposed  would  be  supplied  by  bills  of  larger 
amount:  So  that  the  whole  measure,  if  adopted  and  applied  to  all 
the  banks,  might,  according  to  thai  estimate,  have  affected  our 
currency  to  about  the  amount  of  f8,500,0b0.  This  was  too  se- 
rious and  important  a  measure  not  to  cause  some  hesitation;  and 
the  committee  therefore,  while  they  recommended  without  qualifi- 
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eatioii  the  proTision  at  to  die  somiU  bills,  suggested  oaly  a  partial 
adoption  of  the  other.  Now,  howeveri  that  it  is  aaoertained  by 
the  information  sinoe  procured,  that  the  small  bills  alone  amount' 
to  nearly  94,000,090,  it  is  not  deemed  necessary  or  advisable  to 
adopt  the  other  measure  at  the  same  time*  It  may  be  that  tlie 
withdrawal  of  the  small  notes,  will  of  itself  reduce  the  issues  to 
that  limit  If  it  should  not,  then  it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  circu- 
lation would  be  contracted  so  much,  as  to  be  attended  with  disas- 
trous consequences.  Time  alone  can  determine  what  eflect  the 
withdrawal  of  the  small  notes  will  produce  on  the  aggregate 
amount  of  bsues. 

* 
A  table  is  annexed  to  this  report  showing  the  amount  Of  dis- 
counts above  the  Kmit  suggested  by  the  Governor,  from  which  it 
appears  that  the  adoption  of  that  limit  would  have  ccynpeHed  the 
banks  to  draw  in  their  discounts  on  1st  January,  1884,  #4,197,571, 
and  on  Ist  January,  1885,  94,288,872;  and  ef  course  to  withhold 
from  the  community  accommodations  to  those  amounts.  Thus, 
by  prohibiting  the  circulation  of  small  btlh,  by  restricting  issaes 
to  once  the  amount  of  the  capital,  and  the  discounts  to  twice  that 
amount,  we  should  seem  to  aflect  the  business  of  our  State  about 
$10,000,000.  But  in  order  to  judge  of  the  actual  eflect,  it  must 
be  taken  into  consideration  that  a  part  of  the  circulation  thus  to  be 
withdrawn,  will  be  supplied  with  specie,  and  a  paft  with  larger 
bills,  and  that  a  reduction  of  the  issues  will  of  itself  reduce  the 
discounts.  What  would  be  the  precise  effect  it  is  difficult,  if  not 
impossible,  to  say,  because  of  the  impracticability  of  determining 
to  what  extent  larger  bills  Will  take  the  place  of  small  notes,  or 
how  far  the  vacuum  occasioned  by  the  curtailment  of  the  issues 
will  be  filled  by  a  metallic  currency.  The  proportion  of  the  small 
bill  circulation,  for  which  larger  bills  would  be  a  substitute,  has  been 
estimated  by  competent  judges,  at  from  one*quarter  to  one-half. 
Taking  one-third  as  the  medium,  it  will  appear  that  if  both  mea- 
sures as  to  thie  issues  are  tube  adopted,  *  a  vacuum  of  between 
three  and  four  millions  of  dollars  will  be  created  in  our  circula- 
ting medium.  That  vacuum'  is  to  be  fHled  exclusively  by  specie. 
And  as  it  is  well  known  that  specie  is  slow  in  being  diffused 
through  a  commuhity,  much  more  so  than  paper,  it  will  follow  in- 
evitably, that  for  some  time  the  vacuum  will  remain  nnsupplied. 
This  cannot  be  without  producing  pecuniary  distress,  seriously  af- 


feeling  the  value  of  property^  aiid  eauding  generel  derangenent  m 
our  bqsineM  relatioQ^ 

If  we  confine  our  action  U>  the  circulation  of  small  notes  only, 
we  shall  legislate  upon  about  #4,000,000  of  our  currency;  and  it 
becomes  us  so  to  act  in  regard  to  it,  as,  in  the  language  of  the 
messagCi  to  avoid  ^'  a  sudden  and  injurious  contraction  of  the  cir- 
culating medium.'^ 

The  researches  of  the  committee  have  not  enabled  them  to  dis- 
cover that  there  is  any  country,  except  om«,  where  paper  money 
of  so  small  a  denomination  as  one  dolliar»  is  permitted  to  circulate; 
and  it  seems  to  follow  as  a  necessary  consequence,  that  there  ia 
none  where  specie  has  borne  so  small  a  proportion  to  paper.  Thus, 
in  England,  no  notes  are  permitted  below  £5,  or  about  $25;  and 
and  there  the  currency  consists  of  9139,000,000  of  paper,  and 
#214,000,000  of  specie.  In  France/ 500  francs,  or  about  #100,  is 
the  lowest  denomination;^ and  there  the  currency  is  #527,000,000 
specie,  and  $30,000,000  of  paper.  In  Ireland  and  Scotland,  £l, 
or  about  #4  notes  are  permitted:  In  the  former  country,  the  cur- 
rency is  #7,000,000  specie,  and  #22,000,000  paper;  and  in  the  lat- 
ter, #2,250,000  specie,  and  #16,750,000  paper.  In  the  U.  States, 
before  the  extraordinary  importation  of  specie  during  the  past  year, 
our  currency  was  stated  to  consist  of  #12,000,000  specie,  and 
#80,000,000  paper;  and  for  13  years  previous,  averaged  at  about 
#6,000,000  of  specie  to  about  #66,000,000  of  paper. 

Panics  as  to  the  currency,  arise  from  two  causes:  One,  p  distrust 
of  its  soundness;  and  the  other,  an  apprehension  that  the  quantity 
may  not  be  sufficient  Against  the  former,  an  entire  metallic  cur- 
rency will  be  an  adequate  guaranty,  which  will  be  greater  or  less, 
as  the  currency  may  be  composed  more  or  less  of  the  precious 
metals.  And  it  is  undoubtedly  a  just  conclusion,  that  as  a  nation 
recedes  from  a  currency  composed  solely  of  the  metals,  it  becomes 
more  subject  to  sudden  panics  and  their  injurious  effects.  France 
has  never  been  as  subject  as  England  to  sudden  revulsions,  panics 
and  distress  in  its  monetary  affairs. 

Bank  panics  always  operate  most  injuriously  upon  the  poor  and 
laboring  classes.  They  are  first  alarmed,  and  feel  the  effects  of  a 
bank  failure  most  severely.  Thare  are  many  men  in  our  State, 
who  do  not  reemve  more  than  #5  for  a  week's  w<Mrk.    If  they  re^ 
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ccive  their  pay  in  the  hills  of  a  bank  which  fails,  or  whose  credit 
is  impaired,  their  means  of  supporting  their  families  fur  the  ensuing 
week  are  impaired  or  entirely  gone.  They  cannot  afford  to  lose 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  their  earnings,  nor  to  wait  for  a  distant 
period  of  redemption.  They  are  therefore  most  easily  alarmed, 
and  most  strongly  excited  by  the  rumor  of  a  bank  failure;  and 
they  become  most  clamorous  for  a  prompt  conversion  of  their 
earnings  into  a  currency  which  cannot  depreciate.  By  prohibiting 
small  notes,  this  class  Mrill  be  generally  paid  in  specie;  they  will 
not  be  liable  to  loss  from  a  depreciation  of  bills;  nor  will  they  be 
made  instrumental  in  producing  or  increasing  the  pressure  upon  a 
suspected  bank.  They  receive  no  direct  benefit  from  banks,  and 
they  should  not  be  subjected  to  any  loss  on  their  account. 

The  withdrawal  of  small*  bills  will  have  a  tendency  to  prevent 
the  exportation  of  specie.  When  there  is  an  excess  of  currency^ 
whether  of  coin  or  paper,  the  price  of  prpperty  riseSi  or  in  other 
words,  the  value  of  the  currency  falls,  and  the  circulating  value  of 
coin  falls  with  it;  and  if  that  excess  consists  of  paper,  coin  will  be 
exported  as  merchandize^  because  it  will  produce  more  abroad  than 
at  home: '  And  on  the  other  hand,,  when  the  currency  is  contracted, 
it  increases  in  valued  or  which  is  the  same  thing,  the  prif*e  of  pro- 
perty  falls;  coin  receives  its  full  value  at  home,  and  there  is  na 
longer  an  inducement  for  its  export;  and  this  will  be  true»  whether 
the  currency  may  be  expanded  by  the  issue  of  small  bills,  or  con- 
tracted by  their  suppression,  or  from  any  other  cause.  In  1774, 
the  gold  currency  of  Great  Britain  was  estimated  at  £27,000v000. 
Then  the  Bank  of  England  issued  no  small  notes,  and  its  issues  of 
bills  amounted  to  about  £9,CM>0,000.  In  1607,  the  gold  currency 
of  Great  Britain  did  not  exceed  £3,000,000;  and  then  the  issues  of 
tho  Bank  of  Bngland  amounted  to  £20,000,000,  of  which  more  than 
£4,000,000  consisted  of  notes  under  £B. 

Issues  of  paper  allow  the  exportation  of  the  metaU,  even  when 
those  issues  are  not  so  great  as  to  lessen  the  value  of  the  circulat- 
ing medium.  When  that  medium  consists  of  paper,  there  is  po 
sufficient  demand  for  coin  at  home  to  prevent  its  going  abroad* 
A  table,  accompanying  this  report,  shows  the  amount  of  coin  and 
bullion  exported  from  New- York  since  the  1st  October,  1830.  At 
present  the  amount  is  inconsiderable; 'but  whenever  foreign  ex<» 
change  shall  rise,  the  exportation  will  again  take  place.  The 
principal  part  of  the  specie  now  iu  our  State,  is  in  our  baqks;  and 
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it  is  earilf  procured  for  oxport«  by  drawing  upon  their  yaultii:  It 
is  already  concentrated  for  the  exporter.  Whatever  may  be  the 
demand,  it  affects  the  coin  in  actual  circulation  very  little,  and 
slowly  if  at  all.  By  striking  out  the  small  bills,  their  place  will 
measurably  be  supplied  with  specie,  which  will  be  drawn  from  the 
banks,  and  be  diffused  abroad  in  the  community;  and  when  once 
diffused,  its  concentration,  for  the  purposes  of  the  exporter,  will  be 
too  slow,  expensive  and  tedious  a  process  for  him  to  rely  upon. 
It  is  true,  that  a  constant  drain  upon  the  banks  for  specie,  will  ul- 
timately withdraw  some  amount  from  actual  circulation;  but  in 
the  mean  time,  the  specie  basis  of  our  currency  will  be  enlarged, 
and  the  currency  itself  thereby  become  much  sounder. 

It  has  already  been  remarked,  that  the  object  of  the  institution 
of  paper  currency,  was  the  accommodation  of  commercial  purpo- 
ses only,  and  its  use  was  originally  confined  to  those  engaged  in 
that  business^  But  having  been,  under  our  system,  extended  to  all 
the  purposes  of  the  retailer  and  the  consumer,  its  evils  and  disad- 
vantages have,  in  the  same  proportion,  been  extended  over  the 
whole  community.  Whenever  a  panic  occurs,  those  who  are  the 
holders  of  paper  money,  the  soundnessi  of  which  they  suspect,  de- 
mand its  redemption,  and  those  who  are  anticipating  a  worse  fu- 
ture, hoard  whatever  they  can  collect  .  These  operations  reduce 
the  circulating  medium,  and  compel  the  banks  to  adopt  the  same 
measures,  and  still  further  to  curtail  it  If  this  operation  was  con- 
fined to  the  commercial  portion  of  a  community,  the  residue,  being 
eontent  with  a  currency  valuable  of  itself,  would  feel  perhaps  little 
of  the  pressure,  and  none  of  the  panic,  and  would  in  no  respect  be 
instrumental  in  increasing  its  weight  upon  others.  But  ahnost 
every  individual  is  now  the  holder  of  paper  money,  and  oi  course 
liable  to  be  operated  upon  by  sudden  panic,  and  to  aid  in  extend- 
ing its  consequences.  This  will  be  reformed  in  proportion  as  spe- 
cie prevails  in  our  currency. 

It  is  so  much  the  interest  of  each  bank  to  extend  its  circulation, 
that  it  has  become  evident  that  the  rivalry  between  them,  which 
it  was  once  expected  would  prevent  an  excess  of  issues,  fails  to 
produce  that  effect  to  the  desired  extent.  Their  efforts  are  direct- 
ed rather  to  an  increase  of  their  own  circulation,  than  a  decrease 
of  that  of  others ;  and  these  efforts  are  greatly  aided  by  the  issues 
of  small  bilb.  By  prohibiting  their  circulation,  we  shall  close  one 
of  thiir  most  eootfideiit  ehanneb,  by  which  they  poor  abroad  so 
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thereby  be  redooed,  ao  ikr  ^iH  the  amoant  of  their  loans  and  Iheir 
profits  be  diminished.  And  so  far  will  that  demand  for  new  banks, 
which  has  in  Tiew  only  the  profits  on  their  stock,  be  also  redooed. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  the  conmiittee  to  recapitulate  all  the  coo^ 
siderations  which  require  a  prevention  of  over  issues  of  paper  no* 
ney.  The  niischiefii  of  such  an  excess  are  becoming  well  known« 
and  the  remedy  is  the  same,  whether  applied  in  the  sh^>e  of  a  di« 
rect  restriction  npon  the  total  issues,  or  of  a  prohibition  as  to  bilk 
of  a  particular  denomination* 

Virginia,  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania' are  the  only  States,  so  far 
as  the  committee  are  able  to  ascertain,  which  have  had  prokibi- 
tions  upon  the  issue  of  small  notes.  The  banking  in  those  States 
as  late  as  1834,  was  as  follows:  The  banks  in  Virginia,  with  capi- 
tals amounting  to  t5,694,500,  had  $5,598,929  in  circulation,  and 
$937,751  in  specie.  In  Maryland,  the  banking  capital  was  #9,270,- 
091;  the  issues,  $2,441,698,  and  the  specie  $1,050,506.  A  table 
of  the  situation  of  the  Pennsylvania  banks,  is  subjoined,  which 
shows  that  their  capital  was  $15,880,968;  their  issues  $9,953,252; 
their  specie  $2,784,893,  and  their  issues  of  $5  notes,  $2,014,525. 
A  table  is  also  annexed  showing  the  condition  of  the  banks  in  the 
several  States,  which  wifl  assist  the  Senate  in  judging  in  some 
measure,  of  the  eflcct  upon  the  banks  themselves,  of  the  withdraw- 
al of  small  notes. 

It  is  urged  in  favor  of  retaining  small  bills,  that  they  are  mora 
convenient  than  specie.    This  is  genendly  true. 

There  are  frequent  occasions  for  the  remission  of  sums  under 
$5t  from  one  part  of  the  State  to  the  other.  This  advantage  will 
be  entirely  cut  ofi*. 

Much  of  our  stock  and  produce  is  purchased  by  persons  who 
travel  through  the  country  for  that  purpose,-  and  who  pay  out  ma- 
ny sums  under  $5.  To  such,  the  inconvenience  of  carrying  about 
with  them  a  large  bulk  of  specie,  would  be  considerable.  And  the 
inconvenience  of  carrying  the  metals  about  the  person,  for  the  or- 
dinary purposes  of  retail  and  consumption,  is  also  pressed  as  an  ob- 
jection. 

Much  of  the  force  of  these  objections  will  be  removed  by  the 
jasrodcptirm  ef  grid  coin;  yet  if  thty  aa^lad  in  fiiU  Ibeoa,  thqr  ana 
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not,  in  the  opinion  of  tbe  conunittee,  of  sufficient  weight  to  coun- 
terbalance the  argument  in  favor  of  the  measure. 

The  reduction  of  the  issues  of  our  banks,  and  the  diminution  of 
their  profits^— the  curtailment  of  applications  for  new  charters — 
giving  to  the  laboring  classes  their  pay  in  a  currency  valuable  in 
itself,  and  thus  guarding  them  against  panic;  and  th^  depreciation 
of  paper  on  the  one  hand,  and  protecting  the  banks  against  their 
fears  on  the  other— the  restriction  upon  the  exportation  of  specie — 
and  the  establishment  of  our  whole  circulating  medium  upon  a 
broader  specie  basis,  and  conferring  upon  it  a  more  permanent 
character,  are  advantages  which  must  &r  outweigh  these  ipconve- 
niences. 

The  measure  is  necessary  in  order  to  carry  into  full  effect  the 
effort  of  the  national  administration  to  introduce  the  circulation  of 
gold,  and  establish  the  currency  contemplated  by  the  Constitution^ 
That  effort  proceeds  from  the  same  wise  and  patriotic  spirit  which 
has  already  done  so  much  to  restore  the  purity  of  that  instrument, 
and  equally  with  the  others,  has  received  the  marked  and  decided 
approbation  of  the  people.  The  effort  will  be  vain,  if  we  are  to 
compel  the  convenience  of  the  people,  and  the  interest  of  our  local 
institutions,  to  thwart  and  defeat  it 

The  manner  in  which  the  small  bills  are  to  be  withdrawn  from 
circulation,  is  the  only  remaining  subject  of  inquiry. 

When  the  reports  made  by  the  banks  in  obedience  to  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  last  session,  were  referred  to  the  committee,  it  was 
Isadily  perceived,  that  if  the  inquiry  should  be  extended  farther 
iian  was  contemplated  by  that  resolution,  a  mass  of  information 
would  be  obtained,  that  would  be  exceedingly  valuable  to  the  Le- 
gislature in  their  action  upon  this  subject.  The  committee  there- 
fore addressed  the  annexed  circular  to  all  the  banks  in  the  State, 
and  have  received  answers  from  all  but  two.  The  purport  of  those 
answers  they  have  embodied  in  a  table,  which  shows  the  capital  of 
each  bank,  the  amount  of  specie  on  hand,  the  whole  circulation  of 
each,  and  in  most  cases  the  precise  amount  of  each  denomination.

The  bill  which  the  committee  recommend,  proposes  to  withdraw 
from  circulation  all  under  $5,  the  amount  of  which,  it  will  be  seen, 
is  08,730,902;  and  they  estimate  that  at  least  one^third  of  that 
amount  will  be  supplied  by  larger  bills.  When  the  Bank  of  Eng- 
land ceased  issuing  notes  under  £5  in  1821,  it  had  in  circulation 
small  bills  to  the  amount  of  £6,488,010,  and  its  whole  issues  were 
£22,471,450.  In  the  short  space  of  six  ntionths,  its  circulation  of 
small  notes  was  reduced  £3,884,550,  while  its  whole  circulation 
was  reduced  £2,143,710.  In  one  year  its  circulation  of  small  bills 
was  reduced  £5,098,650,  and  its  whole  circulation  £4,298,980. 
In  18  months,  its  small  bills  were  reduced  £5,620,860,  and  its 
whole  circulation  £4,703,110.  It  would  not  be  proper  to  attri- 
bute the  whole  of  this  diminution  of  its  circulation  to  the  with- 
drawal of  small  bills.  In  1819,  Parliament  directed  the  Bank  to 
resume  specie  payments.  It  did  so  in  1821,  and  prepared  for  that 
event  by  gradually  drawing  in  its  notes  so  that  its  total  circulation, 
which  in  1819  was  £25,246,690,  fell  down  to  £22,471,450  in  1821, 
and  finally  to  £17,768,340  in  1822;  and  from  that  period  it  arose, 
and  has  since  fluctuated  between  £18)000,000  and  £20,000,000. 
Making  proper  allowances  on  this  account,  the  committee  suppose 
their  estimate  will  be  found  to  be  nearly  accurate.  A  table  is 
subjoined,  which  shows  the  circulation  of  the  Bank  of  England  for 
a  series  of  years  before  and  after  the  curtailment  of  its  small  notes. 

If  the  committee  are  right  in  their  estimate,  the  currency  will 
be  reduced  by  the  withdrawal  of  small  bills,  #2,487,268,  unless  the 
vacuum  is  filled  by  specie.  Whence  shall  we  derive  this  spe- 
cial   It  is  true  that  there  is  now  a  large  amount  la  the  ooun* 
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try,  and  that  our  Safety  Fand  banks  have  in  the  aggregate  an 
amount  of  coin  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  but  it  is  equally  true,  as 
will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  tables,  that  the  banks  most  to  be 
affected  are  the  least  prepared  for  it.  The  banks  in  New^York 
and  Albany  have  about  (6,250,000  of  specie,  and  •1,019,085  of 
small  bills  in  circulation.  Ther  banks  out  of  those  cities  have  less 
than  $l,000,00<r  of  specie,  and  12,711,217  of  small  4>ills.  These 
amounts  of  specie  are  larger  than  during  previous  years,  yet  they 
are  not  enough  in  the  country  banks  to  enable  them,  consistent- 
ly with  their  otiier  obligations,  to  meet  a  sudden  demand  to  the 
amount  of  the  contemplated  curtailment.  Some  time  must  be  al- 
lowed them  to  prepare  for  the  event,  and  it  will  be  far  better  to 
afford  them  too  much  than  too  little.  If  we  do  not  allow  ihem 
enough,  we  may  have  a  sudden  contraction  of  our.  currency, 
that  will  be  attended  with  ruinous  consequences,  and  a  recurrence 
of  those  scenes  of  panic  and  pecuniary  distress  from  which  we 
have  recently  escaped. 

It  will  be  seen  by  a  reference  to  the  table,  that  there  were  two 
periods  at  which  the  circulation  of  small  notes  by  the  bank  of 
England  was  curtailed.  First  in  1821,  when  the  bank  resumed 
specie  payments,  and  discontinued  the  issue  of  small  notes.  This 
was  done  in  pursuance  of  an  act  which  allowed  the  bank  four 
years  to  prepare  for  that  event;  but  the  directors  having  in  two 
years  accumulated  a  large  amount  of  specie,  they  resXimed  specie 
payments,  and  commenced  withdrawing  their  small  notes  in  May, 
1821.  The  effect  of  these  two  operations  upon  the  issues  of  that 
bank,  has  already  been  shown.  The  second  period  was  in  1829, 
when  in  consequence  of  an  act  passed  in  1826,  the  circulation  of 
notes  under  £5  was  prohibited'  all  over  England.  In  this  act  the 
time  allowed  was  8  years:  And  at  both  periods,  preparation  was 
made  for  the  coming  event,  by  the  accumulation  of  large  amounts 
of  specie,  and  by  increased  activity  in  the  mint,  insomuch  that  a 
new  coinage  of  gold  was  issued  in  1821—1822,  to  the  amount  of 
£14,877,547. 

These  considerations  have  induced  the  committee  to  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  such  periods  as  will  not  only  enable  the 
banks  to  procure  the  coin  necessary  for  the  occasion,  but  so  to  dif- 
fuse it  among  our  citizens  as  to  prevent  any  contraction  of  the 
currency  whatever. 
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Each  bank  Id  this  Stale  redeems  ito  notes  to  an  amottnt  equal  to 
its  ivhole  circulation,  once  in  about  76  days.  And  it  has  been 
thought  advisable  to  direct  the  banks  to  avail  themselves  of  this 
process  of  redemption  six  months  in  advance  of  the  prohibition 
upon  their  circulation  among  our  citizens.  This,  it  is  supposed, 
will  have  a  great  tendency  to  prevent  a  contraction  of  the  currency. 
In  order  to  test  the  effect  of  the  measure,  the  committee  recommend 
a  resolution  calling  upon  the  banks  next  year  to  report  the  exact 
state  of  their  circulation. 

The  committee  are  fully  conscious  of  one  difficulty  attending 
their  measure,  ond  that  is,  the  exclusion  of  small  bills  of  banks  in 
other  States.  The  present  law  upon  that  subject,  is  almost  inop- 
erative; partly  because  the  penalty  is  imposed  upon  both  parties, 
thus  making  it  the  interest  of  each  not  to  enforce  it,  partly  be- 
cause of  a  distinction,  which  seems  to  be  invidious,  between  bills 
of  our  own  banks  and  those  of  other  States,  and  partly  because 
there  is  a  prevailing  opinion  that  that  measure  is  calculated  only 
for  the  benefit  of  the  banks.  The  two  latter  will  be  removed  by 
the  proposed  extension  to  our  own  bills,  and  the  former  by  attach- 
ing the  penalty  to  one  party  only. 

It  has  been  suggested  to  the  committee,  to  adopt  more  rigor- 
ous measuVes  in  regard  to  the  circulation  of  foreign  bills,  than 
our  own;  but  this  course  would  preserve  the  same  distinction 
which  is  now  (Complained  of,  and  would  be  calculated  to  defeat 
that  co-operation  of  the  neighboring  States  which  is  so  essential 
to  the  full  adoption  of  the  measure. 

By  evincing  to  the  adjoining  members  of  the  Union,  a  dispos^^ 
tion  to  deal  by  them  as  by  our  own  citizens,  by  spreading  b^ 
fore  them  the  advantages  of  our  measures,  and  by  exhibiting  to 
them  the  precise  operation  with  us,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they 
will  be  induced  to  unite  with  us*  If,  however,  this  hope  should 
prove  to  be  unfounded,  it  will  not  then  be  too  late  to  adopt 
a  course  sufficiently  severe  to  protect  our  citizens  from  suffiuing 
loss  by  the  operations  of  those  of  other  States.

SIR, 

The  reports  of  the  various  banks  in  regard  to  the  circulation  of 
snniaU  bills,  having  been  submitted  to  the  Senate,  have  been  refer* 
red  to  the  eommittee  on  banks,  who  have  been  engaged  in  com- 
piling t  tabie,  to  present  the  information  thus  obtsdned  in  a  com- 
pact view.  In  the  performance  of  this  task,  they  Have  discovered 
that  several  of  the  banks  have  reported  their  whole  circulation,  and 
the  amount  of  bills  of  every  denomination;  and  it  has  thence  oc^ 
curred  to  the  committee,  that  a  similar  course  by  all  the  banks 
would  afford  information  that  would  be  yaUiable,^  not  only  to  the 
Legislature  in  their  action  in  reference  to  the  currency,  but  to  the 
banks  themselves,  and  to  the  community  at  large;  and  as  the  labor 
of  examining  the  matter  has  already  been  performed  by  the  officers 
of  the  banks,  the  committee  have  supposed  that  a  more  favorable 
period  for  procuring  the  information  would  not  readily  present  it» 
self.  The  committee  have  therefore  directed  me  to  forward  to  you 
the  enclosed  resolution,  and  the  accompanying  table,  with  the  re- 
quest that  you  will  fill  up  the  latter  at  your  earliest  convenience, 
and  transmit  it  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate.
